Hough my misfortunes are of ſoſad a

Many other arguments 
my memory would have furniſhr me with- 
all, had not the growing Idea of Partheniſ- 
ſa's beauty made them Vaniſh ; and then 
my reaſon taking her Defence, furniſht me 
with theſe Anſwers. That the Precedency our 
Sex had over hers, was rather an Aſſump- 
tion of our owne , then a Conceſſion of 
the Gods,for amonglt thoſe Creatures which 
purely obſerve the Dictates of Nature, and 
can neither Lye, nor Diſſemble , the Fe- 
minine.

he became poore againe his loffe would be 
the more unſapportable. And laſtly to Loves 
being a defire which ceaſeth with fruition; we 
might as jultly ſay , thata Marchant which

could invent: and becauſe the Parthians were 
ever efteem'd the Warlikeſt nation in che 
whole world , to continne that juſt reputa- 
tion , they declin'd all thoſe effeminacyes 
which are ſo predominant in- other Courts, 
and abfolately addicted themlelves ro ſuch 
martiall exerciſes as are nothing leſle plea« 
ſing and delightfall than the others, and yer 
fir and prepare men more forthe reall uſe of 
Armes and acquiſition of Glory,: *T was this 
practice, which made the Youth about the 
Court, to publiſh over all Aſia a folemne Til- 
ting,where ſuch as had any kill and conrage 
were invited to ſhewthem,by divers Heraulds 
6xprefſely ſent into all the Kingdoms of 
the Eaſt: And though this was more up- 
on Gallantry , than any other ſcore, and that 
the lawes of it extended only to breaking of 
Lannces ; yet there happen'd an Accidenr 
which wholly fubverted the firſt intention of 
ſo innocent a meeting. | Xt 
The exerciſes of it were tolaſt three dayes; 
and Fortune , to cvince her blindnes had per-" 
mitted me the two fieit to remaine victorious: 
But 
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But asI was coming out of the Liſts, atten- 
ded by the acclamtions , and company of my 
friends, wee heard a great noyle of Trum- 

ttsand Clairrons, which impoſed on us a 
gencrall itop,and ſilence; The King too and 
all che Court , at ſoe unexpected Mulick , re- 
turn'd to their ſeates to learne the cauſe of it; 
Their curiofity was ſoone ſatisfyd by the ap- 
pearing of Fower and Twenty Blackamoore 
Pages, richly cloath'd, and well horſt , who 
carried each of them at the end of an Ebony 
Stick tip't with gold , the ſeverall piftare of 
ſome excellent Beauty ; Theſe were followed 
by cheir-Maſter, who -was advantagionſly 
mounted , and whoſc- Helniee being open'd, 
diſcoucr'd a Face morE capable to crexr Feate, 
than any other paſljon ;' & yereven in thoſe 
barbarous features , there was an ample evi- 
dence of a reſembling courage & magnatiimis 
ty; As ſoone as he was come neere the hightlt 
Scaffold , he ſenrone of the fix Pages which 
followed him, to enquire wherethe King was; 


who haveing obey'd and ſatisfred his Lotd,he 


himſelfe immediatly advanc't towards Arfa- 
ces, and made hinyaſalatarion much afrerthe 
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am of that Arabia which is called the Happy 
and antin ſome degree ally'd to the King of 
that country , I Adord a beauty there, which 
had no defect bur hir cruelty, and thongh 
that ſoone ended with her life , yet my palli- 
on inſtecd of dying with the object of it; did 
the contrary , for it increaſt toſuch a height, 
that ir ſeemed all thoſe flames with which 
ſhee ſer ſo many hearts on fier, flew into 
_ mine, astheſcate of their greateſt and pers- 
tetit Empire; & though tyme be the com- 
mon cure of molt misfortunes , yet. it prou'd 
the increaſe of mine , for the more 1 reflected 
on my loſle,the greater I always found it,and 
at laſt rhe operation of fo jult a greife , re- 
duc'd me toſodeepe a melancholly , that my 
King came to vilice me, & to cure my paſſion 
ſpoake ſo many impioas things againſt the 
perfection that had created it , ( which he in- 
juriouſly ſaid was equald by many ) that not 
daring to expiare his offence, with his life, 


becauſe of his Caracter; I publiquely vow'd 


never to continue in his Dominions, and 


that I would vifſice all the Courts of Afla, 
to juſtify that none bur my own King darſt 
ſay any beanty was comparable to that of the. 
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faire Mizalinza's : to effe this Iinſtantly 
abandon'd the place of my birth ; and pub. 
liſhe my defigne, and the conditions of the 
combare, ( if any wereſo vaine as to under- 
take it) which were, That whoſoever ſhould. 
defend the object of his paſſion by equaling it 
to hir that created-mine, in caſe 1 became 
victorious,he ſhould give me the Picture of 
his Miſtris, which I ever after carried with 
me, & hungupas a Trophye; Theſe foure 8: 
twenty ſeverall Beautyes had the ill fortune 
to be compar'd to Mizalinza's , and by the 
Death , or Conquelt of thoſe which ador'd 
them, are now to waite upon hir, whom their 
deludedLovers<quall'dthem to. The fameof 
this great meeting ,has drawn me Sirto your 
Court, where if any be fo preſumptuous as to 


juſtifie ſuch a folly, I will not with my Lance 


alone (which I underſtand is the only armes 


of this Tilting ) but with my Sword-main- 


cainca truth which Mizalinza's eyes, more 
then the Defeate of the greateſt conrages 


inthe wotÞ, hatch abundancly juſtified, But 


perhaps (he continu'd ) char the fight of this 
charming beauty, will eng a confeſſion, 
which may exempt my {word from that trou- 
TYJer 15 ae RE Bonn pong ble- 
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ble; Thereupon with a deepe reverence, he 
drew out the Coppy of lo glorified an Ori- 
ginall, & haveing expoſed it to all our views, 
he further added, that if anvdurſt undertake 
io leſſen hir perfection by a compariſon , 
that the next morning he would appeare on 
the ſame place he was then on, to waniteſt 
to the offender , that nothing but his blood 
was capable to waſh away his crime; T hcu 
withont ſtaying for any anſwer , hee rc- 
tir'd to his os, and leftns in as great 
an aſtoniſhment at his inſolence , as at his 
paſſion ; But Arſaces, who was a Prince thar 
In his youth had bin bleſt with a high val- 
lour,did fo exceedingly refent the impudence 
of Ambixules ( for ſo this Arabian Prince 
was called ) that he publikely profeſt, if none 
in his Court had the conrage to fight with 
him, he would doe it, for the defence of an 
Immaginary Miftris rather than ſuffer an af- 
front to be done unto the Parthians, as great , 
_ evenas the inſolency with which it was com- 
mitted. "There is no doubt bur that Oro- 
des Court , was then replenniſht With.men, 
who apprehended nothing in dangers, but 
that they were not great enough ; Yet at that 
exaitontny Who thn wg eto 1) lan:

3*# 
inſtanc , the loves of the major parte were fo 
vnhappy , that they durſt not acknowledge 
the objects of them , and 'twas apon that 
ſcore only this Arabian had like to have ett 
groft an. honor without Drawinge his Sword, 
greater then ever he had obtaynde by ir.

| 1yIhad a paſſion, till ſkee in private had ap- 
prou'd it ; But yer] thought the crime of 
that preſumption would not equall that of 
the tactte confeſſion any beauty tranſcended 
hirs, &that I hada leffe Ticleto hir anger, by 
diſcovering my flame to defende hir right, 
than expoſe that to any apparent injury, by a 
concealement of it : Neither was it ijmpoſ{i- 
ble bur I might retarne from the combate 
without recciving any ſuch wounds, whoſe 
cure might neceſlitat my diſcovery, in which 
calc I wasrefolu'd ro conceale my felfe, & not 
acknowledge my paſſion, till ſhee ro whom it 
was addreſt would bleſſe me with the receprti-

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on of it,” Twas with theſe and many ſuch rea- 
ſons that] aſſumed a reſolation to become the 
ProteRor of an cxcellency,which had no mis- | 
foxtune, but that it needed one, or that.jt had 
one ſo unworthy that honor as Artabbanes : 
I kept this determination exceeding private, 
leaſt if it had bia diſcover'd my friends mighe 
have. deny'd my firlt eſſay in Armes to have 
been againſt ſo knowne a Conqueror ; I had 
ſome dithculry too , to fir my (elfe with Ar- 
mor, for that I had made uſe of the two pre- 
gedent dayes, was too publiquely knowne 
_ to-have been uſed the third : Bur, | remem-_ 
ber'd that the Prince Sillaces, my moſt parti- 
calar friend, and.-who merited abundantly to 
be fo, had anexcellent one;; which hee had 
made for-thatſolemnity , but being unfortu- 
natly troubl'd with an Agne, he was neceſſj- 
zared to decline ſhewing his sKill, and gal- 
Jancry , which indeed I apprchended moze 
than any others; Fheſe Armes | ſcene privat- 
ly to borrow of his ſervant, who knowing his 
Prince could not poſſibly ufe them , lenc 
them to me , and I fonnd that they were 
very fit, our ſhapes and heighes being as re- 
{mdbling,as onr friendſhips. will not amuze. 
. By 
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my ſelfe to tell you how impatiently I paſt 
the night, nor how early | came to the Aſſig- 
nation leſt ſome other ſhould have prevented 
me; I ſhall only let you know, that 1 was 
there before any that might have had my de- 
figne, and before Ambyxules too, whom I 
did not long expect, and who at his entry 3n- 
ro the liſts, Mannadg'd his horſe with ſo much 
Art and grace, that hee attracted all the eyes- 
of the alfj{tants: After hee had ended, I be- 
gan the ſame exerciſe, toſhew him I was not 
Ignorant of it; But not to dreſle a trae ſtor 
in the cloathes of a Romance , 1 will paſſe by 
the deſcription of our Armes, Devices, Mot- 
to's , and all things of ſo low a nature, to ac 
quaint you , that Ambixules having repayd 
me the civility of looking on his horte's Man- 
nage , demanded of me the fight of my Mi- 
ftris picture;to which Itold him; That the ex» 
ccllency I Ador'd , would not be what it was, 
If it lay in. the power of art to repreſent ir, 
bur that the Originall being preſent , 1 
would conduct him. to it, where his juftice, 
muſtbe as blinde , as She her ſcife is painted, 
if he did not adore, what he came to injure; 
Come ſaid Ambixulcs ſmiling 1 will goe ſee 
_—_ this 
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this beauty, to convince you by a demonſtra- 
tion , that he which hath ſcene Mizalinz's 
eycs can be conquer'd by no others ; but ( he 
continu'd, ) though contrary to my practice 
Iam content to begin the combate before I 
ſee your Miſtris Picture, yet you mult oblige 
your ſelfe, thar ſome friend for you after your 
Death will let me have the reward of jc. This 
;nſolence did not a lictle offend me, bur being 
relolv'd to repaire the wrong with nobler 
Armes than thoſe which had committed it, - 
J only told him , I was confident to give him 
the recompence of his Victory , before ne 
won it, ſince 'twas impoſlible to ſee Parthe- 
niſla, without carrying away hir I mage. By 
this tyme wee were come ſoneerehir, that [ 
yent to the Scaffold ſhee'was on , and with- 
out lifting up my Helmet (rocontinue my 
diſguiſe } I (alated her with a reſpe&t equall to 
my paſlion , and told hir; Madam, if I have 
the confidence to bego your permiſſion to 

vindicate your beauty, 'tis out of a cer- 
tainty that the ſucceſle of o juſt adiſpute : 
cannot bur prove as fortunate,as that it needs 
not any defence ; Neither doe I draw my 
| ſword tojuſtify, that you arc the perfecteſt of 


your 
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your Sexe, but to puniſh Ambixules for not 
acknowledging it, Whilſt I was ſpeaking 
theſe few words, ſhe was in ſome diſorder, 
yet it was ſo innocent a one, that it rather was 
a friend than enemy to.her beauty , bur ſhee 
quickly ſuppreſt it,to anſwer me. W hofoever 
you are , that to give a large proofe of your 
Courage, give as little a one of your judge= 


ment, { ſhall conjure yon not to undertake 


a defence, where the injuſtice of the quarrel], 
may give your enemy an advantage, which | 
I believe he would hardly obtaine on a contra- 
ry ſcore. MadamlI replid 1 know how to di- 
ſtinguilh berwixt your Modeſty and your Tu- 
ſtice, and conſequently co attribute what you 
now [peake,to the firſt;burt if yon have fo par- 
tiall a charaQeer of the faire Partheniſla 1 will 
covince her by anexperiment, how much ſhe 
has injurd herſelf & my cletion. Thereupon 
ſfaluting her with an infinithumility,buc with- 
out ſtaying forany reply, I defſir d Ambixules 
to returne to the place of combate, and to 
haſten a deciſion of it;but he was ſo intent, and 


Taviiſh't in the cSfideration of Parthenilla's 


beauties, that to interrupt his thonghts I was 
forced ro rell him; Ambixules, 1 teareif you 
continue 
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continue longer in the imployment you are 
ia , I ſhall have bur little honor in my victos- 
ry, havcing todeale with one who will have 
loft his heart. This Trath made him aſham'd 
of what he ſhould rather have gloriedin, ſo 
that turning about his horſe, he ridd with me 
where the Indges attended us, and by the 
way aflur'd me that my Miſtris had fo mach 
of Mizalinza in her, that haveing vanquiſht 
me, he would deſire no other Picture of her, 
than that which he carryed in his memory, 
This Antedated Victory I excus'd upon the 
ſame ſcore that I had the former, being by 
this time come where *ewas no more tyme to 
talke. I will paſſe by, acquainting you with 
the joy Arſaces had to perceive this Arabian 
was not altogether unlike to eſcape unpu- 
niſhed, the generall wonder of all the Court 
who 1 was, and the ſecret repining of many 
beautyes to perceive Parthenifla's could finde 
a Proteor when none of theirs had any, to 
rellyou , Thar the three firſt courſes wee 
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ſoone made each other feele what temper they 
were of ; but. Ambixules haveing given me a 
furjous reverſe ; which I was endeavouring to

neſle ſo inſenſt me that I repaide it with ſome 
dangerons wound , bur at the laſt, finding his 
fury mors thaa his ſtrength. made him con- 
tinue the combar, I retir'd two or three paces , 
with intention to preſerve a valor | could not 
buteſtceme, though I had receiv.'d ſome dan- 
gerous effects of it,and told him. You ſeeAm- 
bixules the power of [uſtice which has reduced 
you toa condition ofacknowledgeing, rather 
then perſcycring in your error, and that ad- 
vantage which the goodnefle of my cauſe has 
given me, I deſire to employ onely to obtaine 
a confeſſ1on from-your tongue}, which your 
weakenclile has already made.

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that his tongue began to fan'ter , which made 
him, thongh with much difficulcy rurne him-» 
ſclfe rowards che place where Parthenifla was, 
and not haveing the ftrengeh to ſpeaketo her, 
hce litc up ts bands to implore: char pardon 
bis halty ſummons hinder'd him to expreſle; 
Asſoone as Ambixules was dead, all his Pages 
came and preſcnred me-choſe Pictures which 
bad been the Rewards of their Princes former 
Combats , and defir'd mee that they might

ncither can] doubt bur by yoar eleEting mee

;ncention 20 manifeſt, that your Sword needed 
noother afliſtance,, burwhat it receiv'd-from 

your Arme,and the concealing of your fclf af+ 
ecra performaneepwhich theſeyeret thodefty 
might iglory in ;*confirmes mee 'thar'yorin- 
jure your Courage to avoyd doring the like 
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unto your Iadgement, and finde more ſhame 
in owning the object of your Quarrell, than ' 
ſacisfaCtion in.the effect it has produc't, Ah 
Madam I replyde , doe not impute the con- 
cealing my lelfe to any thing but the reſpect I 
pay you , which isſo great and juſt, that I had 
rather decline what you arc pleas'd to fay I 
may glory in ,thanhazard your anger by diſs 
cloſingwho I am, the apprehenſion of the 
latter, being farre more prevalent with mee , 
than any advantage I can derive from the for- 
mer. But after ſome diſcourſes of this quality, 
obſcrving that not only all the. Court, but 
Arlaces himſelfe was coming towards Parthe- 
niſſas Scafford,, I thought ic high time to re- 
tire, and therefore made haſt to tell her, that 1 
was relolv'd to a concealementof my name, 
till by a ſucceſſzoa of ſervices, I induced her 
to pardon the ſcoare upon which they were 
perform'd. Alitcle Bluſh which this declara- . 
tion cauſed, gave mee a belicfe that ſhee un- 
derftood my meaning, and the apprehenſion

herſelfe to ſuch excelle of griefe,thatmany at- 
tributed the effe&ts of her good: nature to a 
more obliging cauſe, and doubtleſle had LI 
ſcene how happy 1 was-in my misfartane , I 
had'bleſt thoſe wounds which were the cauſes 
of it, In briefe, as ſoone as thoſe which ſtood. 
by knew me, they cry'd out, Artabbanes is 
dead, which repeated noyſe comeing at laft 
_ to-Moneles __ Lindadory.s hearcing, they: 

ran tranſported with: admiration and pricfe 
to the place where I lay , & where they found. 
Partchenifla withoone hand Ropping a'ſpring 
of blood which-iſſued from a large wound 
'Ambixules had given me, and with the other: 
endeavouring to wipe away two ſprings of 
teares which ran from her faire Eyes. Thac 
charity gave them as high a ſubject ofacknow- 
ledgement, asthe occaſion of it did of griefe'; 
Bur atlaſta Litter being. brought , and my ' 
blood Ranch'r, I was carryed-to Moneſes Pal-

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lace accompanyed by the Teares of thoſe, 
whoſe Acclamacions | ſo lately had. Arſaces 
did mee the: honor: to walke. a foote by my. 
Litrer, and co ſce the firſt drefling of my 
wounds; where hee receiv'd an aſſurance from 
the Chyurgions, that I had none which were! 
dangerous, that the: lolle of blood was the 
orcateſt harme 1 had ſaſtained ,{and that reſt, 
was oneof the. beſt: remedies they could pre- 
ſcribe; Wherefore my. Chartber was jmmedi- 
ately emptied of all bue my:taithfall Syman- 
der ; Bat this deepe filence-wasfo farre from 
prodacing the <ftect which thoſe that enjon'd 
it expected , thac itdid a contrary one, for. 
ther all my thoughts: began /to..aſfayle me. 
What ? ſaid I co: my ſelfe 5; can Parthenifla 
have a greater aſſurance of the vaſtnes of my 
paſlion'chan Her knowledge of thoſeBeautics 
whichcreared it , and theſervices I have thig 
day render'd rhem ?:Shee were as unjuſt as 
ſhee is Baire , ſhonld ſhee defire any Rronger 
proofe of my Aﬀettion* Burt ſuddenly my 
opinion.changinig, mee thought] heard Par- 
theniila ſay : Prelamprtuonus Artabbancs, doſt 
thou elteeme me at fo lowe a rate as to thinks 
that , that nothing which thou haſt done to

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day deſerves me? Thou haſt loy'd me becauſe T 
was lovely, the greatnes of thy paſſion renders 
thy ſervice the leſle, & thou haſt more injur'd 
me by thinking my beauty needed that de- 
fence, than obliged me, by aſſuming it. This 
reproofe which my diltemper made me fancy 
came fromthe Oracle of my Fate had fo po« 
werfullan operation, that I crycd out, Yes Ma- 
dam ,Tacknowledge yourreprehenſion to be 
as juſt as my preſumption is great, &1] am now 
ſo ſenſible of my Crime , that it you do not 
ſpcedily pardomit,l will revenge you pon'the 
miſerable Artabbanes, 'tis bur letting' theſe 
wounds weepe blood nntill their fource be 
dry , ſo Death more pittifall than you , 
will make my puniſhment the way nnto my. 

vice. Theſe words ſpoake in a high tone, 
made Symander almoſt as frantick as my Di- |

him any, The next morning therefore hee 
tooke a view of his whole Army, which conſi- 
Red of neere 40000. Foote and 15000. Horſe, 
but ſo mach of Reſolution appear'd inthe Of- 
ficers and Souldiers Lookes;that hee thonghe 
every Houre of Delay ſo much time ſtolne 
from the Glory of his Triumph. The conſe- 
quence of this Place was ſuch, that immediatly 
a Councel of Watre was ſummond, where af- 
ter along Debate the Reſulr of it was, Thar the 
Prince ſent a Herauld with a Letter to the 
King of Armenia, to invite him on the large 
and adjoyning Playnes of Arontes, to decide 
their difference by a Battell,which would end 
the Warre and the Miſeries that inevitably 
Would be a Confequence of jt, Artabbazus 
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having conſulted with che Chiefe Officers of 
his Army return 'd this Anſycr,

fteem'd the effects of Vertue,, than thoſe of 
Potcune, or Birth : To be ſhorc, after ] had

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Revolutions and Confaſions, which were de- 
riv'd from the minglihg amongſt us, of an:0- 
ther King of Armenia, atleaſt one exceeding; 
like the far{t , in his Armour and Furoicure,. 
as well as by the Horſe he rid on, and diſre»- 
(embling him in nothing but what more preg+: 
nantly confirm'd: Me he was the reall Artaba- 
Zus, {ince the higheſt Vallor was-fitteſt for 
the hjgheſt Title. Ldiſmounted this Second 
Commer, whereby the,Firſt found and ;tnadg: 
uſc of the oportunity of eſcaping , which the 
Laſt noſooner obſerved , then he told mee, 
Generous: Enemy.,. though my Body is at 
your Mercy , my Liberty is not, this Sword: 
more kinde than Fortune, will ſoone caſe mee 
of all the Miſcriesthis Day has involvd mee 
in, anleſſe you will grant me one Condition,,. 
which if you doe not , 1 willdeprive you of all 
thoſe adyantages you doe pretend unto by my. 
Captivity ; Ic is, thatbeing-a Prince, I may 
not be diſarm'd, nor yeeld my ſelfea. Iriſoner: 
to any bat your Prince; | thonghtitumjuſso 
deſtroy a Valour as high as the Title of Him- 
that poſſeſt it, and when my Enemy was r06 
mach in my power-to remember he;had/ been. 
©y Enemy, and yerl eftccmidir. realopables 
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that thoſe who had been my Companions in 
Action,ſhould bethe like ins Advice. I found 
all their Opinions proportionate to my.own , 
which Linform'd him of, in ſach ſubmiſſive 
.tearmes, that hee allur'd us, Fate had in fome 
ſort repayred his Mistortunes, that being de- 
ſtin'd by his,ta be a priſoner, he had fallen in- 
to hands which knew the reſpects due unte 
his quallity. Twas obſervable that in the tak= 
ing of this Priſoner it feem'd wee had taken 
the Hopes of all his Party , at leaſt depriv'd 
themot any but by Flight, which chey ſo ani- 
verſally began and continn.d , that they gave 
.us more tronble to ki then to breake them. 
Ar the.end of the Execution I fonnd Pacorus 
with a Ioy in his Countenance as great-as his 
'Succeile,, He imediatiy rann to rne , and after 
.a Thouſand Embraces afſur'd me ,' that the 
King owed his Crowne and he himſelfe his 
Life and Honor to Me, and that the Obliga» 
-tions were ſuch , that it would be a Crime as 
great to hope the requiting them, as the Miſe 
fortune of che incapacity of docing it: many 
.other expreſſions of his Favour be honor'd 
me with , which I have now as abſolutly for- 
gorten.; as I was then unworthy of chem , Bue 
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I remember T beſought him ro place. thoſe 
high Civilicies rather-upon'my Companions 
than-Me, as beihg an act of-greater Jultice, & 
conſquently more proportionas tohis.Incli- 
nation : But Sir ( |eontinu'd ) the Gods have 
not only fauour'd your Armes by an entire 
Defcare of your Enemyes , but by furniſhing 
vs with the Power of preſentingiyou-with the 
molt conſiderable of them,,. as well for Title 
as Vertue, I then- preſented him with our 
Priſoner, at which, thongh: his Joy were very 
oreat, yevit was farre ſhort of my amzement 
ſuddenly afrer ,, when the imagin'd King, 
pulling off his: Helmet, diſcover'd a Race ſo 


full of Beauty and Courape equally mingled, 
that it produc'd-in all of us the ſame effectiir 
had in me,and a filence too as generall; which 
he begg'd a continuance of, and which the 
Prince having enjoyn'd , he addrefld him- 
felfe unto him in theſe termes.. Sir , there is 
Not one of the Armenians this.day. but I, that 
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Enow this declaration does ſurprize and in- 
fence many , but the Action istoo-glorious to 
be conceal d: Ierv'd Artabazus in the be- 
ginning of the Bartell by Force, but when 
Artabbanes Sword prov'd too powerfull to be 
xelifted( for thoſe were his very words) I then 
by Policy endeavour'd to performe, that 
which was d:zny'd mee by the other; My Ioy 
had been more perte&t had my firlt deſigne 
ſacceeded,bur yerlam not divelted of all, fince 
the lalt did : the end being; ſtill the ſame

banes what ſheeis, I ſhould have your exqule 
for what 1 did, which was that I reſiga'd my 
Liberty with more Joy then any other could 
have recover'd his, But yer my Flame wasas

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inviſible as great, for | concluded the Beauty 
being extraordinary, the way oughe to be (o, 
in which I diſclos'd that I Adored Her, After 
an Admiration and ſilence of a yeare,, accors- 
ding to the Common Compuration, but an 
age according to mine, ſuch Torments are 
ther in a concealed fire, My Father, ( who ad- 
mired the high vertue of the Romans, alwaies 
held a proportionat correſpondency with 
them, partly out of a ſence of their Gallantry 
as alſo ro make uſe of their Power and Juſtice 
in caſe Celindus ſhould Rebell, who wanted 
not the will bur the opportunity to doe it } 
To acquire himfelfe more intimartly -their 
Freindihip,& to inftruct me in their civill 8& 
Military diſcipline, ſentme to Rome whither 
T willingly wear, hoping that ſacceſle in Gloe 
ry , might be the way to Succeſle in Love, 
After 1 had obſerv'd the moſt beneficiall 
things there, I came to che Army of Lucul- 
lus who was by the Senates orders makeing 
then a Bloody Warre againſt Mithridates ,in 
which expedition | gave ſomeſuch proofes of 
my Courage that he offer'd me any Commad 
which a ſtranger might pretend anto. I de- 
clin'd:this great Ciyility by alleaging thac my 
Uncx* 
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rnexperience aſwell as yeares, made me fitter 
toobey , than Command, that my Chei- 
feſt defire was to have the honor to be neere 
his perſon,and that any office which ſhould 
deprive me of that ende, would berather a 
puniſhment thana preferment ; Not to trou- 
ble you with roo-many perticalers, though I 
would not take upon me any Charge, yet 1 ſo 
fully ſatisfyed Lucnllus with my refuſall, 
that he never declin'd, nay, rather augmen= 
ted his Aﬀection for me, and fent Ltetters,in 
my fanonr to the Sennate : but that I was 
more Juſtly Proude of than all this, was a 
perfect friendſhip 1 then Contracted with the 
Generous Ventidins, a Roman Patrician ; 
who wascven to wonder bleſt with all the 
Graces of Nature and Education. About 
this tyme my Father, tro make the Romans 
Place a higher value on me, fent Two Hune 
dred young Gentlemen, of the chiefeſt Fa- 
milies in Armenia toſerveunder me, which 
the Roman Generall much approv'd, & with 
whomel dare without vanity fay, I did {6 
many ſervices that he (thought of an extra- 
ordinary ambitious nature) was yet ſojuſt as 
often toattribute much of the Glory of his 
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Succeſle to our Yalours. ] will not tellyout 
the events of that Warre whilſt ] was in it, 
fince the miſeries of Mithridates & the Fame 
of Lucailus are yetſo recent, But Annexan= 
. der who began roſuſpeEt chart Arrabazns who 
abſolutly declin'd Mithridates in the begin- 
ing , would now affift him, the Roman uc« 
ceſle rendring him lellous of it, comman- 
ded me to retourne into my owne Country, 
after two yeares abſence , which ſammons[ 
obey d., and went home with Letters to my 
King and my Father, more fili'd with Lucul- 
Jus Prayſes, than Truth, All choſe young 
Gentlemen which had ſcaped the fury and 
uncertainty of Watrre retourn'd with me: 
The defire we had to ſee our Freinds, and1 
perticularly ro behold the faire object of my 
Paſſion, which was much increalt by abſence 
( for Love has that property , that as long as 
It has an exiſtence, it will have a growth) 
made usfo to haſten, thatin fiireene Dayes 
weearriv'd upon the confines of Armenia, & 
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with as lirle reſt as the neceſſity of our Tras 
uvell wonld permitt. The ſixth day after our 
cotming'into Armenia juſt as the. Sunn began 
tocnlighten the World, wee might perceive 
from the topp of the Bil wee then were on; 
the Cicty of Artaxata , The ſight of that 
place,the then Reſidence of Altezeeraſo'tran- 
ſported me with loy', that in the contempla- 
ung of being ſo neere Her | diſcontiny'd tra» 
velling,& having ſtopt my horſe,offer'd ſome 
Vowes to'the'God of Love that he would ins 
fpire the Excellency 1 ador'd with'a trve 
Knowledg of the greatneſle of my Flame, and 
inclinc her torecompence it, but only accor- 
ding to the vaſtneſfle & vertue of it.

Tuminius who:wanted not courage an{wer'd 
ime : If there needs but the: killing of Thee, 
to allare her that Truth , ſhee ſhall not lon 
doubt it; and would to the Gods 1 could as 
calily vanquiſh her difdaine asall my other 
Enemyes : He had no ſooner done ſpeakeing 
than he made himlſeltca lane thorough the 
-Throng, and I haveing ſeparated my ſelfe 
from my Companions ,.Commanded them 
tO 
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tolect us alone *cill Death or Viftorydecided 
che quarrell. Taminias having order'd his 
Men the like , wee begann to fight-, but with 
ſo much earneſtneſle , as if the Conqueror 
had'expeRed Altezeera ' for his Rewatd ; I 
mult confefle, I was ſo alham'd that one guil- 
ty Man inthe preſence of my Princefle and 
for her ſafety too, ſhonld diſpute fo long the 
victory , that preſt him ſo vigorouſly , and 
ſo anfortunatly for him, that my. Sword at 
laſt having found the defet of his Armor, 
peirc'd him through andchrough, at which 
thruſt he fell, and with that ftreame which 
iſſu'd from his wound , he Breath'd out his 
Life, Allmy frends made agteat:ſhoarcat 
any ſuccefle ;/and fell fo briskly on' Tumini- 
us Sonldiers, that by their fary, and by the 
loſſe of their Commander, wee had a Victory 
fo cheape that "it hardly deſerved that names 
The field being wholly ours 1 lighted! off my 
Horſe, and with an infinite humility went to 
Altezcera, and- cold her. Madam-, The 
Gods of whome you are fo Perfect a Cop- 
py , have ſent me hicher , to 'ſerve you a- 
gainſt your Enemyes,, and have given you 
an catire victory, leaſt their Jultice or Power 
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;by your loſfe or want of Revenge might have 
vecne call'd in queſtion. I mult, confeſle ſaid 
ſhee the actions | have ſeene you doe for my 
deliverance afſure me ,'tis more.than a hu 
maine power which has effected it , but: the 
Gods whole delight is to releeve the Inno- 
cent made me not diſpaire of their helpe, 
though the meanes( ill your arrivall ) was 
unſcene; Bur'Sir ſhall] deſire you to add twe 
favours unto this I have alrcady recciv'd ?

Name has, beene fo little behoh 
ding to-my Actions, that by them it is not 
conliderable , bar for the King , I have alreas 
dy had the happineſle to ferve him, andif 1 
be not miſtaken, that Troope which youſee 
marching this way attends him by my of- 
ders; How ? ( laid Altezeera; ) does Arta- 
bazus as well as 1 , owe his ſafety to your 
Sword ? lure then your Name cannot be ſo. 
unconliderable as you wonld make me bes 
leeve itis, or if it has beene, itis fo no lon:

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per ; but I am confident yort will not diſcover 
it,to hinderus from being ungratefull, which 
unavoydable wee muſte be , it once we learne 
to whome we are indebted. Madam ( I re- 
ply'd ) to take yon ont of that Error will ac- 
quaint you whoTam', that you may knowe [ 
have only hazarded a Life in your ſervice; 
which I am reſolv'd tofpend in the ſameem 
ployment: 'Then: pulling off my Hellmet, 
ſhee no ſooner ſawe my Pace but ſhee cry'd 
ont 'tis Artavaldes ! and ther wanted nothing 
to make my loy asperfet as my (ety , bur 
toowe the Jater to his Gallantry; juſt asF 
was gocing to-reply , the King ( who had 
learn'd by ſome of my Troope whol was ) 66 
by one--of thoſe 'who eſcaped Tuminins 
ſword, what I had done,came running to me, 
and having embraced me a thonſand cy mes, 
told me,I ſee Artavaſdes that vertue is borne 
with us, not infaſed' into us by. Education, 
otherwiſe you could not be poſleſſor of fo 
great a quantity in (o tender an Age. Sir! (aid 
I )your goodnefle being too great, makes you 
place a reſembling value upon my ſervices, 8 
{ ſhonld be guilty of an <quall prefumption 
if I didnor acrribute your expreſſions to any 
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Ws. 7 your luftice, But Sir leg 
not the loy of your ſafety hinder us frotn re- 
ccayeing the bencfit of it,nor me from bring- 
ing this Gentleman to kifle your hands who 
has walht away -his cryminall intenſtons by 
his gallant performance, Thereupon 1 pre- 
ſented Evaxes to the King , who acquainted 
him with all Celiadus and Tygranes defines, 
and that wee had taken Pali{des, who being 
ſhew'd to the King diſcover d aſmuch guiltia 
- his Face, as he had in his Heart: Artabazus 
comanded he ſhould be ſafely keept, & rati« 
fyed all I had promis'd ro Evaxes;then learn« 
ingthat Celiadus had yet 300. Horſe berwixt 
us and the Towne, wee thought it not fitt ra 
looſe any tyme, & therefore having by Arta- 
bazus comand & her permiſſion taken the 
faire Altezeera behind me, & orderd our men, 
we began to retire towards Artaxata , when 
our Scouts came immediatly and brought us 
word that Celindvs with above 400, Horle 
(for feare multiplyes) was marching directly 
towards us , and was but ſix furlongs off.

Wee 
inſtantly rallyed againe , & determin'd only 
by (kirmiſhinge to make good our Retreate, 
and not to hazard allat one Charge, leaſt if

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tecover Artaxata . Our Reſolutions had ſuch 
good (ucceſle, that I held the Enemy in play 
| longe enough for Nearchus defigne had not 
the {abrile Celindusimmagind, that l would 
ſend the King and the Princeſle away with'a 

{mall Guard, and with thereſt Juſtefye the. 

Retreate, which caus'd him to lay a hundred 
Horſe in Ambuſh betwixt us & the Towne, 
who falling ſuddenly upon Nearchus fo ter= 
rified his Men , that moſt of them were cutt= 
off, before they put. themſelves ina poſture 
of reſiltance. One of the Runn-awayes fd to 
me, and with a Countenance which acquain- 
ted me with his feare,, told me , all was loſt, 
if [ did not inſtantly remedyir , 1 lefr moſt 
part of my Horſe with Stratolis, who I com« 
manded to amuze the Enemy , and with 
ſome Thirty of my friends , rann to the 
na where my helpe was ſo needfull , But a- 
as, the firſt ching Iſawe was a rude Souldier, 
who had unmounted Artabazus, and was 
gocing to plant his Panyard in his Breſt.

Gentry which were with the 
King , ſhould immediatly goe. into their 
owne Countryes, and with all expedition 
raiſe what Forces they could, & bring thewrg 
Thoſpia,a Towne of great importance, both 
for the bigneſle, ſtrength & L oyalry thereof;

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* "That Celindus thereby might be either per- 


fuaded or forc't to his obedience. In perſu- 
ance of which Anexander was ſent with all 
the conſ1derableſt Men inthe Kingdome to 
raiſe an Army,and the Care of the Towne & 
che Forces ofit the King committed tomy 
Charge, which Employment I willingly at- 
tended as themeanes tobe neere & ſerve the 
faire Altexeera. Ancxander being diſpatchd 
and Artabazus having ſent me my Commil- 
$10n, I preſently repaired thoſe Fortihications 
that were defeftive,, made new ones where 
they were needfull, ſenc our Parties to ferch 
in Proviſions and Forrage , and to diſtroy 
what they could not bring away , flighted all 
grounds that were favourablefor Approach- 
es,6& ina word forgot nothing that I thought 
requiſite for a Seidge. I found the Number 
had withih were(Inhabitantsand all) 14000. 
Foote , and 1400. Horſe, which I devided in- 
toleverall T roopes and Companyes, and to 
avoydeall Treachery, made them till drawe 
lotts for their Guards, Bur in all this Noiſe 
of Warre , the filent Fire of Love did (till 
polleſle me, & what with inceſſanc toylings, 
and diftewper, of Minde, I ſo feil away , that 
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aſlowe Feavyer ſeized on me, and doubtlefle I 
had yeeldedtco it, bad not the care of preſer- 
ving my. Princeſle given- me ſupernatural 
forces. This declination was ſo apparent; 
that Altezecra was not ignorant of it, and( as 
thee aſlur'd me afterwards ){ymparhiz'd with 
me init , But her Spirit was greater then her 
Inclnation , & conſequently my Paine than: 
Either. Bur whillt things were thus in Artax- 
ata, Celindus was not idle, and having gott 
advertiſement that Anexander was gone to- 
raiſe an Army ; he reſolv'd to employ His for 
the taking of that Towne before Anexan« 
ander wasabletoralcive it, and in parſyance 
of that determination , the Tenth day after 
our Fight, he preſented himlelfe before the 
Walls of Artaxata with an Army of aboug 
50000. Foote , and 10000, Horſe, well fitted 
with all things that he wanted, only a good 
Quarrell. The order in which they martche, 
made them as formidable as their yery.Num- 
bers, and having drawne upin a Playne on 
the Eaſt {ide of Artaxata, they advaunc'd the 
two Wings of their Army by degrees, and 
environ'd the Towne, having calt a Bridge 
of Boatcs overthe River AraXis, which ſepas 
rates 
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rates Artaxata by the midle, and begann by 
flingiog up of Earth to ſecure themſe:ves 
from our Sallyes. The King from a high 
Tower of the Palace perceiv'd all the mos» 
tion of that great Body with a reſembling 
Feare, which traely was one of Artabazus 
molt predominant defcds, for he was timoe 
rous tolucha height, thatit made his Sub- 
jets bold, But Altezeera, (who then was with 
him, & whole ſpirit was hardly capable of aps 
prehenſton,) confider'd thoſe with Indignati= 
on which her Brother look't upon with Ter- 
ror, In the meane tyme I had orderd all the 
Souldicrs to their feverall Poſts, and being 
not able to cndure Celindus fo neere with- 
out talting of what compoſition his Army 
was made; I gott 1000, Horle andas many 
Foote in Armes, and bya furious and unex- 
pected Sally , forc'd the next Guards to a has 
ſy retreate,and in.the diſorder thereof rou- 
ted ſome Reſerve Troopes which came to 
oppoſeus; The Campe at this hot Alaram, 
was preſentlyall in Armes, and ſent out three 
Bodies of Horſe, who added to our ſacceſle 
in ſtecdof finiſhing it, & ſome of them thar 
ſcap'r our Swords told ſach Miracles of our 

__ 
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Courages, toappologize for the pooreneſle 
of their owne,that Celindus in Perſon at the 
Head of 4000. Hotle, came to know and re- 
dreſle his Condition. This made me thinke 
of retreating , not being ſo pertectly aces 
nainted with my Souldicrs Vallors as to be- 
leive they might notbe vanquilh'd without 
being kill d, and having ſuch good ſuccelle I 
was loath to adventure all the Gallantry of 
the Garriſon at one pullr, where the advan- 
gage if wee had {acceile conld not beſo great 
as the prejudice if wee had beene dent'd it, 
[Therefore ] ſounded a Retreate, and as] was 
making it leaſurly, Celindus ſent 5co, Horſe 
a full gallop to ingage us, which they did, & 
thereby too lo farre ingaged themſelves, that 
not Fifcy ever gotoft, bur yet truely they de- 
tended themlciyes fo well , and rallyed (o of- 
tn ; that] was much troubl'd ſuch gallane 
Men ſhould be fo ill employ'd, but their ob- 
ſRinacy inrefuſing Quarter , made.us think 
ita Juſtice to give them none, The Execus 
tion indeed was bloody , for by thoſe that 
reckon'd molt moderatly, in all this fight 
here were eltcem'd necrc 4000. to be killd, 
aud wee loſt about 300, This was our firit 
gy RR: 7 
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Eſſay , and with this sncceſſe wee retourn'd 


znto Artaxata before Celindus conld come 


to the place of revenging thoſe Deaths he 
had bin a ſad SpeRtator off. Having by a 
ſhort ſpeech thanked the Souldiers and Of- 
ficers & commended their VYallors, I tooke 
one and twenty Colours, which were the 
marks of onr that dayes Succeſle, and went 
to the Pallace to preſent them to Artabazus , 
who having (eene what we had done, ( to ho- 
nor us the more) came with Altezeera to the 
Gate , where laying them at his Feete, 1 told 
him.Sir,my tellow Souldiers & 1 humbly pre- 
ſent you theſe markes of the goodneſle of 
yourQuarretl, & beſcech you to receive them 


- as frints of eur Fidelity, and as an earneſt of 


what we will hereafter pay you, To which 
(having firlt embrac'd me )he reply'd,Let not 
your Civility under the name of the goods 
neſle of my Quarrell robbe you of that Glos 
ry your Gallantry deſerves, 'Tis that which 
preſents me with theſe effects of it & which 
indeed isfo great, that I know not whither-I 
ſhould ſooner ele&, ro have Artavaldes- or 
laſtice in my fide, bur having both Tamas 
fecurc as the Gods can make me. After ſome

the Princeſle to her Appartment, where ob»

(ulpect, your Vietory was rather your Misfor-

Eleed the ſtorming againe of Arcaxata, as 
molt proportionat to his Revenge & Ambi- 
tion, and having made his Cheife Officers 
approve of his deſigne , he gave order thatall 
things ſhould he in a readdineſle for ſo bold 
a one , But whillt Celindas was troubling 
himſelf to be Conqueror of a Towne, I was 
ſo in my Aﬀections, and was more ſatisfyed 
in my victory, than he could have bin in 
his, had his Pride & deſignes arriv'd at their 
ambition'd period, O Gods! what vnim« 
maginable Ioy's does mutuall fires create in 
Love;at leſt myne were ſo great, that where- 
as in other affaires the ignorace of things

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hinders us from deſcribeing them , here the 
knowledge of them produced the ſame effect: 
in breife our paſſions ſoincreafſe't,,, that we

The joy wee all 
recciv'd at the allurance of ſo powerfull anAr 
my's being readdy to reljcive us, did mitti- 
gate our ſorrow at the heatingof Ancxanders 
not being ablc to Head ir. But Artabazus & 
the Councecll (to loſe no tyme ) thought belt. 
to diſpacch Celindus's Meſſenger withour the 
honor of an Anſwer , which they concluded: 
was the fitteſt they could returne his Ambi« 
tious Deſires, & to ſend Me that Night a- 
way,though the wicked Craſolis oppos'd the 

latcer, alleageing That the Towne would 

doubcleſly be loit, if were once ont of the 


Walls, that probably I mightbe taken or 
© -., ad 
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Kill'd endeavouring to paſſe the Enemyes 
Guards , Thar then not only Artaxata bur 
the Army would loſe it's Head andcheifec 
Defender, and therefore he was of opinion 
*twere beter toſend a Commiſſion joyntly to 
Sratolis and Falintus to command the Ar- 
my , than to expolc all to ſo great a hazard, 
[This advice was not given our of any affecti- 
on tothe publique or my prrticuler, but thar 
he beleiv'd,, by joyacing of Sratolis and Fa- 
lincus, chere would ariſe ſuch diſtractions as 
Cclindus might inioy the aduantages of 
them, Bur( as1 told you ) this Conncell at 
thac preſent rooke nor place, and to omitrt 
noe opportunity , | went to take leave of the 
King, & aſlur'd him that within fowertcene 
daycsI] wouldeither make him abſolute Mo- 
narch againe, or by my Death cvince'rwould 
nor be the defect of my Defirc bur of my 
Power, & fince the time was ſo ſhort, lbegg'd 
him to give me an aſſurance that he would 
not (before thoſe Dayes were ctHux't) admit 
of any Treaty with Celindus. The King ha» 
ving (atisfy'd my requeſt , embrac'd me very 
aftcfionatly , and conjur'd me not to faile at 
TE = ene Toople Thom 
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force him to accept of thoſe conditions his 
Reaſon and Inclination made him equally 
deteſt, which having fairhfully promis d,l 
wentto my Priacell's Chamber , who not be= 
ing able to conccale her Greife had com- 
mandedall her Servants out of the Roome, 
and lay upon a Bedd, abandoning her {elfe 
ſo excelligely ro Sorrow, that I (urpriz'd het 
in the grearelt hight of hers and cold her, 
Madam, if | could admit any doubrsof an ill 
Succeſle where your Safcry is concern ; ſo 
badd an Omen as your Sadneſle is would in- 
fuſe them into me. To which ſhce anſwer, 
I rmuft conteſle Artavaſdes, that when I cons 
ſider the many Dangers you mult expoſe 

our ſclfc unto, and the many more that you 
will, I find my Teares fo juſt, thatI ecfteeme 
ita Sinne to rctaine them, neither can you be- 
leivethe affurancesI have given you of my 
Aﬀection to beas reall as indeede they are, 
without conſidering my Greife as a neceſla- 
ry Tribute of my Love, and not an Omen of 
your ill Succeſle, My Princeſle (1 reply'd} 
your Sadnefle conld not bat kill medid 1 not 
3Jooke upon it as the Effet of fo happy a 
Caulc , but pardon me if my zeale to you be 
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fo great, thatI euen condemne the demon* 
ſtrations of my .owne felicicy , when they 
provetroubleſome to you. Alas( ſaid Alte 
zcera ) what would you have me doe ? notto 
Deplore your abſence, is inconſiſtent with 
my Afﬀettion, and co doe it, is prejuditiall to' 
your contentment , but ſince 'tis impoſſible 
ro ſuppreſle the firſt, at leaſt bya quick re- 
turne make the laſt ceaſe, which can admitc 
of noe caſe during your abſence.

Feild; had left noe forces to juſtifie the ground 
he had wone by-Approaches , being aflur'd , 
that if he were Conqueror , Artaxata , with-

Swords : There 1s forathing too, above all 
this which I might mention ( fer theſe muſt 
dye with you, ſomtimes before yon) 'tis Ro- 
nor, which is ercrnall,, and will make your 
memorics pretious to Poſterity, when other 
things wilbe forgotten and-turn'd into duſt, 
Bur ( my Generous Freinds ) I ſee ſo-noble a 
Reſolution in every one, that] will no lon- 
ger detaine you from that Victory , which 
your Cauſe and Lookes allure me of.

was vncouer'd, & the great ſhontes thoſe of 
the Garriſon made, when they were inform'd 
dy ſome that came along with me of our vi- 
' tory. Artabazus all the while I was comeing 
towards him.was mouelcſleas a Statue, . but 
'the faire Altezeera noſooner ſawe me tread | 
npon the firſt ſteppsof the Alter, bur drawing 
forth a Ponyard, which ſhee had conceal'd

nature was to pay , he was happy that it was 
in ſo:good and glorious,a Cauſe, Then deft«. 
ring all choſe that were in the Roome toleave 

it, except Alrezecra (who. was come to viſit

Accenticapable to inſpire picty into a Fur 

& told-us. Since my owne weakeneſle aſwell 
as the Chyrargions Iudgements aſſure me I 

muſt dye, I have beggd this opportunity ta;

ment [hould haye made me diſcloſe, & which 

Iam confident my Actions never did, Know 

then, to ſilence your ſorrow , that theſe mor» 
tall wounds are che effects of my delire, & 

not of my ill Fortune , foric was neceſſary 
for your. quiett aſwell as myne., thatT 

ſhould receive them, fincelI could not reſilt 

the inevitable charmes of Altezecras Beauty:

charitable aſwell as juſt co attribute theſe de» 
monſtrations of my Greife unto. my Pity 
for your condition which fo abundantly de« 
ſerves it, Why them Madam( reply'd Amis 
dor ) you can pity me, after. the-knowledg 
of my fault? Great Gods !ro what milery 
doc you reduce me , thus to connert that 
which ſhould be my greate!t joy into my 
gratelt Tomenr, and thereby render any.1Sas 
tisfaction at my Death as impoſlible, as1doe 
ill deſerve it; fince not to receive her Pars 
don,makes my Death as full of horrors as the 
Cauſe of it is of Beautycs4 and.ro obtaine it, 
 . "C- .--- "mnakes 
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makes my Crimeas great, asthe perfection 
againſt which 1have committed it. Ah Ma- 
dam drye up thoſe pretious dropps, or elle 
ſhedd: them to waſh away myguilt , forcer= 
rainly they are powerfull enough to per- 
forme whatſocyer you employ them for; And 
you my deare Brother, ( addreſſing himſelfe 
rome) can you haveſo much goodnefle to 
forgive. your Ryyall, whe *twas not in his 
power to ayoyde that: fatall Name?

which really we found of ſuch' a qualliry that» 
we diſpair'd to finde a Cure even trom Tirnes: 
The King, and all thoſe that were not Ene- 
yes to vertve , dil manifeſt a reſembling 
forrow , for his Youth was as promiſing as1t* 
was vatortunate, { Here{ ſaid Artabbanes ro: 
Gall!mmachus) Artavaſces could not refraine + 
ihedding lome” Teares 5 and perceiveing | 
took & - 
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tooke notice of it;he begg'd my Pardon for fo 
jalt an effeminacy, & then haſten'd ro a coclu- 
ſion in theſe words. Phanaſder: who did now 
without referve embrace the Kings Intereſt, 
was ſo prevalent with. the revolced Townes; 
that Armaaria, Artemita, and 'T'ygranocerta 
it ſelfe, came upon their Knees, and yeelded 
vp their Keyes & Lives to the Kings Mercy, 
and ina word all the upper Armenia from 
Niphates did the like. But inthe lower! Ars 
menia,, Zenaxtus ( a Brother of Celindus's:) 
kept entire the Provinces of Arethica and 
Horzen, andthe 'Townes of Satala , & Nica» 
pohis, who for all Artabazus: threatnings and 
promiſes , would not.-lay'downe Armes, but 
was preparing a valte Array to revenge 
his Brothers Death , and to a& his Bre« 
thers Ambition : which to <ffe&t he ſenc 
to Arlaces to: inuade the higher Armenia, 
and aſlard him of a conſiderable parties 
appearing for him as ſoone as he ſhould paſle 
the Ryucr Tygris , and ofter'dhim all theup= 
per Armenia for his ſhare , ſo that he might 
have the lower for his owne , which never- 
thelefle he would doc homage for: You know 
©y deare Frend, that this. oyerture ©'was-fo 
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lined untoby your King, thatinftantly he 
rais'd thatgreat Army. which defeated ours, 
more by your valous than by. thoſe that fol- 
low'd you. Artabazus had ſome intelligence 
of Arſaces intentions, and to prevent them 
thought fitt to raiſe an Army, and carry tho 
Warrc into your. Country to keepe his owne 
quiett, arlealt the upper parte of Armenia, 
& having given the Comande of anumerous 
one to Ancxander , who. was: perfectly. reco- 
ver'd, & order'd him to ſuppreſieZenaxtus,he 
lay'd (eidge to Myramnes , where you came to: 
raiſe-it, and where I had the Honor to become 
your Priſoner, which ſhould beas pleaſing to 
me as my liberty, did not my. Paſſion for Alte- 
Zeera,, make all things that baniſht me from 
her infupportable. 

Thus che Gallant Artavaſdes finiſhe_ his. 
ſtory & gave me by.it aſmuch reaſon as I had 
formerly inclination tolove him. After ſome 
few cxprellions of my efteeme both of his 
Paſſton and Vertue, 1] tolde him, *'Fis with 
much difhcalty , ( generons Prince ) that I 
condemne the cruelty of my King, being it 
furniſhe's.me with an occaſion to ſerve you, 
Neither :cann you doubt, but I am more a 
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freind to your ſatisfaction that my owne 
whenl deprive my ſelfe of fo greata blefſing 
as your company , to reſtore you to the . 
faire Altezecra's. Your Civility (reply'd Artas 
vaſdes )is fo obligeing , that I muſt thinke any 
thinga miſcry thatforces me from being neere 
the Poſlcſlor of it : and doe therfore as much 
reſent Arlaces injuſtice ont of that conſideratis 
on, as comend my good Fortune for makcing 
itthe meanesof ſending me tomy Princeſlc. 
After a Million of inviolable Vowes of Frend- 
ſhipp, Ryſolis came in, to whoſe immediate 
care [ recommended Artavaſdes, whol will 
now leave returning to his happineſle , and 
continue the relation of what Diveſted me of 
mine, 

| The good Callimmachus, was ſo carneft 
in his attention, that he wonld norſo much 
as by one word give him the leaſt interrupti- 
on : which Artabbancs perceveing , he pro- 
ccededin the hiſtory of his owne Life in theſe 
LeAarmege 
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Lefroffthelaſt? Nightin loglo! 
Tions a proſperity that it was 
11 hardly capable of acceſſion bur 
by being incapable of Diminn, 
tion;bur alas all thoſe Morning 
glorics, were ſoone'Clouded.

Prince of the Parthians called Surcna , whoſe

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Perſon; extraction, and Parts render'd him 
very conſiderable, This Gentleman one.day 
awe the faire Partheniſla ,'and cohſequently 
fell in lone with her (for that was an vnſeyer'd 
ce of ſeeing her ) and as all things nataral- 
ly deſire: their fatisfation,, and. preſervation 
fo the wound whichithoſe fairc Eyes had made: 
(though vnuoluntarily ) was too-dangerous: 
todelay the Cure; he found after a: long de- 
bate that 'the fire was too-pleafing to be: 
quench',that the end was ſoinuiting, the way 
could not be the. contrary , alchough none» 
could heale the wound, bur ſhee thar made it; 
&rtolay Truth , my Ryvall had:too-violent al 
game to conceale.itlon ge, and thoughtir was' 
to be vnjalt unto himſelte to languiſh withoue 
acquaintingthe Author of his Torments with 
them., who perhapps mighr be as willing tos 
eaſe him,ashe was apprehenſive of the contra- 
ry.

importunity could ingender Aﬀection, To 
which Surena , as beleiveing himlelte mo{t 
concern'd, repl1 'd : 1 (ſhould (Sifter) have an 
111 opinion of that ets; who defigneing 
20 take a Towae, would, upon it's refulall to 
yeeld arche Summoning, raiſe his Campe and 
mMarecn away: 'tisjult ſo 1n this caſe, what our 
defires cannor performe perſeverance mult, 
«nd ſince mogelty and practice does allow 
np 2 
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women at firſt to deny their Servants,*twould 
be a great want of diſcretion to take that for 
their diſdaine whichis buttheir faſhion, Ma- 
dam((aid I)rhere may be ſomthing moreadded 
in chis perticuler,for ſince by dayly experiece 
we finde, thata high Paſſion ingenders a pro- 
portionar ſcorne , the firſt giveing the Power 
jt not the Cauſe unto the lalt, why may not we 
alwell expe that an importunity may begetr 
an Aﬀection, the difference being but equally 
great? That which you ſay( anſwear'd Zepha- 
linda )is a cleere miſtake, for certainly never 
any Women hated a Man for Loveing her, 
bur ſhee haveing fome averſion to the per- 
fon , he imputes it to his Flame : But to that 
which my Brother ſaycs, 1 muſt confeſle, I 
thinke ita *maddneſle, where there is an Af- 
tection to abandon it upon the firſt refuſall, 
but ſometimes Men are apt to give our baſh- 
fulneſle a longer being than indecd it has, and

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whole charge,divided his Men intotwo Squa= 
drons, the one he tooke to himſelfe , and the 
other he gave me the honor to command. 
Then leaſt choſe new-raild Courages ſhould - 
coole, he Commanded the Pilot to rack abouc 
and refoly'd to ſave Menas the labour of over- 
rakeing him , who was chaſcing us with Oarcs 
and Sayles, Twas then I perceivd in my ge- 
nerous Prince's Face adillipation of thoſe 
Clowdes his Miſeries had there created , and 
in their place a Countenance fo martiall & fo 
charming , that twas as impoſlible for his E- 
nemyes-not to feare, as for his Freinds not to 
admire him. By this tyme the Pyrates were fo 
clole come up, that Artabbanes commanded 
the Sea-men to grapple with Menas'sGally, 8 
not giveing him leave to aſlaulc us, he leapt 
into the chickeſt of the Enemy's, and wich 
his Sword made the Paſlle eaſy tor thole that 
followd him. Our Adverſaries who were not 
accuſtomed to reſiſtance found this Aion 
as {trange as we knew it to be Generous, And 
I deleeve their amazement ſomething contri- 
buted ro our ſeemeing vidtory,but when thoſe 
that fledd the fury of my Prince's Armes, 
had acquainted Menas that valcfſe he ap- 
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pear'd and acted all would be loft, that old 
Pyrate who ar firſt thinkeing us nnworthy: 
his Sword , had comraanded one of his Leiu- 
renants to take us , finding our reſiſtance nec- | 
dedall his Power, inſtantly arm'd- himſelfe, 
and with a (cle Number of Sonldiers' whicts 
he alwayes reſerv'd for ſome ſuch deſperate ex- 
Igency , came out upon the Decks, where, by 
the greatneile of his Lofle jadgeing at the 
greatnelle of his danger,he call'd up that Con. 
rage which had madc himfo juſtly famous, & 
therewith rencw.d the Fight with ſach refolu- 
tion , that many of our men being terrified by 
the fury of his blowes, began to ſhrinke, and 
at laſt tro retire unto their owne Shipp , 'Fhis 
Cowardice heightned our Enemyes , which 
Artabbanes ealily perceiv'd, and obſerycing 
the turne procceded only from the yallour of 
Menas, he made a lane through all thoſe that 
opposd his doeing ſo, and at laſt joyneing the 
old Pyrate, with one blow, he ftrooke him at 
his Feete, and findeing by the raretemper of 
nis Helmet, that his fall proceeded from be- 
ing ſtunn'd not kil'd, he was ſearching the 
detects of his Armour to finiſh his vito- 
ry, Which whillt he was docing, one of the 
TOY On rnnk 22% "OO OP Pyrates 
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Pyratcs comeing behinde him , had lift ap his 
Sworde to kill my generous Prince , but as 
the Gods would have it, I came to his reſcue, 
'and with one blowe cutt that facralegious 
Arme off, & with a thruſt ended his Life, The 
noyle which the Pyrate I had kill'd made 
in falling, ſaved Menas's Life , for my Prince 
tarning abour'to learne from whence that 
Death proceeded, ſome of the Enemyes( take- 
ing the opertunity ) dragg d their Caprtaine 
into the Sterne-Cabbin, but to be breite , our 
Companions whoſe Courages ( by the ſightot 
ſo much blood)were quite drown'd ,abandon'd 
the generous Artabbanes , who being tooe 
weake of himſclfe having only. lo unworthy a 
ſecond as Symander tor reſiſt fuch Numbers 
as came: freſh upon him, receiv'd ſo many 
wounds, that his ſtrength began to faile him, 
but yet upon his knees he fo generouſly dil- 
puted the victory,thatFortune by it a ppear'd 
{utficiently blinde , for conld ſhee have ſecne 
his yertue ſhee could nor but have rewarded 
it, burar length helolt ſuch a Sca of blood, 
thathe coald make no more refittance, and 
crying out, Ah Death ! thou art mercifull and 
curett the wounds which Partheniſla gave he 
Coe: Mn2 TO fell 
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fell (as then thought ) eternally. Oh Gods ! 
what did not ray rage then make me vtrer ? 
found my Greife (o jalt ; that belirideing my 
generous Princes Body 1 cry'dout , faith, 
finiſh yee barbarous Tyrants your Cruelty, 
and bend all your Swords againſt my Breſt, 
for ſince you have by Numbers nor vallour 
deltroyed the perfecteſt of Men,I will noe lon- 
ger ſurvive that Loſle, & indeede their defire 
of blood fo well ſeconded my defire of looſ- 
ing all mine that haveing received as ma- 
ny wounds as1 was confident would not give 
me the miſfortane of ont-livejug my Prince, 
Ifiung my felfe on his pale body, and haveing. 
a Thouſand tymes embraced him and kiſt his 
Hands and Feete | there fainted, acting thoſe 
laſt expreſſions of my fidelity. In the meane 
while Menas by the care of his Souldiers being 
come againe to himfelfe demanded what was 
the ilſue of the Fgihr , & what was becomeof 
him whoſe valloar he had ſo mach to his Pre- 
jadice reſented ? they anſwer d him, that all 
but the valiant Enemy he <nquir'd afcer, & 
one more had long fince yeelded themſel- 
ves to mercy , but he as if his Forces had 
bin increaſed by his Companions Feares ,was 
yer 
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yet :nobly diſpateing his Life which was ſo 
weakn'd by matiy wounds'that ifhe were not 
yerdead the'ryme of his fall conld notbe 
long. Menas whoſe nature had ſome light of 
| gcnerolfiry though clouded by his profefſiion 
{ and the dayly examples of Cruelty ', was ſo 
taken with Artabbanes Courage , that cauſe» 
ing himſclfe ro- be carrycd upon the Deck, 
did there rarend to preſerve him if it were in 
his power . | knew not whether the beleife of 
our being kill'd' hinder'd our Conquerors 
from docing us/any further harme,orwhether 
my expreſlions and aftions'to my Prince did 
ſuſpend for a while the cruclty of thoſe Mon- 
ſters > but whatſoever was the cauſe , they 
wounded us toc more after we werefſallen, 8& 
Menas comeing when the Pyrates were be- 
gining toſtripp us, forbadd it, and comman- 
ded his Chyrurgions to cmploy all their skill 
m our recovery ,' ot if it were paſt their Arte, 
then he order'd Galtippas his Leintenant to 
give us buriall as if himſelfe had bin in our 
condition , and becanſe his care ſhould equall 
our neede of it;he'cans'd usto be brought into 
his owne Cabbin, where our wounds being 
lcarch's the Chyrurgions aflur'd him, my 
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Maſter had none:that; were mortall; and»that 
only.the loſle of blood. had reduc'd hirm! tothat 
extremity , For what congerndme they told 
him, 4 was 19,mych. more danger, bur if they 
conld” grave, out the.head: of ailavelin. rhar 
Itack ia my back, there might be ſome hope of 

my.rccovery., in the meane tyme; bytrong 
Cordialls' wee came to our, ſelves ,::but my 
Prince long before me, & to my great glory 
(as thoſe that waited on us told me) the firit 
ching he (aid was, ah/poore Symandcr,For my 
parts , as ſoogc-as | found;my.woundsdreſt & 
remember'd with. what defigne |]: receiv'd 
them, 1 coare off all my Playſters, and calling 
- thoſe that were by me a 'Thouſand-Names 
for cheir care, Lvpwd: by-all the Gods Lwould 
no longer Live , then; I begg'd. thera: with 
Teares to brin g me to my Malters body, and 
ermit me to expire upon it. They ſecm'd:to 
Ko very gladd, that, my gel Pains proceeded 
{roma Cauſc they could fo cafily remove, and 
therefore to conſole me, they vow'd my Ma- 
fier was alive and in the ſame Cabbin , bur 
could nor. credit. ſo. preat., a happineſle tilb 
ſome of them acquainted, him with my diffi« 


dence , which made him force himſelfe to 
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day Yes Symanderl live, Fortune. is yet too- 
much'my Encmy to cad my. miſeries.. Ah Sir, 
{I reply d with exceſſive raptares of joy) your 
vertue will at laſt Conquer her.” Tis a ſtrange 
thing how after the knowledg of my Princes 
being alive Lwillingly endur'g all thoſe. hide- 
ous Paines which conduc'd: ro my recovery, 
courting my Chyrurgions to.haften my cure 
though by:che increaſce.of my; torment,.that I 
might be quickly well,to be neere my Prince, 
and to pay him that Service 1 had ever vow'd 
him: Daring the ſpace af a quarter ofa yeare 
whilſt our:wotnds.were healing, wee recciv'd 
as many' Civilities from Menasas' wee could 
pollibly have expeRted from our beſt Freinds, 
but wee were noe ſooner perfectly recover'd 
than he commanded my Prince to-be broughe 
unto him, and with a Countenance (as barba- 
rons as his profeſſion told him,I have ſent for 
thee: to: knaw What :madneſſe "twas invited 
theeto make areliitance where-hope( as flat- 
tcring as tis )conld not affoard thee a probabi- 
lity of fucceſſe?: To which my Prince reply'd 
with arvaſſnredneſle more ſuitable to his Mind 
than his c6ndition, 1 know not why thou 
{houlaſt thinke it ſtrange, that the defire of 
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preſerving: my liberry ſhould::not be aF 
powerfull with me, as thatof depriving me 
of it or of a lick gaine- was. with thee , but 
| when my Lifcwas as great a blefling to me as 
now tisthe contrary;bnever knew why Death 
was not a beter eletion than Chaines. Yer me 
cthinkes (ſaid Menas) thou ſhouldſt not pre» 
ferr Death before Caprivity , lince the former 
cutts off all expeanon and the lattcrallowes 
thee ſome. The birlt( reply'd Artabbanes) as 
it cutts off all hope, ſo it cutts off all ſhame & 
ſaffering,, -and the larcer,, whilſt it leaves us 
only expe&ationsof good, makes us reſent re- 
all evills : bur if there be any Spirits ſo lowe as 
to make ſuch a choyce, I wiſh jt may be their 
Forcunei How dat ft-thou (({aid:the old Py- 
rate ) ſo farre provoke me,when thon know'ft 
_ thy Life is in my hands? Becaule(reply'd Ar- 
rabbanes ) *tis in thy hands, Bur why ( conti- 
nu'd Menas 'didſt chqu tye- thy. ſelfe fo obſti- 
nately to me, rather than any other, when 
thou kneweſt that by ic thou gaue'ſt him 
the Will that had the Power to punilh thee ? 
I fonnd thee ( ſaid my Prince) the. worthyclt 
of my Sword , and where an action is gallant 
*ris not my cuſtoms to conſult with feare. 
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Artabbanes had notooner ſpoake thoſe words 
than Menas-embrac't him & cry'd out, 6the 
moſt generous amonglt Men ! if Pompey the 
Great were not liveing, thou deſecrvelt thy li- 
berty, but to be his is more glorious than free- 
dome, and tis to that honor I defigae thee, 
After a million of barbarous expreſſions of 
the high eſteeme he had of my Maſters gencro- 
ſity, he declar'd he ſhoald be his compani- 
on till his arrivall at Oſtia ( which was the 
place wee had art firſt deſign'd though for a 
different intention ) where. in few dayes after 
wee came ,and there Menas cle&ted Four 
ſcore of his beſt Slaves(the moſt of them Gen- 
tlemen) amonglt which my Prince and I were 
Two) and having tycd to cycry of them a lit- 
tle Chaine of Gold as an evincemene of ſer- 
vitade, he fent us a ſhore under the conduct 
of Gallippus a Cilifian,, in whome he put his 
greateſt confidence and who was order'd to 
preſent ns to Pompey. "The next day afcer 
our landing , wee cawe roRome, and ſawe 
that glorions Towne proud with the ſpoyles 
of all the World, & ſome of thoſe great Men 
who from private Cittizens rais'd themſelves 
by their vertue to give Lawes to mighty 
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Kings, & have intyme added more Crownes 
ro the Empire of Rome than there are almoſt 
Inhabitants within hir walls, But wee ſovne 
learn't that Pompey the Great had bur-laroly 
undertaken the voyape of Afi ,'to receive 
Lucullus's Command and Army, who was 
ſear for back by the Senace, being , after all 
his vidtories become a Triumph tO his. Souls 
diers. Yet thongh Pompey had lett-Rome- he 
was not gone out of lraly, bur was necelſira- 
rea tO remaine at Capua for ſome diſpatches 
which were not perfected; This 'tnade Gallip- 
pus ſend a Meſſenger to Menas for hisorders, 
& us continue for ſome tyme longer.in Rome 
than otheriiſe we ſhould have done. I cannot 
here omit a very remarkeable/ accidentthar 
befell my Prince , who'as he Nlepr had a Snake 
which came and inuiron'd his Temples in the 
forme of a Lawrell, which a Slave paſſct with 
Bacchvs ſpirit of divination'obſcrveing cry'd 
out, that it was an infallible ſigne of his being 
victorious and ſucceilefull in the Warres. By 
this Menas had fene direQtions {or us to goe 
by Land to Capua where Poinpey then was; 
and where at laſt wee arriv'd ; and were by 
Galtippus pref-ated to hympattas he was goe- 
10g 
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ing to takeiSipp for Aſia.) This great Man 
(when he {awe Artabbanes ) fix't his'Eyes: 
on him-, and-calling ſome of his familiar 
Freinds cold them, cither alltbeRulesof Phi: 
ſlognomy are falle ; or that Slave ( pointing 
at my Prince) 1s not what his prefent habir-. 
ſpeakeshim , bur poſleſſes a Minde that de- 
ſerves as 000d 2:Forcune as that he'ts nowin 
is ll. Sir (reply'd Gallippus ) his lookes can- 
not promiſe more Gallantry than his A&ions 
will make good, and had noc Menas efteem d 
ira higher happineſle for him tobe your Slave' 
than to. be free, he had long fince reitor'd 
him to that liberty his miſfortane not his 
want of Courage made him looſe: Thereupon 
Gallippus told him all the Story how my ge- 
ncrous Maſter was taken Priſoner, which when 
Pompey had heard he reply'd. The Gods for- 
bidd, that becauſe your Capraine ha's a better 
opinion; of me than I merit ;, that therefore 
this Priſoner ſhould vadergoc a miſery which 
by your owne confe{{ion he does not but up- 
on. that ſcore, Therenpon he commanded 
Gallippns co ſer my Prince free, and totell 
Menas, That Furnitalng him with an occaſi- 
oa to oblige a gallant-Man, was a greater Pre- 
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ſent than all thoſe other Slaves he beſtow'd 
on him. Gallippus , who had contratted a 
high opinon for my Maſters yertue , was goe- 
ing with great ſatiſfation to obſerve Pom- 
pey's direCtions, when Artabbanes ill Fatc 
(which hasnever bin tyr'd-with aflicting him) 
made Lentujus Batiatus ( who was extreamly 
taken with my Prince) ſo earneſtly to begg 
him of Pompey, that at laſt (though with 
much reluctancy ) he revoak'd his promiſe, 
and not only grauntcd Baciatns his requeſt, 
but allo gave him all thoſe other Slaves whith 
Menas had preſented him. This Batiatus was 
the chei{cſt Cittizen in Capua, and one who 
Pompey durit not difoblige , being of his 
Councell in that great defigne of makeing 
himfelfe Emperor of all the world , who: 
foundation was then lay'd, butafter was: de- 
{troy d by the happier Fortune of lulivs Czfar, 
who poſlelt what this did but imimmnagin, Bas 
eiatus haying waited napon Pompey ont of 
Capua, was no fooner return'd, than calling 
tor my Prince he alk'd btn his Name and 
Country. Artabbancs, whoſe hatred for him 
was as great as juſt, told him with an accent 
which exprelſt his reſentment , That beinga

Slave he had nither Name nor Country. 
Which reply fo inſenc't the Barbarous Bati- 
atns, that he commanded him inſtantly to be 
putt into Chaynes | and kept with his other 
Common llaves. Great Gods ! when I awe 
thoſe hands loaden with Irons , which if ver- 
tuc had bin a title to Empire ſhould have 
ſwayed the Scepters of the World , what did 
not my fury ſuggeſt in me? I curſt a Milion of 
tymes Parthemilla's inconſtancy that had caſt 
my deare Maſter into miſeries almoſt as greax 
as his vertve, and condemn'd with many im- 
precations the weakneſle of Pompeys, which 
the delire of an vaworthy Cittizen could fo 
ſoone deſtroy, ar laft1 was refolv'd to acquaint 
our Tyrant with my Princes quality & birth, 
and by the aſlarance of an exceſſive ranſome, 
free him from that Ceptivity his vnjuſt Face 
bad flung him into, Bur then the confideratis 
of thoſe ſacred oathes Artabbanes had extor- 
ted from me never to reyeale that ſecret bur 
by his conſent ſappreſt my reſolution , and 
made me take up that of endeavyoring to per- 
ſwade him'to it himfelfe or elſe to give me 
his permiſſion for it. Therefore takeing my 
opportunity I begg'd him with a Rireame of 
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Teares, thathe world not. by an obſtinate 
ſilcace vadergoe fo lowe a deſtiny , bur by ac- 
quainting Batiatus with his quality , procure 
a civill uſage *rill his Ranſome, came, "Tha. 
then he wogld rctourne into Parthia there 
having obtain'da Pardon for Surenas death, 
1 Vince to Parcheniſla, by a carriadge voyde of 
all trouble, how catily he, could divelt hime 
ſelfe of his Paſſion, Shen (hee could: throwe 
oft her Conſtancy , that twas her vertue not 
her Beauty only he ador'd, and ſince ſhee 
could decline. the. firtt he, could as cafily the 
latter, Hold thy. peace Symander ( (aid my 
Prince interrupting me) doe not add unto m 
mileries by thy impious/diſcourle of Parthe- 
niſſa,ſhee is yetthehigeſt thing in,myeſteeme, 
for | am upon. berter conſideration apter to. 
belcive , *twasſome defefts ſhee found in me. 
than any which were.in hergbat made her re- 
call the. bleſſed joy of her. Afﬀettion , and fo, 
that which chou cearm'{t incoaſtancy may be: 
her Inſtice, No, no, Symander (he continu'd) 
ſince the, Gods have profelt them(elves (o. 
much.my Adverſaries;; tye not thy-Forcung 
unto the molt wretched of Men : Thave ſome 
Icwells that ſcap'tthe Pyrares , take them & 
| ; buy 
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buy thy'freedome, then retourne into thy 
Country, where 1 thall pray thou may'ſt enjoy 
a felicity equallrothy vercue , & let me alone 
to wreltle with my. mitfortunes, for I had farre 
ratherperith.m this miſerable Priſon & under 
the weighr of cheſe Chaines, than ſee Parthe- 
mila ſcorne my Flame, or by her embraces 
recomptnce. any others, By this thon maylt 
in lome:lorte geſle at the greatneſle of rny 
Tormeats, when Slaveric is a comparative 
happinefle. My Prince had noe ſooner done 
ſpeakeing , than flioging my lelfe at his feete, 
iIcold him, oh Sir! haveall my ſervices not 
yet obtain'd your leave to beare a ſhare 1n 
your milfortunes? can you ſpeake to me of 
felicity when you are loaden with Irons ? alas! 
what fault have 1 comirted , that you ſhoald 
cltceme me worthy the milery of liberty ? I 
atcelt the Gods, thatthe ſence of your Tor- 
ments, create the greatelt lendure , and that 
Ican drowne my owne by the conſideration 
of yours whoſe liberty 1 wonld joyfully par- 
chate by the loſſe of my owne Frernally: there- 
fore vir(l continn'd embraceing of his knees) 
] conjure you by your vertae, and thoſe ſer- 
vices which Lhope | ſhall live to pay you , & 
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by that Partheniſſa , whome. yon: doc yet (o 
highly reverence, doc not baniſh me from 
the glory of ſuffering with you, nor have fo 
lowe an opinion of my fidelity as to. thinke 
any thing bu Death ſhall ſeparate. me from 
you. To which Arcabbanes reply'd, That his 
knowledge of my Aﬀettion for him , and not 
my diftidence of it made him prefle me to res 
curne into Parthia, bur ſince I aflur'd him, 
co be neere his perſon was a higherfatiſfaction 
he graunted my requelt though it were to 
the augmentation of his miſery', which he 
profeſt co me was much increaſt by the ſhare 
I had in it, I had ſcarce kiſt his hands as an ac- 
knowledgement of his favour and my loy 
but Batiatus camein, who commanded his 
Chaines to be taken off, that he might be the 
ficeer for that employment to which next 
morning he delign'd him , then he ſeletted 
{ome Twenty.of che ableſt Slaves, who roge- 
ther with Artabbanes were (ett a Parte for 
Gladiators, and then went away. Theſe Gla- 
diators (as the Romans call them) are certaine 
Captives who arc kept to fight at Sharpe onc 
againſt anotherin Amphitheaters , for their 
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of Combates alwayes ends at leaſt with the 
loſſe of much blood, & often tymes with the 
Lives of the Actors, As ſoone as my Prince 
learn'd by ſome of the other Slaves what he 
was dcſtin'd to, he curſt a hunder'd tymes his 
ignorance of the Roman Cuſtomes that had 
ſav'd Batiatus Life , for certainely had he 
knowne the cavſe why his Chaines were taken 
off , he had employ'd them to kill the Come 
mander of jt. Bur after haveing walked rwo 
or three turnes, with lookes and actions ex- 
preſſing hisjuſt reſentments, he at laſt deſir'd 
his fellow Priſoners filence and attention , 
which beingeaſily obtain'd heſpoake to them 
much to this purpoſe. Freinds and Com- 
panions in miſery , That Fortune has made 
us Slaves is her Fault, that wee ſhould conti= 
nae ſo wilbe ours, ſince a quiet ſubmifſion to 
her Cruelty tacitly acknowledges we deſerve 
It, and makes that which is an cfﬀfect of her 
blindnefle appeare a confeſſion of her Juſtice, * 
Yon have aſſur'd me offcen that y'are all Gen- 
tlemen, That Title obliges you ſooner to 
weare Deaths livery than Batiatus's, ler us' 
therefore by ſome gallant atrempr, ſhow how 
worthy we were of liberty , or by dying hand=- 
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handſomly how unworthy we are of Chaines, 
Death is the warlt can befallus , yer it is a 
comparative happineſle to our preſent condi» 
tion : [f the Gods doe not fayour our endea- 
vours bur take from us all thole wayes that 
leade to freedome, they doe thereby invite us 
to kill our ſelves, which to performe is not to 
fin , but to obey them, To move ns to this, 
you ſee to what the cruell Batiatus delignes 
us , let us therefore refolne, tomorraw, when 
weeare upon the Theater arm'd, to make uſe 
of our Swords to a contrary action to that for 
which they were given us , and figce they de- 
lightin bloo4, ler us make them ſurfetr of it 
by employing our lives which they deſtin'd 
for their pleaſure unto their puniſhment, 
This is the way, if we cannot reach our liber= 
ty yet at lealt roreachRevyenge, which wilhe as 
pleaſing as the Irons we now weare are inſup- 
portable. My Prince had no fooger done fpeak- 
ing than Canitius{one of the cheifelt amongft 
the Slaves reply d) That he was (ſorry ſach 
powerfyll inducements were lay'd downe to 
invite them to that ation lince their vnder- 
takeing of ir now would rather appeare to 
proceed from their ludgements than their In- 
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clinations, That he fo well vnderſtood the 
hearts of his companions, he durſt enguage 
himſelfe they would every one of them cle&t 
Death before Slavery, but that he was of opi- 
nion they mighe obtaine their liberty by a 
leſſe hazardous way then what was then pro- 
pounded, for Every day ( ſaid he )the Gladi- 
ators are to fight 'tis. the euſtome to'feede 
them very catly that they may digeſt their 
meate before the combatt, & be the bertcr 
able co performe ir, This being moſt certaine, 
my advice is, when our Keepers romorrow 
come 1n to feede us , wee ſeize upon. their 
Swords and kill them, [caſt they ſhould make 
any noyſe,then with their Keyes we may open 
the Dores to our liberty, and perhaps( being 
early ) the Streetes may be (o cmpty of people 
that with lirtle reſiſtance wee may gert our © 

the Towne and recover the Mountaines of 
PFettely where *ewill be difficalt if not impoſſi- 
ble ro take us, This motion was higly reliſhe 
by allthe company , and the onely thing my 
Prince difl:;k't init, was, that Batiatus would 
ſcape vapuniſh't, bur the reſt conſenting, he 
ſawe 'twas in vaine to oppole it. You may ca- 
hly immagin wee were not a lit'e impatient 
oy Oo 2 Gall 
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till the breake of day , which nae ſooner ap- 
pear'd than-our keepers ( which were Fower 
3in Number )came into our Priſon , where 
whilſt they were diſtributing of victualls and 
blowes together (for Cruelty is a badge inſe- 
parable from their office) Artabbanes, Cani- 
eius, one Caſtus and ], drew out their Swolds 
andſheath'd them in their owne, bodyes with 
ſuch expeditis,thatthey had their Fate before 
they could fearc it, Then takeing their Keyes 
wee open'd the Dorcsof the Priſon , & come- 
30g into the great Court of Batiatus. houſe 
(which wee were neccflitated to paile tho- 
rough to gct into the ſtreete) wee might per- 
ccive him { as the Gods would have it who all- 
wayes punilh cruelty ) attended only by a 
couple of his meniall Servants , and'(as wee 
conjectur'd } comeingto viſite us ; his amaze- 
ment was (o great when he ſawe us all at liber- 
ty , that he had not the power;to fly, which 
gave Caſtus ſufhcient tyme to take away his - 
Lite , but his Servants [capt , and by their 
Cryes drew many people into | the. {trcets, 
_ molt of chem jn theit ſhirts ; for it- was very 
carly; Thole of the Capuans that had Armes 
perceiveing wee had bur fower Swords fell 
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fpon us vety reſolutely, and (donhtlefſc) had 
Cur us off had ve-not: recdver'd [R;\QAr8OW 
lane , where my Prince, Canitius, Caſtus and 
I {who were thoſe only.that had Armes) make» 
ing gogd the entrance of ir gave:our Compar 
nions tyme to breake into a-Cookes ſhopp 
that was behinde us, where having fieted them» 
ſelves, ſome with ſpitts , others: with long 
knives and.ſuch kinde of Weapons ;:obſerves 
ing how our Enemyes .increaft ;'aid that de+ 
lay wouly bring a certaine ruine wee charg'd 
them ſo furionſly,that wee made way.through 
all thoſe chat opos'd us ,/and by the-dehthiaf 
ſome Thirty or Forty, recover'd that Gate of 
the Towne which leades tothe Monntaines of 
Pettely juſt. as fore of the Inhabitants:wvera 
gocing to ſhut it;whoas:ſooncagtbey; peretie 
vd:us, fledd, & 'lefr.us a free pallape, the:Cas 
puans notdarcing then to-putſue jus anyrifar- 
ther, Inthis retreate my Prince, and Canning 
bronght up the Reare , Caſtus ani 1:kei&onv 
Companions , and though: wee foure were 
wounded., yet 'twas ſo favourably , that'it 
hinder'd:not-our! martche; Wieer were not fix» 
teene furlongs out of Capua( which accord= 
ing to theRoman accompt makes two my 
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when we overtboke fore Horſes, loaden with 
Weapons for: Fencers' goeing: to Salapia, 
thoſe horie and Armes wee ſerz'd on { bur did 
their Owners.no harme) and had fcarcely fit- 
red our ſelves with them, when weight pers 
ccive zao. Capuans that follow'd us with an 
capzractle that ſpoake their intentions, The 
incqualicy of our Numbers did fotnething 
ſtartle our Companions ar the firſt, bur my 
generous Prince ſo animated them, that he 
made them not only refolye co fight , but ſave 
the Capnans the labour of halfe their. martch, 
The Enemy \perceiving our intentions re« 
ccividour charge with much reſolution , but 
Artabbanes gave it with more, and did act in 
charocraftonchings fo: worthy himfelfe, that 
atiaſftche Capuans wererouted ,, and moſt of 
them kilFd, for wee follow'd the Execucion 
eo their very' Gates, which wee found fo ill 
guzrded(an vniuerſaltfeare having :ſciz'd up- 
on'all the Inhabitants) that had our Num- 
betsbin proportionable to our advantage, we 
might have poſleſt thar great Citty. Buc wee 
were fatiſhed with onr ſaccefſe, and at Night 

retir'd our ſelves to a place of a very ſtrong 

ſcicuation which Caſtas ſhew'd us, who by 
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good fortune was perfetly acquainted with 
that Countrey. This place I ſpeake of was a 
Hill of a great heightin the Middleof a Plaine 
abour Eighe Furlongs circamference, and in- 
accellible eyery way but one; by which alſo 
there could not come above five a breſt, The 
next morning wee met together to chooſe 
our ſelves a Capraine, knowing that a Body 
how litle focver withouta Headts a'monſter. 
My Prince was elected, whoſe vallour and 
conduct in the late fight gave him that place 
withoutcicheroppoſition orcnuy; to-whome! 
ve all (woare: obcdicnce 'cill 'we might 'gett 
out of Italy & ſo returne to our owne'Coun- 
tryes, for wee were of ſeycrall Nationsthongh: 
the moſt of any one were-Thratians; Then 
our new Souldiers defiring to knowe their 
Captaines Country and Name j-came and 
begg'd of him the knowledge of both, burmy 
Prince-who. would not acquaitit ther with ct= 
their, leaſt it might in ryme'difcover him ,de- 
fird their cxcule , telling them he was ty'd 
to a concealemene of both by-ſome high con- 
ſderations', The Fhracians then who I told 
you were the moſt in mamber of any one. 
Countrey cryed out, that they would rhence- 
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jor wards call, bim-Sparcacus, tricks in theit 
angnape ſignifies Capraine or generall, and 
all therelt willipgly conſented to ir, whichl 
ſhall begg 98, (atd Symander: to Callima- 
chnsto take; -Bqticaof, {5a } ſhall for a while 
on my generous Maſter no more butby'thar 
ame, .{inge *twas: underit he: purchas'd fo 
great a; proportion. of Glory that it cannot 
have an-<ndq till che World bas; © Gods ! 
( laid Callimachus-to Symander) Is it then 
Artabbanes, ithatunder the name of Sparta- 
Gs, did from ſo-weake: ail begining; ſhake the 
an-Empire worls cthan-.cver: Hanniball 
did? and who o fill'd the: World with his ge- 
nerous Actions,thatnottohaveheard of him 
15, as greaF.ia ; wonder: as: any he. perform'd ?: 
This( reply.d Sy mandce) is: that fame Spar- 
tacus who.comeing into Italy. a Slave loaden 
with Chaines and miſcries, by his vertue and 
Courage had certainely.ſbjected.the greateſt 
Empire of the World , if at leaf his Soaldiers 
had bin of that Temper which Hanniballs 
were, ForSpartacus knew as well howto make 
uſa of a. victory; as:to;.. winne 1t;, if char 
orcat Generall had donethe like and had'fol-' 
lowed ſaccefle almuch as ſucceſle did him, & 
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had made the Carthaginians, Lords of all the 
World. One great advantage Hanniball had, 
which was though his Army were compos'd 
of ſeverall Nations , yet they never mutin-d, 
but with aſmuch ſatiſfaction as Duty oblery ed 
his orders. If my generous Maſter had enjoy'd 
that bleſſiing , the Parthians had now held 
that Empire in poſleſſion, which the Cartha- 
ginians only had in expectation , as you ſhall 
heare by the ſequell of my diſcourſe. Which 
ſaid Callimmachas, I muſt interrupt , to begg 
you to relolye me two doubts, the Firſt is, why 
the Romans gave out that Spartacus was 4 
Thracian? and the ſecond, Why they faid 
he was kill'd in that famous Batrell of the 
Trenches, which he fought againſt Marcus 
Craſſus ? To fatilfy your firtt doubt ( reply'd 
Symander ) I mult acquaint you that thole 
Thracians which gave him the Name of Spar- 
tacus, when they (awe his glorious victories , 
and that he would not then diſe@ver where he 
was borne, reſolv'd ſince he tooke his Name 
ont of their Language co give him hisorigi- 
nall from their Country , which my Prince 
did not contradict for choſe ReaſonsIformer- 
ly ſpecifi'd ,ſo that the Romans when they ſaid 
2 oÞ he 
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he wasa Thracian, gave out bur that which) 
they credditted themſelvs. To your ſecond 
doubr, which concearncs his ſuppoled Death, 
I (hall begg your patience but alitle that | 
may tell ir you in its due order for I perceive 
by your Queltions you are already acquaine 
ted with ſo much of my Princes adventures, 
thatitwill yery much ſhorten the Relation of 
them. 1 muſt confelle(reply'd Callimmachus) 
though my profeſlion and 'inclination have 
made me theſe tewe yeares live areclule life & 
give me no great curiolity to enqvire. after 
QNewes, yet your generous Princes ations: 
have reach'd my Eares but in ſo confus'd a 
way , that you will doe me a finguler fauour to. 
acquaint me with all che perticulers , being {a 
enamour'd of his vertue that I cannot bur be 
highly incereſled in any thing that relates un- 
to a turther knowledg of it; then begging Sys 
manders excuſe for baving delir'd toantici- 
pate his Relation, which he beſought him ta 
receive as an Argument of his great Concerns 
ment in Artabbanes lafety, by his ſilence in- 
vited him to continue his diſcourſe , which 
Symander did in theſe: words. I left off where 
Artabbancs vader the name of Spartacus was 
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choſen Captaine by his companions, which 
Title oblig'd him to provide for all their fate- 
tyes: His firſt cares were, to fartify our Forte, 
(which he did by makeing many Traveilcs 
upon the Advenues )and to procure a Maga- 
zine of Vidtaalls which at laſt he accomplithe, 
bur with much difficulty , being conſtrayned 
to fight for every thing he bronght in; The 
Capuans too, were takeing order for their ſafe- 
tyes, and having found by their firſt eſſay, 
that 'ewas not an caly thing to conquer us in 
the feild , but farre more hardly to be effected 
inthe ſtrong Forte wee were in, having fur- 

niſht it with all neceſſaries for three Months, 
diſpatcht away ſome of their Cittizens to 
Rome to acquaint the Senate with what was 
paſt, -and to implore their ayde for the ſup- 
preſſing of their Bondmen{for ſo they alwayes 
termed us). The Senate takeing their motion 
into debare, and findeing how great prejudice 
all Italy had receiv'd by the Slaves that were 
riſen in Sicily ( which were not then quite ſup- 
preſt ) how that from a weake beginning, 
they had made a dangerous progreſle, & that 
it would bring their Fame and their Empire 
into contempt, when that their very Slaves 
"iy Po 2 could 
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could endanger both, reſoly'd for this expe- 
dition to employ Cladins the Pretor, with 
3000 men , who having receivd his Com- 
miſſion (which was tO purus all co the Sword) 
ltr Rome, and by great Marches advanc'd 
towards us, wee were not ignorant of theſe 
preparations by the induſtry of Caſtcus( who 
knoweing the Country, was employ 4 as a 
ſpye, and 'rill wee were beſeidgd , brought us 
frequent and true Intelligences; but at lalt the 
Pretor and his Army{ which was recruited by 
ſome additionall forces out of Capua) were 
core lo neere us that they drew up in Batta- 
lia, and faced our Forte. Spartacus -who 
was refoly'd to make them diſpute every foote 
of ground, made ſome ſach vigorous fallyes 
that the Romans were hinder'd from Campe- 
Ing above 24. howers, and had our Numbers 
bin equall ro our Reſolutions , wee had made 
our Enemyes knowe, that thoſe they had to 
deale with , had nothing of Slaves but the 
Name. My Prince having acquainted Clo- 
dius by the loſle of 200 of his conldicrs of 
what temper we were made, gave him leave 
co (ctele his Campe, leaſt he might harraſle 


his owne Men more then the Encmyes. The 
Pretor 
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Pretor who underſtood the Arte of Warre, 8& 
knew the: Truth of this Maxime , That a 
place ſtrong by ſcicuation is eaſily blockt up, 
eledted that way of conquering ns; Bur ſince I 
have ſo many things of Souldiery to acquaint 
you with, | muſt rann them over breifely , by 
telling you, That though the ſeaſon of the 
Yeare were very incommodious to lodge in 
the open Ayre, yet the Romans having cn- 
dur'd a world of Miſeries by the fury ofthe 
weather, would not(for all)decline their ſeidge, 
bar by the continuance of it reduced us to 

that extreamity for want of Victualls, that we 

rxclolvd, rather than ſuffer the torments of 

Famine, tofallupon all the Army, and with 
our Swords in our hands, dyc acting our Ree 

venge, which determination wee had the next 

morning pat in practice, had not I found one 

a ſtrange way for our deliverance , for the 

Eucning preceding thatday, in which we re- 
folv'd to performe our deſperate caterprize, 

as | was lookeing over our Forte, I tooke no- 

tice of certaine wilde Vines, that grewe upon 

the ſide of the Rocks, ſo thick, and in ſuch a- 

bundance , that I begann to fancy it noe very 

difficult thing , by their helpe , & our owne 
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induſtry to gett downe into the Plaine, This 
Immaginationl inſtandly communicated: to 
Sparracus & to the reit , who haveing viewed 
the place were all of my opinion , wee there- 
fore begann to: make ladders, like thoſe in 
Shipps , for the Vines being ſupple, of a great 
length, and Strong , were almoit as uſefull as 
Ropes, and the Rocks not makeing one conti« 
nued precipice, but in ſome places reſems 
bling ſcaffolds and Stages , did fo facilitate 
our attempt, that two howers before Day , we 
all ſafely deſcended on the Playne, my Gene- 
rous Maſter having leadd us the way, which 
was alwayes his practice, where there was a- 
ny danger, Then as we were gocing to adviſe 
with Caſtus what way to take to recover the 
Mountaine, My Princeover-heareing it came 
and begp'dus to make uſe of no other Guide 
bur him, and to take no other way bur that 
which lead to the Roman Carpe, -where a 
Vidory as certaine as it would be glorions 
did attend us: Ina word, he told us ſo many 
Arguments for embraceing ſo happy an op- 
porcunity,that they preferr'd the honor of the 
attempr before their owne ſafety , and obeyed 
Spartacns, who leadcing them ſome Tenn 
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farlongs about, fell into ClodiasCampe, & 
found them fo vuprepar'd ( for thy kept noe 
Centryes but towatds the Advenues of our 
Forte having all lcaly to freind beſides ) chat 
wee kill'd above 5o000t them in their hutts 
before they tooke che Allaram, which ac laſt 
was ſo hott(not knowing from whence fo great 
2ncxecution proceeded ) that Clodius, and 
all thoſe that ſcap't the fury of oar Swords, 
were oblig'd to their feere for their ſafetyes 
& left us che quiet poſſeſſion of their Campe, 
with all the Riches, Victualls, and Armesin 
ic. The reporte of this great ſucceſlſe was fo 
ſuddenly diſpers'd , that in leſſe than Tenn 
daycs aboue 1000, aſwell Slaves as diſcontens 
ted and poore Men, came to offer their ſer= 
vice to my Prince , who willingly receiv'd 
them , and gave Armes to ſuch as wanted any 
Out of thoſe he had taken from the Pretor , 
Bur Spartacus having no banck of Treaſure 
to maintaine ſuch aconfluence of People as 
every day came thronging under his Enfign's, 
and knowing that to live upon the ſpoyle was 
asdiſhoneſt as vnpolitick,, and would lo (cat- 
ter his Army, that the Romans could nat 
miſle an occaſion of deſtroying it , publiſh'e 
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thatifthe Country would ſend him in a come 
petent proportion of Vidtualls and mony, 
they ſhould receive noe prejudice , but if they 
neglected fo favourable an offer, whatſoever 
Miſcries they (aftcr'd by it , muſt be caſt upon 
the (coare of their obſtinacy. This in ſome 
places prevail'd, but in others ic did not,thoſe 
enjoycd the effects of his clemency and theſe 
reſented the reward of their wiltallnes. Butto 
confine my ſelfe ro my engagement of runn« 
ing over breifly all my Princes gencrous Acti« 
ons in this Warre, 1 will acquaint you, that 
the Romans after the defeate of Clodins , ſent 
Varinus the Pretor with 8000 men apainſt 
Spartacus, and becauſe his Army was to be 
formed out of ſeverall Garrifons , which of 
neceſſity would take up ſome Tyme, he (ene 
Farius, his Leiutenant with 2000 Souldicrs 
before him to preſerue the Connery from our 
Jacurſions, which my Prince having intelli- 
gence of, drew out 1000, of his ſele&t Men , & 
martch't all Night with them towards a Val- 
ley which Farias was to paſle thorough nexc 
morning , and their an hower before day, in 
two (mall Groues abouta Furlong aſſunder, 
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nu'd inexpeCation of our Enemyes but wee 
awe Fuorins in the head of his Army march- 
ing in very good order which Spartacus 
ſoone broke, for diſcovering himſelfe with 
600. of his Souldiers he gave the Romans (0 
rcfolure and vnexpetted a charge, tharat firit 
he diſcompos'd them, But Furius who per- 
ceiv'd how vaconſiderable our numbers 
were , ſoone rallyed his men, and then gave us 
ſo vigorous a repayment that wee found it 
high tyme to give the the f1gnall for Caniti- 
ns and Caſtus wich thoſe 400 men that were 
yet ia oac of the Groves for our Reſerue, 
which no ſooner appeard than the Enemy 
fledd, not knowing but every wood might be 
ſo furniſhe, The Country being very fic to 
follow the execution: there eſcaped not above 
1001n all, of which number Furius was none 
who ſcoroing to owe his (afety to his flight 
ehraſt himſelte into the midlt of us, and there 
found that Fate which Spartacus endeavour'd 
to preyent, but the cagerneſle of his Souldiers - 
was ſuch that he could only oblige him in de- 


| ſigne andnotin Action, yer after his Death, 


he gave him aBuriall ſuitable ro the eſteceme 
he had conceiy'dofhis Conrage. T his defcare 
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ihcreaſt our Army much more than the Ro: 
mans loit in ir, & the Senate no ſooner heard 
of it. but they refoiv'd by a powerfull Force. 
to pluck upp this Warre by the Rootes: and: 
not to ſend 1nconfiderable Numbers againit 
us which did but ferve to increafe our Repu- 
tation & eclipſe their owne, Ia order to which 
they gave Colfininsthe Command of 10000 
men, and joyn'd himin Commiſſion with Va- 
7:1nus,, who by this was recruited with more 
than Furius had loſt, Spartacus quickly found 
that if theſe two Armyes ſhould joyne,”"twould 
be difficult if not impoſſible. any longer'to 
maintainea Warre, and therefore was pro- 
jecting ſome way ro avoyde this {torme, but 
fancy'd none ({o probable as by raking rhe feild 
which might furniſh himwith an occaſion to 
fght with them aſſlunder. His Army then 
contilting of 8000, he marched! rectly cowards 
Varinus, wholay encamp't-'threeſcore Fur? 
longs from our Forte in expeRation of his 
Colleagve who had then newly icft Rome, 
My Prince having faced his Campe invited 
him out of it, and by many other wayes en- 
dcavour'd to provoke him to Battell,, but 
when he perceav'd all was fraitlefſe , he in- 
on a ..—:- wencht 
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—_—_— himſclte- eight Furlongs from the 


Pretor ,:gave out that his men rann away day= 


ay, and tor fours Nights faccel{ively kept 


great Fires 19 his Campe, and permicted nove 


of his Souldiers to appearc without nor with- 
in his Trenches, The ficit Night having ad- 


vertiſement that Cofſljnius was within lite 
dayes march of Varinus, with aſmuch fileace 
as an Army could rife he quice his Carpe , 
leaveing ſome fewe to continue thoſe accu- 
ſtomed Fires in it,, and march't all Night co- 
wards Coſlinins , hoſe Scouts being taken 
by ſome of oars , after a few chreatnings con» 
felt that their General was not then in his 
Campe bar lay ata ſmall Village not farre 
diſtant from it ro make ule of certaine Bath's 
which were there, Spartacus immediately (cnt 
Caſtas wich a commanded party of fele& 
Horſe to ſurprize him , and continu'd his 
martch cowards the Enemy , but Collinjus 
oott the Allarme tyme-enough to recover to 
his Campe, which he was noſooner come in- 
to than our Army ſtormed ir and after a blo93- 
dy refiſtanceentred, There Coflinius obleruc- 
ing how my Prince peirc'd & broke his reſo- 
rel  Troopes had the cofhdence to fight with 
| Qq 2. him 
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him which coſt him his Life, His fall wasnoc | 
ſooner divyulg'd bur all his Army ſought their 
ſecurity in their Feete haveing found their 
Swords were vnable to give it them , ſome 
2000. eſcap't, thereſt were killd , and afewe 
taken, The day by this tyme appear and 
ſhew'd our Sculdiers , that the Riches they 
had purchaſt by the Viſtory was as greate as 
the honor. Haveing reſted & refreſhed them» 
ſelves a while, the nexe Night wee return'd to 
our owne Camper , where we found how well 
Varinus had bin. deluded by our Fires and 
our Souldicrs not ſhewing themſelves the 
Five precedent. Dayes, This Sir ( continued 
Symander) is ſo {trange, that were it nor as 
generall a knowne Truth I ſhould not have 
the confidence to tell it yon. Fhe next morn» 
ing after our returne , Spartacus ſent 500. Pri- 
ſoners( taken at Cofſinius defeate) unto Vari- 
nus ard bidd them tell him ,.thongh the Ro- 
mans uſage to him.and their barbarous: Com- 
miſſons they gave their Generalls of ſhewing 
noe mercy deſerved in. Juſtice a proportio- 
nate returne, yethe eſteem'd an ill aftion fit 
ecr to be avoyded than immitated , therefore 
preſented him thoſe Captives, having only 
T0 * ,-  aaſrs 
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exactedan oath from them, of not bearing 


Armes againſt him for a yeare. 'T were hard 
to tell the ſeverall conjectars our Encmyes 
had in their Campe when they perceiv'd thoſe 
500. unarmed Men march up to them, bur 
'twere farre more difficult to deſcribe their 
orcife when they knew the Cauſe of it. The 
rage of thisdefcate and the confidence Vari- 
nus hadof notbeing rcleiv'd , made him alter 
that cold Reſolution of protracting the Warre 
& by ereRing a (carlett Coate-Armour over 
his Tent ( which is the Romans ſignall of 
Battell)gave usaſmuch joy as our ſucceſle did 
afterwards afford him diſcontent. Bat his 
fury not haveing * abſolutely blinded his 
Iadgement he drew uphis Army in ſo advan= 
eapious a place that hemight retire fafcly into 
his Campe if he found the Victory inclin'd to 
our ſide, which precaution he ſoone made nſec 
of, and by it deferr*dhis ruine for a fewe dayes 
which afterwards. happen'd neere Salapia a 
conſiderable Towne inthe Eaſt parte of lealy, 
where the ſucceſle was ſo entire that not above 


3500. eſcaped,in which number Varinus was, 


haveing loſt his Axes & Rodds the Badges of 
his Precorſhip with the officers that carrycd 


themy 
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them, to whome Spartacus :foone reftor'd 
them and them to their liberty, but our Ar- 
my commanded them to tell the Senate T har | 
thor Generali would notmake ulc of the Re- 
galia's 'till he had the Empire tao. Amongſt 
thoſe Prifoncrs then taken, there was ſome 
young Men of Salapia , who thinking to have 
atharein Varinus V iCtory.. were ( the day be- 
forc his defeate.) conic.into:h15; Army , and 
fiadeing lo different a Fortune to that which 
they expected dclird to ſprake with Sparta- 
cus, where they tould: him., thatSalapia was 
withour any Garriſon, thaeche cheitelt Citti- 
ens in it were their Ereinds and Kindred, & 
ſuch with whome thy had-much power, which 
they would employ for thereduccing of jtin- 
ro his hands 1f:he would :reſtore them their 
Freedome and engage his Faith that their 
Towne-&, Towni{men ſhould enjoy the ſame 
immunities and priviledges under, him-chat 
they did under the Romans, in a word they ſo. 
xeprelented the Terror the Salapians were 11, 
and-the Intereſt they bad in them., that Spar- 
tacus graunted unto them whatſoever they 
delir'd and immediatly martch't directly 


thither, That which induc'd choſe Priſoners 
te 
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to make that oyerthre was, that ſome of our 
Othcers in their diſcourſe had not only aſſur'd 
them that the firit deſigne wee ſhould goe 
upon wasto take in their Cirty, but hat they 
themlelves. mult expeR the Laſt rigour of 
Warre if they did not contribute their aſli- 
ſtance in the redaceing of ir, which if chey 


| would vadercake and performe might not 


only be. a finguler advantage to Salapia , but 
preſerve their owne Lives which were ſo jult- 
ly torfeicted to: the Law of Armes. Theſe 
Mcn through ſuch like infuſions were fo terti- 
fyed,chat partly on of relation to themlelves, 
and partly our of care of their Towne which 
(wichout yeelding)by the grearneſlc of our Ar- 
my (;then indeed growne very conſiderable) 
wult become jn fewe dayesa prey.to the inſo- 
nt Souldier ) inclin'd them to that motion, 
which was the cauſe of farailhing my Prince 
wich arr oCcaſion-to ſerve two of the moſt ver- 
tous Lovers Thar: Tyme did: produce , and 
in obligeing them, he reccived a farre higher 
ſauſtaction, than by takeing of ſo 1mportant 
a place.By this aur Army haveing fac'd Sala- 
Pia, halfe thoſe yonag men, were permited 
tO trye their power , the other halfe remaine- 
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mg as hoſtages for them, and truely they were 
fo lucceſlcfall in the attempt, haveingrerrified 
the Salapians with the vaſtneſle of our Forces 
(which impreflions they were apt enough to 
reccive by the blooddy defeate of Varinus the 
Pretor ) that immediatly they deputed ſome 
of the cheifeſt Cirtizens to treate with my 
Prince for the conditions of their ſurrender, 
and had ſo farre advanc'd the worke that cyc- 
ry thing was on the point of concluſion when 
a Meſlenger fromche Towne, defireing and 
being admired to ſpeake with the Deparyes, 
whiſper'd chem ſomerhing in the Eare, after 
which they all begg'd leave of Spartacus to 
returne fora while, there being in their ab- 
ſence ſome Tumults happen'd amongſt their 
Salapians which nothing bur their preſence 
could appeaſe, which being grauntced, and 
they not a Quarter of an houei return'd, but 
thoſe young Men that were employ'd into Sa- 
lapia were {ent back into the Campe, all the 
Walls Mann'd, and a bloaddy Colours hung 
our, of which ſoſaddenan alteration we could 
not, immagin the Cauſe *cill thoſe Priſoners 
told us, that during the Treaty a young Gene« 
tleman called Pcrolla, who under the Romas 


had 
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| had purchaſt much Glory , had by ano» 
ration ſo perſ[waded the Salapians, that they 
werereſolv'd rather to hazard their ruine by 
reliſtance than purchaſe the avoyding of it 
by a ſubmiſſion , that the Cittizens haveing 
taken up thar determination would have de- 
tain'd them, feaſt Spartacus inſenced by their 
inconſtancy, might inflit the Puniſhmenc of 
iron them : againſt which they repreſented 
the injuſtice of the aCtion , the certaine Death 
of their Companions, and how *cwould give 
one that had the power, the will co de{troy 
Salapia , but finding all their reaſons rejected, 
they went to Perrolla , whole Gallantry they 
ſaid was as great as His Courage, & having ac- 
quainted him with the conditions on which 
they were {ent into Salapia & their deſires,he 
not only highly commended their honelty, 
but gave ſtrict order they ſhould returne to 
the Campe , which.no one durſt oppoſe, all of 
them haveing traſted him for the tyme being 
with ehe abſoluce Command, Wee foone 
found by:this Relation the occaſion of fo lud- 
den a change, and that Salapia muſt be pur= 
chaſt with aſmuch difficulty as a litle before 
wee were perlwaded to have obtained jt with 
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eaſe. Bur Spartacus baveing fac't it found 
Himſelfe bound 1n honor to make them repent 
the contemning of his Mercy,8 therefore in- 
ſtantly ſecurcing all the Advenues, he gave 
directionsfor many lcalling Ladders Rowle- 
ing Bridges and Faggorts to be forthwith pro- 
vided, 'T hen calling for all the Salapians who 
were _ in Number he told them, T hat he 
_ was ſorry their Cittizens had deluded him, 
bur "rwas only in relation to themſclies, fince 
It would render their deſtruction as jalt as it 
was inevitable, That to Conquer ſo conlider- 
able a Place was more for his. honor than to 
have it given him , That he had endeayour'd 
to make them yeeld by faire meanes becaule 
he preferr'd the ſaveing of blood. beforethe 
Glory of his Army , That for their owne per- 
ticuſers, their declineing the Temptations of 
their ſreinds and returneing to his Campe 
when they could not but doubt his reſent- 
ment, was a ſtrong proofe of their Gallantry 
orof the high opinion they had of his geither 
of which cauſes were equally obligeing, That 
by the caracter they had given him of Perol- 
Ja, he was more ambitious to- have him fora 


Freind than an Enemy , but would not es 
that 
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that happinelle then, leaſt it might deprive 
him of a certaine Victory : That he ſo auch 
valued vertue ( though in his Enemyes ) that 
leaſt Perolla's might not be well ſeconded, he 

avethem all ( alwell for his fake as for their 
owne ) their liberty , and leaye ro employ ic 
in his ſervice for the defence of Salapia, which 
he aſſur'd them would be all licle enough a- 
gainlt an Army on whome victory did as con- 
ſtantly as juſtly attend. "The Salapians who 
expected a quite contrary entertainment ,at- 
ter many exprellions of their loy and gratt= 
tude reply'd, That if upon their recurne they 
could not perſwade their Cittizens to yeeld 
anto ſo generous a Conqueror ; that yet at 
leaſt upon their Ramparcs they would con- 
firme the good. opinion he had of their Cou- 
rages, and cither make his Victory worthy 
that Name, or his defeate the more exculable 
by their reſiſtance, Spartacus cxtreamly 
pleas'd with this anſwer affur'd chem, that he 
would in very fewe dayes ſummon them of 
their promiſe, & obſerve if they would ſatisfy 
this laſt engaagement as punctually as they 
had cheir firſt, which: if they did, he would 
contelle in grvcing them their freedome he 
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Had more oblig'd himſelfe than them, Theſe 


young Men bcing come to Salapia , ſo mag- 
nif'd my Prince unto Perolla, that he knew 
not whither the miſtortunc was greater in ha- 
Veing ſo much vercue to his Enemy , or the 
happineflſe in haveing ſo ample an occaſion. 
of Glory, Two dayes were palt in light sKkir- 
milhes whillt our preparations for an aſſault 
were perfc&ed , The Third , an hower before 
'twas light our Army advanc'r, & every divi- 
hon haveing receiy'd their orders began a fu- 
Tious {torme , which was receiv'd with an e- 
quall reſolution , ſixe houers together the bu- 
fineſle was diſputed without any apparent ad- 
vantage on cither ſide, and every place fill'd 
with horror and blood, death being given and 
reccivdin a thouſand (everall: waycs : ar laſt 
Canicins who had the command of all the 
Germans in the Army , planted one of our 
Enſtgnesupon the Walls, bat was fo faddenz 
ly repnlit, that before my Prince conld have 
tyme tocommend his Courage he had caule 
to pitty the miſtortune of it: Nyne of our ſeves 
rall Commanders had: the fame Fare that day 
aſycll in their refolations as milfortunes, And 
Spartacus perceiveing that they ar laſt ſought 
| - +." Fa1NCE 
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rather by duty than inclination , founded a 
xetreate, Which was fo redily obeyd, that 
the Enemy found it rather proceeded from 
apprehenſion than diſcipline , and therefore 
fc1] ſo briskly in ourReare, that it had endan- 
ger'd all the Army had not my Prince in per- 
fon with 500. of the reſoluteſt Men made head 
againſt chem, and chongh he ſtopt the execu- 
tion and at laſt made them retire , yet it was 
ſo lcaſarely and in fuch good order, that their 
retreate appeard rather their election than 
their fhieceſſiry. Spartacus haveing doubl'd his 
Guards, and taken ſtrict order for the ren- 
dring incffteuall of all Sallyes, return'd to - 
his Tent more vnſatifhed with the repulfe 
than with the loſle, where all thoſe Officers 
whoſe wounds permitted them, and who had 
that fatall day [capt Perolla's Sword came to 
juſtifie themſelves , profeſlſeing that they were 
not more troabl'd at their difgrace than deft» 
rons the next morning'to repaire it, and ma- 
nifeſt by their Victory that the ſaſpenſion of 
It proceeded from their want of Fortanc not 
of Courage, or by their Death' ſhewe whole 
Souldiers they were, That their affront ( by a 
joynat concurence of all their obſervations) 


| proceeded 
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proceeded from Perolla , who was vbiquitary 
and knew noe certaine Poſt but where there 
was the certain'ſt danger which he courted 
with an cagerneſſcas great as his ſucceſſe. Ma« 
ny other expreſſions they made to vindicate 
the affront , and to ſhew how willing they 
were to repaire it, which would be too-tedious 
to relate, and to which my Prince reply d, 
That he was as much ſatiſhed with the ſence 
they had of cheir miſtortune as troubled at the 
occaſion of it, thataccording to their delires 
the next morning he would againe ſtorthe the | 
Towne, and helpe them to vindicate their 
credits or beare a [hare with them in their 
fayler: And in parſuance of that reſolution 
commanded them back to their ſeverall char4 
ges, wich orders as ſoone as the day dawn'd, 
that they ſhould in the ſame order begin a« 
gaine the ſtorme, that the Enemy (if over- 
come ) might acknowledge by the nor alters 
ing the Aſlailants nor the order of the Aſlavlt 
thatit was their Fortune only had ſuſpended 
their deſtrutions. The Officers by many cx- 
preſſions haveing thank't Spartacus for lo 
high a complement plac't upon. their Conra« 
ges, Were Ictirejzng when there came in row 
engl 
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that Granicns with moſt of thoſe others which 
we thought had bin kill'd by the Salapians 


| were comeing to my Prince, who extreamly 


ſurpriz'd at the accident,ſent for them in, Gra« 
nicus therefore (with fix ſcore of his Compa- 
nions )immediatly preſented himſelfe & told 
him, After the Aſſault Sir was cnded , Perolla 
commanded all the Priſoners to be brought 
unto him , and haveing learn't that I was of 
the molt conſiderable quallity amongſt them, 
addreft himſclfe vato me and (poke to this ef- 
fect. Thar liberty which both you and your 
Companions have loſt by my better fortune, 
here againe reſtore you,and for your ranſome 
] ſhall only dcſire you to tell the Generous 
Spartacus, | aw exceedingly troubl'd that he 
has ſo iwuch cauſe to looke upon this aCtion, 
as an expreſſion of gratitude and not of that 
Aﬀcttion his Gallantry has created in me; 6 
though his uſage ro the Salapians he ſent me 
expects this asa jult rerriburion, yetthe high 
Opinion I have of his vertne, was no way an 
inferiour motive: tell him beſides, that thoſe 
whoſe wounds will not permit them to goc off 


with yon , ſhall receive an entertainment 


wich ſhall ſpeake the opinion I have of their 
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Generall ,-thar their healchs and libertyes 
ſhalbe the ſame thing, & thatIlalmolt thinke 
ita miſfortune to defend my Country ſince 
by it I am neceſlicated to be his Enemy. This 
high 'Generofity had ſo powerfull an influence 
on my Prince, that had not his honor bin'ſo 
deeply engag'd , he had rais'd the Seidge , and 
would have thought it more glorious to de- 
cline fighting againſt fo gallant and civill an 
Encmy than to have conquer'd him; but that 
Tyrant which binds us to follow other mens 
opinions more than our owne , forc't himto 
continue his former deſigne of ſtormeing Sa- 
lapia next morning, & 1 dare truely affirme, 
the deſire he had of takeing ſo conſiderablea 
place was more prevalent with him out of an 
expeCtation that thereby he might evince 
himſelfe worthy Perolla's frend(hip and finde 
an occaſion to oblige him, than any other c6- 
{ideration whatſoever; which leaſt the fury of 
his Souldiers might prevent , he afſur'd thoſe 
that conld fave the Generous Perolla's Life 
ſhould haye a more conſiderable reward then 
his Ranſome. The day no ſooner appear'd but 
Caſtus began the Aſſault on the Eaſt fideof 
the Citty , & Canitins with his Germans on 
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the Weſt where Spartacus himſelfe was, who 
perceiving many of his Men kill'd and the 
reſt extremely [haken, to ayoyd'the precedent 
Dayes Fate , tooke np his owne Collours and 


cryed out, Thoſe that love-their honoror their 


Generall let them follow me, then marching 
around pace thorough Canitius men thar 
were flying , he came againſt a Clowde of Ar- 
rowes tO the Foote of the Wall where ereRing 
ſome ſcalling-Ladders he.reſolutcly & ſuccefl= 
fully clymb'd up, and after a blooddy. diſpute 
beate off che Defendants and planted that Co- 
lours he had in his hand upon the Rampire; 
] had the honor to be the neereſt to him in 
this action, where hedid fo many nobleex- 
ployts rhatFortune muſt have bin as vnjuſt 
as they ſay ſhee is inconſtant, had ſhee refus'd 
him this Victory, No ſooner had our Army 
perceiu'd how eaſy a palſage my Prince had 
made, then above 6000. of them enter'd by 
that way , and without ſhedding any more 
blood renderd themſelves abſolute Maſters 
of the Citty, bur whilſt Spartacus was takeing 
order to preſerve the Salapians aſmuch as in' 
ſuch an occaſion was poſlible, and thathe had 


dilpers'd many of his Officers , and 1 with 
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them to doe the like,as I was goeing thorough 
one of the faireſt ſtreetes , 1 lawe a greate con- 
fHucnce of 'Souldiers abour a houſe whoſe 
ftruture ſuthciently ſpoake the magnithcence 
of the Qwner, and being come thither, 1 cn- 
quir'd what was the caule of it, one of the Of: 
ficersſoone inform'd me ,that a Company of 
onng Gentlemen only conſiderable for their 
Reſolutions, had made ſo generons a defence, 
and(o lighted all Quarter , that they were 
neceſlitated ro make uſe of Numbers to ſup- 
reſſe ther, and'that now at. laſt they had 
kill'd all the Defendants but one , who have- 
ing gain'd a narrow ſtaire- caſe , was yet make- 
ing of it good with ſo much Courage, that he 
deplor'd the deſtroying almuch as the «fects 
of it, and that he vaderſtood this generous 
Mans name was Perolla : You may eafily jm- 
maginzthe hcaring of that Name gave me an 
vnexpreſſible delire to ſave the Maſter of it, & 
having conjur'd the Officer to runn and ac- 
quaint Spartacus with it ] thruſt my (clfe in- 
to the crowde, and by many actions which 
ſhew'd my concernement and halte, com- 
manded them in Spartacus's Name to for- 
bearc any further attem pr againlt ſo gencrous 
an 
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an Enemy , This order found a reddy obedi- 
ence , alwell out of the knowledge they had 
of the Aﬀection my deere Matter honor d me 
with, as out of a delire to preſerve Perolla, 
who they now fought againit rather to ſhew 
thatan Army might kill him than out of a- 
ny defigne they had to doe fo. Ar laſt by the 
helpe of our Officers I came to. the place 
where the gallant Perolla ſtood , who appear d 
tome to be lefle weary with conquering than 
our Souldiers were with aſlaulting him, and 
ſpight of that Dlood which endeavour'd to 
diſtgure his Face, I perceiv'd a Countenance 
foſpiritaall and fo lovely together, that I knew 
not which moſt to admire, but my wonder 
was quickly raiſd to a higher pitch by the 
ſightof a Lady, who poſleſt the feverall ban- 
tyes of ſhape ſtature complexion & Features 
in ſo inacceſſionall a degree, that an Aﬀecti- 
on for her could not ſo properly be called Paſs 
lion as Reaſon, The contemplation of ſo ma- 
ny perfeCtions had almoſt made me forget the 
deligne I was come for, which fault 1 ſoone 
repair'd by addreſſing my lelfe to the Genes 
rous Perolla and celling him. The great Spar- 
tacus ( Sir ) who cherrithes vertnc where-ever 
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itis pla&s, has ſent me hither to preſerve (o- 
orcata poliellor of itasyou are, for he be- 
lewwes your Gallantry is a (tronger obligation 
on him to ſerve you, than your employing of 
it againſt himis to make him your Enemy, 
Since (reply'd Perolla) that is your Gcneralls 
principle, the faire Izadora here is-a worthy 
obj:& roemploy that generolicy on , which 
beleive you cannot doubr when I aſſure you;.

which was asperfect as the freinds. themſelves 
were , that Perolla's deſpaire was abſolutely | 
conquerd, & that his and his Izdora's wounds 
were drelt , my Prince 1naited. them to his 
Quarters.out of that Matſacre and deludge of 
blood which his new freind had made , and 
though his many wounds render'd the leaft 
mocion both dangerous and painfull , yet he 
thought. the greateſt Torments would be 
foundia hisſeparation from the faire Izadora, 
and therefore having made his paine appeare 
the lelle ro make his happineſle. rea}ly the 
greater., he allar'd my Prince, that without a- 
ny inconveniency he could waite.apon her 


and him. to thoſe lodgeiongs he had afſign'd 
| her,,

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her, whither as they were goeing , they might 
perceive ſome barbarous Souldiers driveing 
before them two Gentlemen, whoſe Age and 
countenace mcritted a different uſage(though 
their paſt ations did not )and I dare avowe , 
though their ſufferings were great, and that 
the manner 1n which they were inflicted was 
asſcnſible as the paine ; yet they did beare 
them with much joy , for cach of them by the 
knowledg of his owne uſage gueſſing at that of 
his £nemyes, found his fariſtaction in his very 
torment. But they were no ſooner peffeiv'd 
by Izadora and Perolla than boch of them 
with many Teares and paſlionate actions 
begg'd my Prince that their Irons might be 
taken off, which was no ſooner motion'd than 
graunted , thongh thoſe which kept them al- 
leadg'd that they were the Men which had 
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cavius $ to.be mine”, though exuely they hays 
retain'd nothing bur the name and the power 
of Parents, they are thoſe which we have rea- 

ſoa to hate and yetcannot, arid though they 
-have ftifl'd'all rhe. diRats of Nature , :& op- 
pos'd the pureſt Flame that ever burd'd ; yt 
we preſerve our dutyes to them fo entire, that 
wee reſent any atthRion which befalls thei, 
wicha greite proportionable to their joy if the 
ſeiiclame accidents had arin'd to us. Sparts 

cas being inform'd of their qualityes ſaluted 
them with much reſpect; bur he perceiv'd, as 
ſ{oone as they had learn'd tro whole interceſli. 

on they owed that favour, that the meanes of 
theirdeliverance luppreſt the contentment of 
It. Thisation made him extreamely admire, 
what {trange canſes -they were- which could 
have ſo vnuſuall an operation , and haveing 
found ar laft that each of them rely'd npon the 
juſtice of -his. cauſe', he defir'd ro hearetheir 
difference,to which'the Fathers willingly con- 
ſented, as being confident in their right, and 
haveing heard a true caracter of my Prince's 
juſtice, as on the other ſide Izadora & Perolla 
willingly ſubmitred ro it on the ſame grounds; 


The next moraing then being appointed for 
this 
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this audience , my. Prince having conducted 
our vertuous Lovers to his owne Quarters, 
which when he hadſarrender'd them, & there 
(25 amarke of his, confidence and freindſhip ) 
acqnainred Perolla with the Word, he with- 
drew himfſelfe to ſettle & ſecure his new Con- 
neſt, leaving them in as high an admiration 
of his Gallantry, as he had conceiv'd of theirs. 
The next Day was not many houres old bur 
he was inform'd by the Meſſenger he had ſent 
to Complement the generous Lovers , that 
they expeted with much impatiency the 
Judge of their felicity or Miſery , toſatiſfye 
their longing he waited immediatly on 
them, bringing with him their Fathers, where 
findeing by the Chirurgions that fo long a 
diſcourſe as their Fortunes muttamount unto: 
might prejudice Perolla's health, they pre- 
yail'd with Izadora to nandertake the Relati-

- forgotten as the ſadd effects ic ha's produced 
are recent,that what was but paſſionor reſent- 
ment in the Beginners of this Farall differ&ce, 
kas tnrn'd to nature in their Children, that 
our 
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our Parents have inherited their Predece(> 
ſors malice aſwell as their Eſtates, and as if 
Fortunc had hitherto afforded inſtruments 
tonourilh this (add difference, in ſeaven de- 
ſcents ſacceſſively our Aunceſtors have all- 
waycs left Heires males to perpetuate this 
quarrell, whereby many of our Familyes have 
facrific'd their Lives to the blinde rage of the 
Authors of them: bur at laſt the Gods having 
given Pacuyius no other Heire then the gene- 
rous Perolla:, and Blacius than the vnfortn- 
nate Izadora, all thoſe which were concern'd 
in theſe domeſtick differences began to make 
it their hopes aſwell as 'twas their prayers, 
that by an vnion of us Two , this auncicnt 
Animoſlity might be extinguiſh't, bur alas 
the higher Powerwit ſcemes had otherwiſe de, 
creed , For Blacius more troubl'd that he 
wanted a Sonne to inherit his hatred than his 
Eſtate, immagin'd( ſince my Sexe exempted 
me from thoſe violent reſenrments which he 
held ſo neceſſary to his blood )he ought to col: 
let in himſelfe all the reſentments of thole 
which ſhonld have ſucceeded him, and act 
lome deſigne ſairable to his hatred & deſpaire 
that the cffectsof ir might be alwayes recer, 
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enough in Perolla's Family to ſupply the ex- 
Piration of his owne. ( Pardon me SIT, faid 
1zadora addreſling herſelfe ro her Father , if 
] ſpeak thole words which you have your ſelle 
fo often reiterated) And on the other [ide Pa- 
cuvius {ceing bur one man of his Enemyes Lp 
live , reſoly'd robe reveng'd on Him in ſuch a 
way ,thatthe manner of his death ſhould be 
as deplorable to his Freinds as the very extin- 
ction of his Family.(I muit begg your Pardon 
£00 Sir, ſaid Izadora addrelling herlelfe to 
Pacuvius.) becauſe you are the Father of my 
Peroila, though whatI ſay your profeſſions 
aſvell as actions have endcayourd aboundant-. 
ly to jultihte, Thele Sir( continu'd Izadora 
ſpeaking to Spartacus) were the reaſonings 
< reſolutions of onr Parents when Perolla 
and1were in an Age as innocent as :that wee 
now are in is mile rable , & as a further evince- 
ment of their hatred I have. bin often told, 
that Blacius was angry with Nature for have- 
30g giuen me this licle Beauty leaſt it might 
tempt Perolla and Pacuvius was the like at 
the inevitable charmes of his vertnons Sonne, 
teaſt they ſhould raiſe in me a Paſſion which. 
might create that.ynion they ſo abundantly 
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fear'd, therefore what education they thought 
fittro give us was in private, in which it we 
made any Progreſle , Pacuyius and Blacius 
thought it as great an injury to have ir pub- 
liſhtas others Parents would to have hadit 
conceal 'd. Iudge (Sir ) on the one fide, it ever 
there conld be a higher hatred thay that which 
ſubverted the dictat's of blood and nature , 8 
(on the other ) if there could be a greater Af- 
tion than what converted antipathy into 
ſympathy. I malt ( before | proccede any fur- . 
ther) acquaint you, T hat though Salapia &: 
Capua be neere zo. Miles diſtant, yer Pacuvi- 
es hasa valt Eſtate there aſwell as here, and as 
tall things had contribuced to nouriſh the 
diſtraction of our Pamilyes, Blacius has the 
like there too, leaſt (as I beleive )by being (e= 
parated - their rage might want that Flame 
which the ſight of cach did inſpire, To hinder 
me therefore from the knowledge of Perolla's 
ncreaceingexcellencics, Pacuvius ſent him to 
Capua and remon'd thither himſclfe ſhort- 
ly after , where whilſt his gallant Sonne was 
making a large proficiency inall thoſe realli- 
tyes and ornaments which have fiance made 
him the greateſt glory of onr Tymes, Han- 
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niball , chat victorious Captaine who had 
made Spaige his firſt Conquelt for the Car- 
thaginians, vodertooke Iraly ſhould be the 
next, and havcing paſt ſuch dangers which 
to beleive is almoit as hard as to have over- 
come them , and ſuffer d miſeries to invade 
the Romans which no nation elle would have 
vadergon but to have avoyded them , he at 
laſt ſcal'd the Walls of Italy (the Alpes) which 
was indeed a very ſtrange thing , moſt 
men belciving it as difficult aralke ro enter 
this Country that way as to ſubdue it when 
gotten in, and haveing with Fire and vinegar 
made wayes where Nacturcs ſelte had deny'd 
them, in fower feverall Bartells at Tifinum, 
Trebia , Thrafimene and Cannes, vanquilht 
tae Conſalls Publius Cornelius Scipio, Sem- 
pronins Loogus, Caius Flamminius, Teren- 
tius Varro, & Paalus Amilas , whole defeates 
Invited the Attclanians , the Calatinians , the 
Samnites, the Brutians, the Lucanians , and 
divers other people of Jraly ro ſubmir to that 
Yoake they eiteem'dit impollivle torebit, & 
had that great APting followed Maharball's 
(the Generall of his Hocle)advice, & marched 
gircCtly to Rome , he had without all diſpute 
8 pollelb 
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polleſt himlelfe of that tryumphant City 
which ſince ha's given Lawes to thoſe that 
might have impos'd theirs on her , But have. 
;ng miſt his oportunity , and chereby the Ro- 
mans having chang'd their feares into nobler 
Paſſions, he applyd bimſclfe wholly to the 
Conqueſt of Capua(the ſecond Rome ) where 
Pacavias hatred to Blacins ſoone furniſhe 
Hanniball with an oportunity proportiona= 
ble to his deſires : for my Father has bin al- 
wayes ſo inviolable a Freind to the Romans , 
that he almoſt rejoyc'd at their Defeates,fince 
they farniſht him with an occaſi onto juſtific 
he was ty'd toe hem not toftheir proſperity, 
and chocgh Pacavius were very much their 
Freind, yce he was much more his Revenge's, 
which Paſſion was ſo predominant, thar 
It made him att things both hisreaſon and iIn- 
tereſt condemn'd,, and which no other conſ1- 
dcration could have ſeduced him-to. To con. 

firme this Truth whea he found thac Blacius 
was vnalterableto this Empire, and that their 
probable ruine did rather confirme thanſhake 
hin, he rcſolv'd ander an appearance' of fe- 
curing himſelfe and Capita to ruine my Pas 
ther, ra which aftion he was the apter pet 
| cliac 
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cline by. Hanniballs Letters , which aſſur'd 
him, it by his power Capua were deliverd in- 
to his: the Cittizens ſhould finde no alcerati- 
ons bat the difference of their Protectors , 
which ſmall change ſhoud be. recompenc'd 
ſafficiently with many Immunityes the Ro- 
mans had deny'd them , & that for his owne 
perticalar, he would make him. no politive 
offers ,ſlince that were to confine to certaine 
Articles of Recompence. of his merit , and 
put limmits to thoſe Rewards which he relol- 
yd ſhould havenone. I muſt doe Pacuvius 
- that right asto proteiic 1 beleive , though 
theſe glittering promiies advaned the putting 
his deligne in.execution, yet his Revenge was 
theonly calle of it, which made him deter- 
mine rather ro ruine his Country..and Enc- 
my together than preſerye bath. Alas , what 
miſcrable events ha's that blinde fury pro« 
ducd? & how-has it darken'd thoſemany other 
vertaes which would cl(e-fo clcerely ſhincin 
our Fathers. The faire 1zadora could-not 
{gceake theſe words without ſhedding ſome 
Teares, which did not only abundantly ma: 
nifeſ the goodneſle of her diſpoſition, bur 
aſmnch prov'd that Greife it (elfe whos n 
Welt 
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Jweltin her Face conld not butreliſh of the 
place in which it re{tded ; but this diſorder be= 
ing vanquiſhe (hee thus continu'd, Pacuvius 
had no ſooner recciv'd Hanniballs Letters 
than he allembl'dthe cheifelt of Capaa(where 
Blacias then was) and by roo-great an clo- 
quence for ſo 1ll a ſubject , ſo repreſented the 
forlorne condition of the Romans : the try« 
umphant one of the Carthaginians : the ad- 
vancages of accepting the Conquerors offers: 
and the Miſeries of declineing them : that at 
laſt the Capuans feares & Hauniballs Armyecs 
advanceing to beleidge them helping his dif 
tructive Oratory, all the Cirtizens reſolv'd to 
buy their ſafety by the loſle of their Faiths, 
and to preſent cheir new Maſter with their 
Keyes and liberty : and though Blacins by a 
world of Arguments endcavour'd to divert (o 
fatall adetermunation, yet all the advantage 
he deriv'd from it was, to manifeſt his Aﬀecti. 
onto the Romans , and to make it-evident 
that the Capuans ſubmiting to the Carthagi- 
nians was an action as oppolite to reaſon as 
honeſty Magius alfo my Pathers Brother ( be- 
twixt whome there was alwayes as great a dif- 
ference in humonrs as necreneſſe in blood )in 
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this deſignejoyn'd with Blacius but to noe ef; 
fe&t , the Capvans having ſhutrtheir Eares 
to all motions bur thoſe of becomeing Slaves 
to Hannibal, who being informed by Pacuyi. 
ns that Capna was at his devotion made into 
ita triumphant entry , many Thouſands of 
people reſorting thither to behold that Man 
in whome ſuch vertue dwelt, & upon whome 
Fortune-ſo conſtantly attended, that whilſt his 
Conrage was fubducing his Enemyes in one 
lace his Fame cficted the hke inanother, 
But whiſt theſe Solemnityes were performe« 
ing Blacins withdrew himſclfe into this Citty, 
more out of apprehenf16 that his death would 
be pleaſing to Pacuvius than to decline facri- 
ficeing himſclfe for the Roman Eempire : bat 
Magins Continud ſtil] at: Capua , and his 
Councells being told to Hanniball by Pecrola's 
Father,ſo exaſperated him, that as a teſtimony 
of his fury and power he demanded Magius 
of the Senate , whoſe feare clonding their 
Juſtice deliver'd him up, and who immedi- 
atly he caus'd to be executed in the Market« 
place. For this Death Hanniballs Cruclry was 
not ſo much condemn'd as Pacuyius , whoſe 
hatredto our blcod was ſo exorbitant, that 
Eten" 
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though Magias did ever oppoſe Blacius, and 
was alwayes oppos'd by him, yet the being 
my Fathers Enemy was not (o prevalent with 
Pacuvins to fave him, as being his Brother 
was to condemae him : Thus by this (add 
Tragedy the Capuans found ſufficient Cauſe 
torepent, thongh not to repayre their incon= 
Rancy. But now ( Sir ) I (hall tell you a paſſage 
which perhaps wilbe aſmuch admir'd for the 
Gallancry asfor the rarencile ofic: Hanniball, 
who had indeed contracted a reall Freindſhip 
with Pacnvins, cither as eſtcemeing his in- 
tcreſt in the. Capuans neceſlary to confirme 
and augment his Conqueſts, or his vertues 
worthy.that honor, or both , but as a marke 
of hiseſtecmc and rrait,he lodg'd in his Houſa 
withour:the ordinary Guards which attended 
his Perſon: In the-meane ry me Pcrolla , wha 
allwayes nada bigh.-inclination to the people 
of Rome , and: conſequently dereſted; his Fax 
thers actions, began to project the: death of 
Hanniball,in which nothing made him irreſo- 
lace bue:the violating the Lawcs of Hoſpiralli- 
ty , & lince the conſequence was great of ſoige+ 
nerousa deligne , it will not be amiſle to.ac- 
quaint you. with ſome of his reaſonivgs , be-

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forc heeteGedit, Whar/ faid he to hinſclfe/ 
thalli kill the npholder ani Revenger of our 
Blood ? (hall his freind{hip ro my Father be. 
the cauſe of his ruiue? and thall he receive his 
Death from thoſe with whome he truſts his 
Life? ſhallI corevenge the Romans , ſtaine 
my ovne reputation with a Marther, and 
Ruine my-owne Family? who cannot '(cape' 
kcing ſacrifis'd to the!

foreche performance wilbe the more glorious: 
what greater obligation can I put on the Ro» 
mans than to ruine our Family to maintaine 
their Empire ? had Magius' bin almuch a 
Freind as he was an Encmy co our blood , my 
deligne might weare the name of Revenge, 
and an action of publique concernemenst 
might be ſtil'd the eitect of a perticular hacrcd, 
fo that all his favours ſhould rather invite 
than dilwade che attempr, which chele circums 
ſtances will prove rathcr an impartialljuſtice 
than ingraticude. But remember Perella how 
thy Countrymen branded with infamy Per= 
penna for hayipg murther'd Sertorius though 
aRebell to, the Comonwealth-, how. muck 
more.will they deteſt thee tor dil troyingone 
whoſe roomuch vertue and ſuccefle arc his 
only .Qrimes.

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ciently reward : This part of Perpenna's Fate 
I hope will actcade my attempt, which is one 
invication more, for ro performe what an 
bur the Gods can rowardi Ss to (ell Gallantry, 
befides my caſe wilbe nobler than his, fork 
cannot doubt the higher Powers ſo much as 
to deny him the freedome of his Sword to de» 
fend his Life, that if he fall he may owe 1t to 
my Courage ve my Treachery , and then I'le 
expolc my {elfe unto his Army , lince to flye 
were to ſhunn Martyredome, and ro ont-live 
the fact, _ ſhew as if Idefir'd ro enjoy 
that ſecurity | parchace only for my Country, 
"Theſe and many other Arguments lo tully 
confirm'd Perolla that he only : attended an 
Wd nes to put his refoilntion in practice, 
and though his greeene Age ( being then bur 
19. yearcs old) might have made his change 
from this determination appeate rather a 
thing incident ro Youth than'a want of Va- 
tour, yethe fo much ador'd' vertue , that he 
could nor be yaconſtant towhatſoever 'bote 
her CharaQer. After he had with incredible 
IMparience expected an occafjon-, Fortune 
{cem'd one Nivhe to farnith him with one, 
tor; AavVing lcarn v that Hanniball had with- 
drawne 
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drawne himſelfe into his Chamber for a fewe 
houres to make a diſpatch to his Freinds at 
Carthage ,and that all his followers were upon 
the likeemploymene eo theirs ; Perolla ( who 
had alwayes free acceſle unto him) was gocing 
to execute his deſigne, but itſcemes the Fates 
would not let him by"&ne generons ation 
hinder himfelfe from performeing many, for 
Pacavias who had ſome intelligence then 
brought him ofa deſigne the Capuans had to 
revenge Mapins death, & to recover the free- 
dome which that execution ſuthcicntly ſhew'd 
they had loſt, was then comeing to acquaint 
Hanniball with ic, and in (uch a conjuncture 
of tyme that the Father & the generous Sonn 
metteach other at his Chamber. Dare, where 
Pacuvius (ccing Perolla armd , was ſtruck 
wica ſo great an aſtoniſhment, that nothing 
could increaſe it batthe knowledg of the cauſe,

tothe Romans. 'Thele and many ach preſl- 
ing motives vanquiſh'd my deare freind , eſpe- 
cialy ſince the deſigae was not ſuppreſt buc 
ſuſpended, and thata ſmall deferring would: 
take away the feemeing aſpertion of breach of 
traſt, and (o involve his Father in the execu- 
tion, that he might thereby eface his former 
' injuries to the Romans, Bat Perolla was no 
ſooner retir'd , than Pacuvins went in to-Han* 
niball, and inform'd him that the, Capuans 
were ſo highly inſcenc'd atthe Death of Ma-« 
oius , that he beſought his permiſſion to leave 
him his whole Houſe, and that he would filt 
it with his Guards , leſt the World might 
looſe its greatlt Glory, and he his belt Freind: 
Atlaſt Hanniball conſented co P acuvius re= 
quett', who:the next morning remov'd, and 
whoſe.hoaſe wasimmediarly fo throng'd with 
Souldiers, that:th'impoſlibllity of attempting 
againſt that famous Capraines: Life. , was: as: 
greatastheidiſtroying it had bin: pleaſing.to 
Perollazwho firideing how mach his Father 
hadabusd him, refolv'd in himſelfc to goc 
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Adions manifc{t that 'twas Pacuvius, and 
not Pacuvius blood which was an Enemy to 
rheir Empire , with this further hope, that his 
Fortane in the many accidents of Warre 
might furniſh him with an opportunity to. 
aflaulc and dcftroy that Life in the ſight of 
both Armyes, which had bin thitherto pre« 
ſcrv'd by his Fathers Teares & diflimulation, 
And the Fatcs who have bin aſmuch hisFreinds 
in actions of glory , as his Enemyecs in thoſe 
of Love, knoweing what he was deſtin'd to 
performe , was too-great to delay any ryme, 
caus'd Pacuyius ( who ſtill apprehended the 
diſcovery of his fiftion and the ſadd events it 
would inevitably produce } toCommand his 
gcaerous Sonne,, £9. goc unto this Towne, 
which then had bin freſhly yeelded to Hanni» 
ball by Pacuvius power, therc to countenance 
his Freinds; which-injunction you may well 
cor;jeture was as pleaſcing to Perolla as his 
removeall from Capua was to hisFather. This 
joarny thus reſolv'd Pacuvius furniſhe his 
Sonne with a Traine fitt for one'of.che: blood 
of Diomedes the 'Argian who founded the 
Citryof Agrippa in the Brutians from whome 
he was Lyncaly deſcended, The next Nighs 
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after he left Capua he lay in a Towne call'd 
Pertcely,and the morning following was *wak- 
en'd with an Allarme , that the conſidera- 
bleſt parte of Hanniballs Army underHimil- 
co's command had ſurrounded the Towne, 
which had (truck ſo great a terror in the Per- 
tclins , that they had depured ſome of the 1n- 
habirants to treate on conditions for a ſurren- 
dcr., The timorouſneſle of thoſe People did 
notſo much perplexe him as he was pleas'd at 
{o large anvccalion of glory , He could nor 
fancy that the defigne of yeelding proceeded 
from Feare , but tor want of a Cheife which 
might employ their Courages to the beſt ad- 
vantage, and though his greene youth had 
*ll then exempted him from che harras and 
noyſc of Armes, yet his Genius had ever (0- 
great a propenſicy ro warre, that he then un= 
dcrſtood aſmuch of the Theory as ſince he 
has of the PraQticque, and thought too that 
bis Courage & averſion to Hanniball would 
ſupply the deffeR of his vacxperience. W hillt 
he was haſtily putting onn his Cloaths he

At lalt though chey receiv'd ſome proviſions 
which Marcellus in Barrells {ent them float- 
ing dewne the River Valrurnns, yet that ſtra- 
tagem being roo-ſoone' diſcover d, they were 
conſtrain'd rofeede upon Mice, Ratts:, and 
krch Rootes as they could digg out of their 
Counterſcarſe and Meddowes under their 
Walls, which bring perceiv'd by the Cartha- 
ginian, he cans'd all thoſe feilds robe plow'd 
up, But that was no ſooner done than Perolla- 
& his Pettelins by a ſally ſowe'd ſeed in their 
Encmyes labour, Hanaiball being told it, on- 
ly ſpoake theſe few Words, Mult then that 
which I dcitgne co ſtarye the Romans with, 
prove 
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prove their harveſt ? and immediacly fent 
Manitins and Perolla blankes to write their 
Conditions in, which they ( being as invinci. 
ble in Civility as Courage )retourn'd, & im- 
mediarly came out without makeing any:

Ncws:co one thatwas better. acquainted wirh

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and not only acquainted me with this inteli- | 
gence”, but advisd me-to make my (clte 
knowne to Blacias, for ſince the buſineſle 
had already.ſo much veat,if he came to learne 
ir any other:way ,it might be look't upon ata 
rate that would extreamely aggravate his for= 
mer hatred. I muſt cruly confeſſe, had this ade 
vice proceeded from any other,l ſhould have

ſclfe. You are ( reply'd Blacius ) fo obligeing 
both in action & expreſſion, that there 1s noe 
way of increaſing my debt bur by acquaint- 
ing me how 1 may pay ſome parte of it, 
W hen you ſpeake (1 reply'd ) of being indebt- 
cd to me, you doe certainly meanc to my de-

bar alas he ſoone put them out of that beleite 
by thus ſpeakeing ro Hanmiball, 1 were ( Sir) 
vnaworthy the Freind(hip of fo greata Cone 
queroar did | value any relation above it, 'tis 
upon that principle that | have detected Pe- 
rolla who hates almuch your Perſon as your 
Glory, and if I hitherto conceal'd that horrid 
attempr againſt you which he himſelfe has 
now publithe, *twas not becauſe he was my 
Sonne , but out of a beleife that | might con- 
verthim : for | knew, a Courage which was 
capablein ſogreenc an Ageto atrempr ſo bold 
and high adeligne, was more advantagicus to 
youtobe gained, than diltroyed ; bur ſince 
that vallour the Gods have givenhim, has bin 
imploy'd to ruine what it ſhould have ad: 
vanc't, I am come to implore your Juſtice a- 
eainſt one who is aſmnch an Enemy to Nas 
ture as to Carthage; puanilh him for incend- 
ing your deftruction, in a place where notto 
ES have 
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have facrifiz'd himſelfe for yon , had bin as. 
great a Sinn, Yes (Sir) Punnilh him for de- 
hgneing yourdeath, and panniſh me in him 
not only for concealing but likewiſe for nor 
revengeing it, and let one execution repaiſe 
both our Crymes ; you {ce generous Hanani- 
ball, how I contemne my owne intereſt when 
yours comes in compericion with it , which [ 
embrace with ſuch a concerne that I had ra» 
ther extinguiſh my family, than continue ic 
by leaving lo greata ſtaine upon your juſtice,

dclivering up the conduct of all Martiall Afﬀ-

tat my Conltancy was immoveable; I ſay fo 
trong an experiment , for Hanniball- was a 
Prince capable to infnk a-Glame-into, the 
coldeſt hears, for he had allooke fo fpirituall 
ad full os vyacity, chatao efteminate Beau- 
- 
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ty was comparable to it, his Perſon and ſhape 
werenothing diſlonant to his Face ,( which 
had not thenreceiv'd the blemilh of being de- 
priud of that Eye which ſoonc after he loſt in 
the Mariſhes of Ancona ) his falhion was 
majeſticke and without-conſtraint, and he 
was indu'd with ſo {1ngular an Eloquence, 
that you would have choughthim an Athe- 
nian ſooner than an Affrican,and rather bred 
up in thoſe famous Schooles, than ina barba- 
rons Campe, And though Hanniball him- 
ſelfe-when he {awe his Fortune was expird, 
did alleadge in open Senate when he pull'd 
downe Gilgoe-our of che Pulpite of Orati- 
ons for enveighing againſt a Peace then of- 
fer'd them by Sci pio{ whoſe ſucceeding Con- 
quelts gave him the:{ur-name-of African) 
that he never knew any way bur force to ſup- 
prefle offenders , yet in a ſubſequent Speech, 
he vafolded ſuch pregnant arguments inlo 
mraniceading expreſſions and method, that 
the Senate ſoone perceiv*d he wrong'd his E- 
lequence to cxcule his paliion, His Fortune 
alſo was proportionar.rohis other Qualities 
being acFowerand Twenty yeares old aiter 
the Death of Amilcar and Afdruball his -

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ther and Vncle eleed Generalt by the vaa- 
nimons concurrence both of the Senate and 
Army ; His conqueſts too, were as carly as his 
referrment, and he never apprehended-a 
defeare , for his victories had allwayes ſo litle 
of fortune in them, that they could hard! 
prove inconſtant. Bur I feare (ſaid Izadora } 
that by my confidence of vndertakeing to 
ive you his Caradcter, | giveyou an ill one of 
him : ] will therefore conclude, that he had 
no fant but an vaconfyn'd ambition which 
made him. embrace any meanes that condu- 
| ced to his deſires, & to conquer whatſoever

might produce a cotrary effect than 1 am con« 
adentir will in you, from whome ] have rc- 
ccin'd ſuch memorable obligations, that ] had 
rather have your diſcſteeme by acknowledge- 
nga Truth, than continue your favour by 
a diſſiimulation which would render me vn- 
worthy of ic: That Heart which 1s belawe the 
grcat Hanniballis ſo given to another ; that 
were it revocable, rwere upon that ſcore ,if 
not on any other, vaſicc for your acceptance;

Bur atlaſt Hanni- 
ball , ( who perceiv'd that his replyes did ras 


ther confirme-chan leflen my conſtancy, and 


that he had vaforcunarely taken a tyme 
which my melancholly made vnhice for his 
addreſſes ,) told me; | ſhould be too-partiall 
to mv ſelte( Madam, ) did I expect tofupprſle 
one ame in you, & create another any way 
bur by perſeverance; I will cherfore no more 
imporrune you with my Paſſion, nor make 
uſcof any octaer Orators than my ſervices, 
and {uff.rings; neicher ihall I deſpaire , bur by 
their. helpe © vaaquith your dildaine,, forlſ 
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finde in my very Feare an ample caule of 
hope, fince the impreſſions of nature areas 
firme as thoſe of our owne acquilition, and 
Perolla by his ſervices and glory having van-

Numidian 
Horſe leade by the Gallant Maharball, whole 
Meene was as full of virtve as Coutage,, and 
whoſe actions ſufficiently jullify'd bis Phiſi- 
ognomy; TI hele:T ropes me though. reliſht 
ſomthing of their Coramander, and were ge- 
gencrally ſo well Arm'd and Horit , that they 
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fecm'd rather gocing ro a Tryumph than 
Battell. After theſe Hanniball-appeard en- 
viron'd. by a thow{and young Carthaginians: 
which he had eleRed for his Guards, & fol-, 
low'd by 40000, Foote, {all Aﬀricans). I muſt 
doe him the right ro acknowledge , thar he 
had ſo noble a feirceneſſe in his Armour, 
that though I had never ſeene him , I ſhould 
yet have taken him for the Generall; and cer- 
tainly he was no Freind to his good Meene, 
when he ſhew'd himſelfe our of an Army. 
Theſe Aﬀericans reſign'd their places to three 
and Thirty great Elephants ( all that chen 
were left) which had Towers of Wood upon 
their Backs , and (o.not only carryed bur for- 
tityed their Riders. Afcer theſe folowed 4000, 
Mules and Horſes, the molt of them loaden 
with ſo many ſeveral] enginesof Battery , that 
I admir'd aſmuch at che wickednefle as at the 
ingenuity of Men , which could finde ſuch (ca 
verall waye$s-to defiroy one another, Theſe 
were no looner patt bucthere appear'd 10000. 
Gaules , 6000, Lygurians, and 4000, Grecis 
ans, all lead by Commanders of their owne 
NaGons, and fighting vader Carchaginian 
Colours » More for Hanniballs Fame thia 
: K.2 = his 
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his Pay; Theſe 5quadrons had'fo warr-like & 
baughty a Martch, that it ſhew'd how eager 
and amoitious they were of. Battell. The laſt 
diviſions conſilited of 8000, Horſe , foyre 
thouſand of which were men.at Armes, and 
all Gaules, lead by the valiant Britogen» 
trix, and the other fowre thouland were Ibe« 
r14ns, vader the Commands of Mircall and 
Barmocall, who brought up the Reare of this 
great Army , which was compos'd- almolt of 
all Nations but thoſe it was gocing to Con- 
quer, | muſt-confelle, rhis ſight made me ex- 
cuſe that hauvghtineile of which Hanniball 
waseſtecem'd guilty, for who could have bin 
ſo much a Philoſopher, as not to be prowde 
of having ſo many Thonſand gallant Men. 
rcady to {acrifice themſelves at his. Com-- 
mand ; but my admiration at-it was nor grea- 
tcr than my feare for the Romans, and that 
reflection at laſt lead me to a joy which 11hall 
not ſcruple roreveale, fince it & proceeded 
trom awant of courage, Seadid not from a want 
of Love: *'Twas Sir, ( Izadora continu'd ) 
occaſion 'd ar Perolla* S being a Priſoner, for 
} could not confider his: valour-and. the end- 
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ut I found my fatisfation in that which had 
bin my trouble, and was more pleas'd that 
Hanniball had deny'd me his liberty , than T 
ſhould have bin in his obedience, for I could 
| no more deplore my generous Freinds ſuffer= 
ings ſince it procur'd his ſafety , than Icould 
| any mans condition who tgoke Phiftck , but 
| robe well. I muſt not orpietto tell you, that 
| every comrnon Souldicy'of this vaſte body: 
cartryed a branch of Lawrell, their confidence 
being ſo great, that they wore the Reward of 
victory before they had obtain'd it. *T'was 
- with this Army that: Hanniball martch'r firſt 
to Tarentam, where though he found a vigo« 
| ronsreliftance, yer the valour of the Deften- 


KF 6ants (crued only bur to ferr off his owne the. 
| better, for he carry'd itby ſtorme, & in that 


| adiop perform'd ſo mucirof the Souldier af- 
| yell as of the Generall, that he deriv'd his 
| {ucceſle aſmuch from his Courage as his con- 
| duct, I know { continued Izadora ) the Ro- 
mans aftirme that Nico and Philomenes bes 

trayed that great Citty to him , butT know 

| too, that both of them being kill'd not long 
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yow'd that the Carthaginians Civility in 
cureing thoſe wounds they had receiv'd in bes 
ing made their Priſoners, and the Romans 
ingratitude in termeing their misfortune 
their Treachery,made them in revenge aban- 
don the Eagles and (ſerve. vader Hanniballs 
Enfignes; who , thongh he had taken the 
Towne, yer ths Caltle, which Good upon the 
poinrof the harbour did, reſolvtly defend. it 
ſclte,and well it might, for the Carthagini- 
ans having no {hipps to hinder their relcite, 
every calterly winde the Grzcians ſupply'd it 
with Men and Victaalls; but at laſt when al! 
Haniballs Eoginceres, could not fiade a way 
to block it up, he himſelfe. did , for haveing 
taken good ltoxe of Gallyes inthe Key of Ta- 
rentam, and not being able by Scato bring 
them out of the Harbour , becauſe the Caſtle 
commanded all the ſtraights and paſlages, he 
caus'd the Gallyes with an admirable celerity 
and Arte to be putt upon Cartes,&.ſo carry'd 
them by Lande into the Sea , and in that mi- 
raculous manner beſeidg'd them round, 
which the Romans diſcerning, nor long after 
yealded. I have told you {laid Izadora ) this 

=rticular , {ince it never had a precedent ,. or 
an 
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an immiration , and becauſe it dejeted the 
Senate more than the loſle of a Barrell, by 
finding *they had to deale with an Enemy 
whoſe induſtry peruerced the very order of | 
Nature, makeing one Element beare the bur» 
then, and doe the: office of another. From 
thence he went into Lucania , where in a 
blooddy Battell he-defeated Marcus Centine- 
vs, who publiſhing alowde , that he lov'd the 
Senate & his honor too-weell to bringthem 
Newes that his Army was loſt, reſolutly thruſt 
himſelfe into the middit of cheCarthaginians, 
where he found upon the points of a Thou- 
{and Swords the cure of that dayes misfor- 
tne. From this fatall Feild , he carry'd his 
victorious. Troopes into Apulia , where by a 
ſtratagem too-intricate and tedious to be rela- 
| ted he reduced the Pretcr Fabius's Army, 

irom Twenty, to Two Thouſand : Burt to 
qualify theſe high-ſacceſles he receiv'd ad- 
vertiſement that both the: Conſulls were ſete 
| Jdowne before Capua,, and by the celerity of 
| their approaches, had alrcaddy fo ſtraightn- 
cd it, that vnleſſe he brought the place anvime 
mediat relcife, it would be- paſt any. Theſe 
preſſing letters made him carry the Warre

into Campania , where after he bad a litlere 
freſhr lim(elte , he offer'd the 'Conlulls Bats 
tell, who as readily acceptcd it , forthe Ro- 
mane Empire was then in roo-deſperate a 
ficknelte to rrye a deſperate cure. Thar day 
mach of thoſe fertile Playnes were moyltcn'd 
with Blocd, & though Hannibal perform'd 
all the parts of an excelent Generall and ofa 
vallliant Souldier, yetit was: darkneſle & not 
victory which ended the diſpute. The next 
morning alloone as itwas I1ghr, Hanniball 
againe drew his Army in Battalia,, but the 
Conſu!ls who had no:(by the preſedentDayes 
lofle ) Men enough to keepe the Feild & the 
Trenches roo, contented themielves to con- 
tinue in the latter; ſo that thereby they mad: 
his Fortune the more admirable, for he was 
Conqueror without fighting, becauſe he 
wonne the Battell the day aftcrit was fought 
Bar after he had by -many attempts endea- 
vour'd to relcive his Confederates, 8 found, 
char though he beſeidp'd rhe Romans , yet 
that they did the like to the Capuans , the 
Conſulls having both victuall'd & fortifyed 
thenſclves ſuficiently, he relolv'd ro cfied 
that by diverſion which he could not by 
| RE RY forccy 
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force, and therefore paſt ſilently the River 
Yulturnus, and crof{iag with wonderfull ex- 
pedition the Countries of the Sidicinians , 
Attifanians , Caſſinians and Fregellans , he 
' in ſeavendayes preſented himlelte before the 
magnificent Walls of Rome , and had done it 
much ſooner, had not the Fregellans pull'd 
downe the Bridge at the River Lyris, and 
thereby.much recarded his martch;& though 
this was meerely a ftratagem of Warre, yer he 
attribaced ic to a Gallancry of his Paſſion, 
forin a Letter heſent me, he alleadg'd ir re- 
liſh more of Izadora's Souldier to take Rome 
than releive Capua. It is not difiicult to be 
\ kivethar the Romans who did feare to heare 
of Hanniball did much more foto lee him at 
their Gates , eſpecially. being follow'd by a 
tryumphant Army;Bur for all his vſcing ſuch 
vnimmaginable dilligence , the Senate re- 
ceivd ſecret advice of his delignes. Never 
Rome was fill 'd with fo vaiverſall a Terror as 
then, no not when the Gaules-vnder the vali- 
ant Brennus conquer*d all of it but the Capi- 
toll, & when the Forum ranne with kreames 
of the Sevates and Patricians blood. This 
great conſternation had noc influence upon 
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any but the People, the Senate ſtill maintaias 
ing that gravity and Courage which was their 
nature almuch as'practice; but at the length 
the Common feare was well filenct bythe ar- 
rivall of Fulvins Flaccus, ( one of the Con- 
ſuils that had beſeidg'd Capua ) who being 
ſent for ro defend Rome, was come almoſt 
aloone as Hanniball, and brought with him 
x 5000. of the fcle&t Lepionaries and a thou» 
ſand choyce men at- Armes; That which 
gave him tne-bappinefle of comeing lo op- 
portuncly was, not only the tymely 1ntelli- 
gence was ſent Him, but alſo pafſing through 
Gountries that were his freinds, he-receiuwd 
none of thoſe impediments whicty the: Cars 
thaginian rnett with, Fhe- Senate ſent for one 
of the-Con{ulls ro pleaſe the People , and but 
for one, not to picaſe Hanniball, who might 
Have too-mnch giory'd ro have made them 
neglect their Conqueits for their fafcties, 
The Conſull Flaccus being infernd;, that 
the next morning the Encmy intended to 
forme Rome, refolv'd ( with the permiſſion 
of the Senate) ro make a Batcell Hanniballs 
only way to the aſlaule, declaring generov(- 
1y What Twas not Act the Empire-of the world 
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ihould fall ike a Comon Citty, but if the ex- 
piration of it were now arriv'd, 'twere requi- 
jite it's Ruine ſhould ſhew it's greatnelſe,and 
that thoſe which compos'd ſhould dye with ir. 
The day therefore no. ſooner began to ap- 
peare but the -valiant Conſull drew our his 
Army, which with. thoſe he brought and 
thole Romans that voluntarily came vndcr 
his Enſignes, conlifted of 50000. Men, Han- 
niball on che other fide about the ſame inſtanc 
drewe his Souldiers out of their Campe, but he 
admir'd when inſteed of ſeeing the Walls co- 
ver d with hisenemyes,he perceiv'd the Feilds 
were ſo; but his wonder was ſoone conuerted 
into joy to obſerve that Rome would fall ke 
hirſelfe, & that he ſhonld have todeale with 
thoſe upon even tearmes, who he.had ſaſpec- 
ted would give him more trouble to joyne 
with, than to conquer them; And to loſe noe 
tyme he commanded the Trumpets the Clai- 
rons, and all the other Muſick of Warre to 
give the fignall.of Battell, which no ſooner 
was heard than both thoſe great bodycs be- 
gan to move with reſolution worthy their 
/Quarrell, the one fighting to winne the Em- 
.pirc of the World , and the other to keepe 1t. 
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Bu: juſt as they were abont to begin that fa. 
tall Tragedy , the Sunn (which 'till then had 
ſhone very bright) began to hide it ſelfe, as. 
perhaps dereſting to Jooke npon fo many in- 
tended Marthers :. the whole face of heaven 
was in an in{tant obſcar'd with a thick darks 
n:fic, the Thander Cid hideonfly. grumble: 
the windes made a noyle as if they had all 
broaken looſe our of their Caves, and the 
Clowdes melecd fo faft that many thought the - 
Lightnings had difloly'd them, & as raany ad--. 
mir'd how ſo much fire could avoyde quenchs | 
Ing in ſo much water: in a word, | cannot ber- 
ter deſcribe the horror of this day,thar by the 
efteAs it produced, which were that it con- 
{train'd the Confull & Hanniball ro retnrne - 
wich their Army's into their ſeyerall Campes, 
for Flaccus too had pitch't. his Tents in a 
oreat feild ſome two Furlongs from the Tem- 
ple of Hercules, leſt Hanniballs being before 
Rome ſhould looke like .beſcidging it, which 
none conld rralyſay he did,whilit there wasa 
Roman Army betwixt him and the City. 
Bur that which afJicted Hanniball aſmuch 
as this miraculous ſeparation, which hechen 
texmed.vute ſuſpention of his viſtory , was, |

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2n advertiſement he reccived by his Spyes , 
thar the Senate had not only ſince his comes 
ing ſent certaine Companyes with flying En- 
fones to the recruitof their Legiosin Spaine, 
but allo had ſold thoſe very feilds on which he - 
camp'tat a higher rare than they were valu'd 
atbefore his being poſleſt of them, In revenge 
whereof he cans'd all the rich Shopps in the 
Forum to be' fold by a publique Cryer, But | 
Sir (aid: [Zadora) that: which made-the-pre- 
cedent ſtormefo abſolutly a wonder, was, that 


afloone- as- Flaccus and- Hanniball were re- \. 


turn'd into their-Campes, the day prowdſo - 
very faire, and the: Night too that the-Car- 
thaginian was prowde with a beleife, that the 
next viſirof che Sunn. would. vnavoydably 
decide: his Fate; but therein allo he was dela- 
ded, for the ſucceeding day was but a perfett 
repetition/ of the preceding , aſwell for the

Capuans who 
had indar'd nyleries allmoſt ſufficienc for the 
puniſhment of their Rebellion, oÞbſeracing 
the Conlull was not follow'd by the Cartha- 
ginian Army , found it high _ to thinke 
_ .npon their ſecitrities ; In order whereunts 
-* they allembl the Senate, where after a (cri: 
ous 
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ous debare, Vibius: vacleroPeralla) perceives 
ing that the Major parte inclin'd to fubmitt 
anco the Roman Mercy,in an excellent Orati- 
on, beſoughe them racher:t0:dyc by thetr: 
owne hands, and. ſo robb their:Enemyes of 
the Glory of full Conqueſt by contributing 
to their. owne- ruine, and make Hanniball 
| knowe by fo noble a fall:,. that che:preterving 
offuch generovsFreinds., had bin more wor: 
thy his Armes,than the cakeing of chat, which 
he bur attempted; that it was more-reſembl- 
| ing the: auncient ſplendor of Capua to per- 
forme whatmight cather create the Romans 
admiration than their pitty, that for his owne 
perticular,, he efteem'd no. Fate fo badd as to 
make upa-partof Claudius & Flaccus 'Pry- 
umph , which:was the beſt condition -they:

Salapia,, Orities waited on 
hin, of whome he 1mmediatly cnquir'd with - 
an carneſtncfle which demonlitraced an ace 
ccſſ;on rather than a Diminution of. his Paſli- 
on , whart:progiefle he had made towards the 
ſctte;menc of his fclicicy : to which the falſe 
Agentreply'd, thatas yet he had bin bur pre. 
pareing , what he ſhortly incended coact, &. 
thereupon.inform'd him how that he had got 
ſogreat.an Intereſt in Perolla thac he donbred: 
not but tro employ it for. his certaine Ruine,. 
if at lealt Hannivall redoubld his afſiduiry tos 
wards me, and whatſoever ny viage' were, .

niz'd above aquarter of a yeare before, than 
with horrid skreeks they fledd our of the 
Roome. Hanniball was notdifpleas'd at their 
avlcnce, and Perolla{ who till then thought 
he was drawne outof a Prifon to end his Lite) 
began now to feare a more tranſcendent miſ- 
forcune , for being ignorant of his owne (up- 
polcd Death, the {add poſture he found my 
Women in, and thoſe ſtrange cxtravagan= 
cyes of an made him attribute the ficſt to 

my Death , and the laſt co their Charity, for 
| that horcor they knew would invade him, ar 
his ſeeing me Dead ; which abſolutly he was 
confirm'd in, by my not ( at fo great a Cla- 
mour) lookeing oar to diſcover 'or enquire 
the cauſe of it, and he furcher beleiv'd, that 
his Tyrant had only brought him hither, to 
inew him fo melancholly a {pectacle ', a SE 
Revenge. for being his Ryvall both in Low 
and Glory. Bur thcn on the other fide , he 
could hardly beleive the Carthaginian durſt 
ſw him fo inrageing an object, and ruſt 

21m ynty'd to att his reſentments* Whilſt the 
” poors - 
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oore Perolla was in this laborynth, he was 
lead ont of it by Hanniballs opening my Cur. 
tensa litle , and telling me; See Madam, my 
power and my infelicity , that can pertorme 
Miracles for others, & not for my leite, thar 
Can raiſe the Dead to bring yon to. Life , and 
perhaps my (clfe ro,Death , that can doe all 
things indeede but what 1 molt defire : here 
faire Izadora (he continu'd) drawing Perolla 
towards me) drye'up your 1 cares, which elle 
may hinder you from t{ecing your happineſſe, 
and remember he which to fave your litc has 
rLnn ſo hazardonsa courſe to his owne , me- 
rits( at leaſt) that you .never. give your lclte 
£0 another, if you will. not beſtow your ſelte 
on him. Theſe ſtrange words,6& the al-ſtrange 
noyſe which ſomwhat preceded them , made 
me turne about to ynderſtand their meaning, 
but o Gods !, what was my. ſurprize when [ 
{awe Perolla jn this world: who I was make- 
ing ſuch hafte co fande.ont in the other ? truly 
*rwas ſo tranſcendent, thar | fell into a deepe 
{woond, and thereby thoſe powres which have 
ever tookedelight roatilict me,continu'd that 
practice, for whillt I beleiv'd Perolla dead, 
zhey kept me alive, and npw they ſhew'd him 
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ne alive,thy lung me into a (eemeing Death, 
hich too had like to have caus'd a reall one 
'n my generous Freind; but Hanniball,whoſe- 
conccarne for me was notlo great as his , per= 
mitted his care to be greater, who rann our to- 
call my. women to my aſſi:tance, & ro whome 
he was conitraind co make many oathes, 
thatit was really Perolla and not his Gholt, 
before he could perſwade them to come into 
me; But Callione, che cheifeſt of them, both 
in hir extraction and my eſteeme , knew lo 
well the intereſt I had in Perolla, that whilſt 
others rooke up theiremployment about me, 
ſhee made him the object of hirs; and was fo 
ynhappily ſacceſlefull in ic, that (hee bronghe 
him out of his fainting before | was recover'd 
of mine, which raisd in him ſo high deſpaire, 
that had not all thofe-which were preſent aſ- 
ſur'd him my diſeaſe and his were of the ſame 
quallity, and that only mine meeting with a 
body diſabVd by a deepe ficknes., was the 
cauſe of its longer continuance, I beleive he 
would have acted ſome ſuch violence on him=« 
ſelfe » as had made my recovery my higheſt 
misfortune; but at length , about an hower 
after , by the helpe of ſtrong Cordialls my 
2 : {woonding : 
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ſwoonding abandon'd me, and Ino {ooner 
open'd my Eyes than the firit objects they 
ſaw, were Hanniball and Peroljla, who were 
both kneeling by my beds ſtde, bur the joy 
of b:holdins the latter, made me neither con- 
fider nor caze how much the expreſijons of it 
would oft:nd the former ; to confirme this 
truth, 1told the other; Are the Gods then fo 
juſt ( Perolla ) as roreward by this fight the 
fidelity of my Eyes, which aÞhor'd all objetts 
bur you, and waich having loſt you , haye 
endeayourd to weepe themicives out, as vic- 
leſle things; or elſe 3s it an illufion-and a 
mockery of Fate, Þy makeing me{ in reſent- 
ing the joy of your Reſurrection ) the more 
exaQtlylenhible of your reall Death, Tell me 
[ conjure you, which of them 'cis ? for if it be 
the latter, I will deceive hir cruelty, and con- 
vert what {lice jntends for one, intoa ſum- 

100s to foilow you, which I thanke the Gods 
my weaknetle { for you ſuppofed or reall 
Death ) makes me asable, as my paſſion will- 
ing toperforme, Madam ( he reply'd) kiſſing 
my hands, 1am really alive, but *cis only 
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dr the perſecutions] have raisd you in being 
alive, and thoſe affli&tions | have caſt you in- 
to, in nor being thought ſo by you, but | 
muſt be ſtracke with a greife as. great as my 
Flame, & perpetually deplore an experiment 
which convinces me, that both my Lite and 
my Death muſt be a trouble to you. All this 
lheard Perolla ſpeake, yet | was ſo overjoy'd 
at his firſt words , which were an aſſurance of 
what only defir'd, that not anſwering his 
laſt, Irais'd my ſelfe-ap the beit I could and 
embraceing him that ſpoke them , I did that 
which on any other occaſion , & inthar poſ- 
ture, | ſhonld not have perform'd.; but the 
ſubject of my (atisfaCtion was ſo legittimare , 
that I could-not ſuppreſle any extravagancy-it 
produc'd. Itis trne Madam (ſaid Perolla, in- 
tcrrupting his faire Miſtris ) your joy was ob- 
ligeing ro Hanniball aſwell as ro me, for in 
your acting it( as he afterwards confeſt ro 
Oriſtes)he diſcover'd Beautyes which he pro- 
t:ſted ſufficiently pay'd his Charity in prc- 
lerveing your Lite. 1zadora at theſe words, 
was all cover'd with bluſhes, and hir Servane. 
perceiveing it{to repaire hir diſorder] told hir: 


But Madam, as it. was but juſt chat Hanniball 
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ſhould receive a rewardfor his care, fo it was 
as jult his Eyes ſhould receive the pnniſh- 
meac of their preſumption , which were both 
pcrtorm'd, for as their (ceing thoſe perfeRi- 
ons eftected the former, ſo his {(ecing the litle 
{hare He had in them, did the latter, 1z4- 
dora ' ſaid Symander )) was fo-contus'd in the 
remembrance of theile perticulcrs, that with- 


Ot rakeing notice of Perollas words, (hee 


made halte to paſle.over the ſubject of them, 
by thus reaflumeing hir relation. Hanniball. 
was ſo inrag'd,thatin my joy | had forgott my 
gratitude to hirn which furniſh me with the 


Cauſe of it,that riſeing up he told me. [s then 
 allthe Reward ( Madam) you give my Love, 
bur ademonſtration that you have given all 
yours to my Ryyvall, and is your Flame fo 
great, that you cannot conceale it when the 
diſcloſure is both vawiſe and vngratefull? ah 
Izadora/how much doe you rely onthe power 
you have over me, when you care not to of- 
tend mine by ſo ſenſible a provocation? 
Theſe: words drew me from: that employ- 
menr my excellc of jÞy had enguadg'd mean, 
and findeing the Carthaginian was as juſtin 
his repoaches , as I cſteem'd 1 was in what 
oo TEES. -—----: can 
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cans'd them, I thought fict to: tell him. You . 
doe place (o1r) a wrong conſtruction on my 
ations, lince char which you rearme my in- 
gratitude,1s rather an cfte&t of my confidence 
in your virtne; for did ] thinke you a Ty- 
rant, I would not adda Provocation to the 
power of your Revenge, burknowing you to 
be juſt , I dare even in your preſence maviteit 
2 Flame , whoſe virtne renders me confident 
rather of your protettion, than reſentments. 
Ah Madam (faid' Hanniball) why doc you 
make me jult, ro make me miſcrable ? andif 
what have ſeene you att be in reliance on 
my virtae , I beſeech you aſcribe none vato 
me,for mine will then be my puniſhment, 8& 
make me rather implore the Gods to take 
from me thaelitle I poſſeſle, than to ler it thus 
rorment me, Wee were in diſcourſes of this 
quality , when Blacius being inform'd of 
Hanniballs viſit { and of Perollas RefurreQi- 
on)came into my Chamber; wherein tearmes 
as ſharpe as the remembrance of the Cartha- 
2inians Power permitted him to vie , he 
marmur'd at his bringing his mortall Enc- 
my into his houſe, and-reſtoreing bis Daugh- 
ter to a certainty of his being alive: And 
SA though 
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though Hanniball repreſented , that that was 
the only way to Continue me ſo; yet my Fa- 
ther never leflcn'd his repineing , bur added 
thar fince | was of ſo degenerate a diſpolition, 
he had rather . have Ilolt chan preſerv/d.me 
at ſo high a rate. : then he beſought Han- 
nivall co permitt him to make vlc of his pater- 
nall, and domeitick power, over his Daugh- 
ter, andin his owne houſe; which the Car 
rhaginian granted, that wee might be ſcpa-- 
rated & yernot derive that. misfortune from 
him ; bur chough it was not immediatly his 
actc, yet it was.an. effec of. his permiſſion, 
which I fo reſented, that ſeeing my Father 
goeing to {end out Perolla with ſomewhat a 
lefle Civility than Texpected, I made balteto- 
tell him ; Since ( generous Perolla ) I know 
not whether wee ſhall ever meete againe, [ 
elteeme it hte ro give you an aſlurance betors 
ſuch memorable wittneiles, that the Gods 
ſhalj be mine, 1 will never be any's but yours, 
that nothing bar Death (hall diſſolve thisen- 
guadyment, & it yours happen before mine, 
] will by the helpe of my greife, or my relolus 
tion , immediacly follow you, Perolla at this 
_ protelſion rura'd about ( though Blacins was 
Eo oo i © - leading 
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ſeading him forth) and told me, And 1 Mae 
dam , doe beſeech the ſame Gods if ever I 
cherriſh my Lite bat for your ſake, if ever [ 
decline my Paſlion, or if ever | ſarvine your 
lolſea minuce afrer | knowit, to make me 
the object of their fury, and r6 throwe onn 
mcasmany miſeries, as they have beitow'd 
crteEtions on the taire [zadora. This profe(- 
fon I madehim alwellto reward his Flame,as 
to take from Blacius all the hopes of change- 
ing mine ,as allo to pumiih Hanniball tor 
giveing my Father a power which he deny'd 
him in all things bur-to corment me; & eruly 
the Carthaginian was in ſuch a rape ar this 
jalt aad mutuallinguadgement, that he come 
mandedſome of his Guards { which waited at 
the Dore) to take Perolla and keepe him as 
their Lives, 'till his pleaſure were knowne, 
Then comeing tro my Bedds fide,he told me; 
Ice Madam that you trample on the good- 
n:!{e of my diſpoſicion , and thar you beleive 
becauſe | have nor, that I dare: not revenge 
my {cIfe on my Ryvail; but know, if you per- 
{evere 1n that beleife, 1 will covince you of the 
contrary by ſo blooddy an experiment, that 
you will finde I am capable of as high a pro- 
RE RT 
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portion of Revenge, as Love, and that by not 
rewarding the latter, you will neceſlitate me 
co act the former, He had no ſooner done 
fpeakeing, than withour ſaying for a reply 
he {cftme, and at Onites importnnat intrea- 
tics he commirced Perolla to his charge, with 
horrid vowes, that he ſhould anſwer tor him 
with his Lite; to which condition the. Tray. 
tor condiſcended ; and having receiyd his 
Charge, he brought him to his houſe, lod'gd 
him in a Chamber with grau«d-windowes, & 
plac'dat thecomeing in to it,a ſtrong Guard 
of Aﬀricans which Hanniball furnzſhr him 
with , whoe everyday viſited me , and as his 
diſcourſe , fo his reception was; fometymes 
returning with hopes, for | confider'd Pcrol- 
la was in his power ; ſometymes without any, 
leaſt he might thinke him his only obſtacle, 
and ſo remove him. But ] omitted to tell you, 
that the certajaty of my generous Freinds bee 
ing alive, made me court aſmuch my recove- 
Ty , as formerly [had my Death, and with my 
. health, my litle { & vnfortunate ) Beanty bc- 
ingreturn'd, it jncreaſt ſo much the Cartha- 
ginians Fire, that vnder the pretence of the 
grearneſle of it,one Evening he became lo in- 
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diſcreet, that 1 was not capable any longer ta 
diſſemble, bat gave him (o juſt and ſharpe a 
reprehenſion,thatin the fury it produc, ups 
on his returne to his owne houſe, he ſent for 
Oriſtes, and lead him 1nto his owne Bedd- 
Charaber, where having ſhurt the Dore, he 
2cquainced chat Trayor, that he was able no 
longer to containe his rclentments, & that he 
could not beare two ſuch powerfull paſſions, 

as Revenge & Love. The talle Oriftes,readily 
lay'd hold of che motis, & to farisfy his owne 

Revenge on Perolla ( whom he highly appre- 
hended fo husbanded Hanmbails tury , that 
heinclin'd him ar laſt really ro make away his 
Ryvall, concludeing that his reſpect had bin 
zoo-loag his rorment , that it was but juſt ra 
take away ſo conſiderable an Enemy both to 
him and co Carthage , & that if he could not 
thereby obtaine his deſires , yer he ſhould his © 
Revenge. ThisReſolve being allam'd, Orif-. 

zesas he had procur'd Perollas Death, fo he 
offer'd himſelfe to at it, & propounded for 
:har performance to give him a lingering 
Poyſon , which ſhould be fo flowe in operati= 
2n, that the World ſhould rather beleive he 
dy'd by his owne mclancholly, than by Han- 
= _L as 
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niballs reſentments. This the Carthaginian 
having appron'd, he and Oriſtes {cparated 
themſelves, the former to make ſome pubs 
lique diſpatches, and the latter: with adeligne 
nitancly roexecute the relultof that meet- 
ing. But the Gods which detelted ſo daike a 
Sinn, prevented it by a way as ſtrange as was 
the intended defigne it (cite , For the Gallant 
Mabarball, Generali of the Carthaginian 
Hotle, who all che preceedent N1ghte, had 
bin putting things 1n a poliure for the Ar- 
myes Martch,..came to Hann:balls houſe, 
that ſelfcſame Evening '& tyme in which he 
was viſiting me, where learning that his Ge- 
ncrall was in an Employment which com- 
monly was of ro {mall continuance , and be- 
ing fomwhat. flcepie , flung, himſelfe upon 
Ranniballs Bedd, which was not firange be- 
cauſe of that grear- familiarity that was all- 
wayes betwizt them, where he fleprt'till the 
Carthaginians and Oriſtes comeing in did 
wake him, & before that he had tyme to riſe, 
they had lockt the Dore , and begun this 
horrid conſultatio. Maharball, whoſe Genius 
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periment he found had bin alreaddy fo dif- 


rructiue tothe Carthaginian Comon- wealth; 
This made him liſten atrenrively in hope to 
diſcover ſome of chole contrivances which 
Hanniball keprtſo private , and which by his 
knowledge of them , mighcfarni(h him with 
a meanes to weane him from a Paſlion he (0 
much underualu'd & derclted ; bur ac length 
hearcing lo black a reſolue, he derermin'd to 
revent what he condemn'd , but did nor 
thinke the belt way to effect ic was to diſcover 
what he knew, which -he belciy'd would ra- 
ther make his Generall aſham'd , than peni- 
tent; therefore as-ſoone as he & Oriſtes were 
gone, he him(clfe retir'd. ro his owne houſe, 
and not knowing how ſoone that Trayror 
would execate his reſolution, he immediatly 
calld for one of his owne Liveries, which be- 
ing brought him, and haveing enjoyn'd the 
bringer of it an inuiolable ſecrecy ; he wenr 
1mmediatly ( as his cuſtome was } to viſt 
Perolla, being attended by ſome Twenty of 
his Domeiticks all in one Livery, ( as is the 
Carthaginian faſhion ) where findeing Pe- 
rolla alone, he generouſly acquainred him 
with his danger, and preſenting him with his 
| Livery, 
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Livery, advis'd him to putt it onn, and this - 
gocing out to ſhuttle himſelfe amongſt his 
Servants, which none of the Guards durlt cx- 
amine or would, ſuſpect. For this tranſcen. 
dent favour Perolia. made him as Many re- 
rurnes as bis. Gratitude could inſpire him 
withall, and the tymec permirt; and indeed he 
was {0 eloquent i in his recribuvons, that nor 
only Mabarball inguadg*d himſelfe. to: ace 
quaiat me with his eſcape, but alfo to make 
Oriltes receive. from. Hanniball himſelfc,the - 
puniſhmentof his:Freachery & wickedneſle, . 
Immediatly therefore (as ſoene as Perolla was 
dreſt) Maljarball {whoſe Servants attended. 
him ar the Dore;went out of Perolla's Cham | 
ber , and amongſt the reſt was lighted-downe 
by him, whono ſooner gott out of Oriltes 
houſe ( who all this while was at a P hifitians 
prepareing his facall Poyſon ) than. with the 
helpe of the Word Maharball-gave.him, he 
gott too ont of the Samaite Gare ; & his ge- | 
ner otis deliverer not only. by a vilit next day 
aflur'd me of his eſcape, bur. alſo fo incenlt 
Hanniball againſt Oriſtes at ie, (whole jealou- 
fe of his c6nivance at his flizhe, heſo increalt 


Sy puting him in Mine of his preſſing im- 
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portanities to have him his Priſoner, that in 
the height of that Rage, he gave order to putr 
Oriſtes to death, which-be knowing was boch 
yaavoydable & jult, as being an effcet of that 
cotract which had patit beewixt Hanniball & 
him when Pcrolla was comitted to his-charge, 
to disburthen his Conſcience, he {ent me pri- 

yately in-writeing a-large relation of all choſe 
perticulers which 1 was ignorant of, & then 
recein'd the ſtroake of Death in his owne 
Chamber , by his Command ; for whome he 
had ſo wickedly employ'd his Life, Twas in 
this forte that ' Perolla *fcapt-a Treachery 
which 611'd him withfo legittimate and high 
areſenrment zgainſt him which had ar leaſt a- 
lowed it,that from thar ryme he cocracted an 
implacable averſion for him , & -refola'd the 
fiſt Batrell che Romans fought, to tye him- 
kife ſo perticalarly ro Hanniball , chat no» 
thing but his owne-Death-lhould prevent his 
Ryvalls. In order to this determination , he 
went diretly ro Marcellus, from whoſe ac- 
tive courage he expetedan carlyer opportits 
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Marcetlas reccin'd at Perolia's arrivall, you 
may infome degree immagin it by his laying 
he cltceny'd his ſingle Courage , and con- 
 dvQ, agreater reinforcement to his Army, 
than the addition of the belt Roman Legion, 
and he was confident Hanniball valu'd itat 
no leſle arate. After theſe Civilities;the Cons. 
ſall offer'd him any preferrmentin his Army, 
and conjar'd him not to decline the Com: 
mand of Generall of his Horſe, ( which then 
was Vacant by the death of Marcus Aulius) 
but my generous freind , who was. more. 
ambitious of revenge than preferrment, & 
who ſuſpected that office would confine him 
. 2O ACcTtaine Duty, and thereby fraſtrate his 
dcligne upon Haaniball , abſolutely declin'd 
Marcellus ofter , by allurejng him , that he 
had detter proportion'd his ambition to his 
deſert, and confequenely defird no greater 
honor than to ſerve vnder him as a Volun- 
tcer, The Conſull was extreamely greiud at 
chis refuſall,, for he would gladly have bound 
to him a Perſon he juſtly admir'd , but yer he 
vid Perolla with the ſame reſpe&t as if he. had 
taken fo conſiderable an employment; forin 
all artcmpts , and in all Counkclls , he w__ 
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Joe nothing withont his advice & aſſiſtance, 
and if in thingsof action he was aboundantly 
fatisfyed with his Courage, in thoſe of cone 
ſell he was no leſle with his judgement. Bat 
Hanniball ( whoſe rage at Perolla's eſcape 
js fitter for immaginacion than diſcription } 
heareing that he had retir'd himſelfe into 
Marcellus Army , imimediatly putt his in a 
palture to attempt the ruine of his publique 
and perticuler Enemy; but before he quitted 
Salapiazhe came to viſit me, & perceiveing my 
joy ici my Face, it inflam'd histo ſuch a des» 
 gree, that for agood while his choller was 
valeagible in any cling clic; burat length he 
told me, Madam, 1 ice with what ſatisfaction 
you conſider my-trouble, & that my Miſery 
3s the ſubject of your contcatment,but I hope 
my Patience at it will ialtcuc&t yoars,or at lcaſt 
induce you not to condemae in another what 
you practice your ſelte , For know | am goes 
iag to Sacrifice a perſon which my reſpect 8 
your teares hinder'd me hitherto from per-= 
tormeing , & which by his flight you thinke 
haseſcapt for ever; buc you thall ade, if my 
amvitio only inſpir'd me wich a reſolucis that 
aasncere ſubyerted the Roman Empire; my

Me, than it, 
Their Commander was-one of his tinltieſt 
Capraines, who he-inviolably proteſted ſhould 
anſwer fo: me in Forments and Death. This 
Tyrant was no {ooner ona his: martch , than 
ſome of my Servants having inform'd Blaci- 
usl was fallen into {ach abundant weepings, 
that valeſſe they were ttoppt , they might ex- 
tiaguiih ny Life , His goodnefle for a while 
ſupprefſing his averſion, he came to viſit me, 
and being acquainted with thoſe threatnings 
the Carchaginian had made againſt my Cha- 
Rity, he only rold me, that he would prevent . 
ornotlee my wroags. I knew not what inter- 
preration -- 
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pretation to give that profeſſion , *rill nor 
long while atter, I heard one Night a hor- 
ridnoyſec ia all che Rrectes, & the next morn- 
ing ſaw them paved with the dead Qarkeilcs 
of Hanniballs Garriſon ; my Father then 
comsing againe toſce me, all hidious with 
blood , atlur'd me that Hanniball now 
might threaten,but had nor the power to act 
his1mpiety ,and that he expected , ſince for 
my preſervation he had vodcrtaken (lo greata 
hazard , that my duty would be re{embling 
his care, I too- well knew thoſe words related 
co my Paſſion for Perol'a, which tinee theme 
poſlibilicy of declineing was as great as the 
10juſtice; | thonghe, that as my'fil-nce was the 
beſt way of exprefling my-rcfentments for his 
affection , ſoit was che civilcit of aſfureing 
him of my legitimate diſobedience: I know 
not whether he imparted it to my Telpe, 
or my wilfullnetle , for he went away with- 
oat ſpeakeing one word-, which might be 
as pertinently attribured to his latistaQion 
as his Anger. Fowre dayes after the Senate 
ſentalolemne Embaily to him to congratu- 
. Jace his ſacceſſe, & to furniſhhim with a Gar, 
riſon to (ccure ic, Though this ſoone came 
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to Hanniballs knowledge; yer he was neceſſi- 
raced by the Pretor Cneius Fulvius beſedge- 
ing the Citty of Herdonea coſulpend a while 
his deſigne npon Marcellns and Perolla; bur 
_ to appeaſe ſo many Lybian Ghoſts as were 
Aſtin Salapia, and perhapps the loſle of 1za- 
dora had ſome (hare in that Fury ,; he offter'd 
the vnfortanate Prexcor Batteil , whoſe cou- 
rage being greater than his judgement acceps 
ted it, and by that fault was render'd vncapa- 
bleof ever commiting any other, being killd 
with Twelue of his Tribunes, and the moſt 
of his Army. That vahappy Playne neere 
Herdonea provd an vofortunat Theater for 
the Fulvins's , two of chemin one yeare, both 
Prztors and both Generallsreceiv'd the ſame 
Fare in the ſame Place by the Carthaginianz 
who rais'd by this acceſſion of Glory, martchr 
diretly ro Vennſia , where Marcellus and 
Criſpinus were joyn'd, the better to oppoſe 
their common: Enemy, Bur becanſe I have 
not vadertaken Hanniballs but Perolla's Sto- 
ry, I will paſte over all thoſe memorable ac- 
cidents which happen'dchat ative Summer 
by telling you that Hanniball knowing Aſ- 
druball his Brother ( aſwell-in Glory as in 
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Blood) had croſt France and was:comeingto 
him with acere 100000. Men, as a Torrent 
to throwe-downe all oppolition , declyn'd a 

Bartell chough often provoak dto it by Mars 
ccllas, who being not i2norant of the dans 
ger of two ſuch Men & Armyes joyneing, 
thonght himfelic allwayes too-tarre from his 
Enemye it not fighting with him , reſoly'd 
ro remove his Campe toa Hill cover'd with 
W ood, which lay betwixt his and Hanniballs, 
and nor {aſpecting his Fate, cooke Cripinus | 
(his fellow-Conlull ) with him, with 200, Hes - 
trarian horſe for their Guard and went to 
viewe the commodioulneſle of rhe place , 
where (alas) there lay in ambuſh above 1500. 
Numidian horle , who invironing thoſe vn+ 
fortunate Generally: , Charged them with fo 
much fary that all thoſe talſe or tymerous 
Hetrurians, fledd and left the Two Conlulls 
no hope, but by a glarious Death to juſtify 
how vnworthy they were of fo privat 4 one, 
and that Rome without loſcing a Bartell, | 
might reſentas higha Greife as ſuch a loſle 

coald inſpire, Perolla { as the Gods would 
haveit } had bin that Night upon a Party, & 


Was not return 'd when the Conluils went tO 
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performeſo fatall a curioſity; but he was no 
ſooner come into-his Tent, than the Allarme 
of their danger was given by a rymerous Hee 
trurian , which Perolla vaderſtanding rooke 
the firtt horſe he metre with, 8: rann full ſpeed 
tothe Theater where this Tragedy Was 2Cte 
ing, and where the firſt abject he ſawe was a 
Nacwidies Ofiicer , that comeing behinde 
| Marcellus , ran that great Man thorough 
with his Launce; bur though my generous 
Freind could not prevent, yet he reveng'd his 
Death , & by a furious blowe ſent that Aﬀei- 
can into the other world, to ſee how great his 
virtues were, whome he had fo rreacheroully 
kill'd in this. Perolla having thus Sacrific'd 
his Generalls Martherer co his Manes, he 
reſcued firſt che young Marcellus (his Sonne) 
& then perceiveing that Criſpinus was peirc'e 
with two Darts, and thereby render'd vnca- 
pable any longer to defend himſelfte,he aban- 
don'd his owne horſe, and yaalcing up be=- 
hinde the Conſulls, vpheld his tottering bo- 
dy with one Arme, and with the other forc'd 
his paſſage chrough too, Numidian-Swords; 
and brought him into the Roman Campe , 
vhere their feares had fo farre clonded 
Y 2 their 
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their Indgements , that they only rememy 
ber'd , but did not releive their Conſulls dans 
ger. Never Rome had atonce a reſembling 
misfortune, and never was that Empire ina 
worſe condition to ſuitaine it , and though 
Hanniball was more fatisfycd at Marcellus 
Death , than he could have bin at the cuting 
In peices of the Roman Army without it, yet 
he was ſo generous as to be content with the 
joy , withoat giveingany open.demonſirati- 
onot-it: For he firtt wept the tall of ſo-emi- 
near a perſon, then, 1n. a military pompe | 
burn'this body, and having pur the Alhes + 
inatilver Vrne, and on it a Crowne of Gold; 
he ſent it in great. Stare with a condolcing 
Lecter to the young Marcellus , & executed 
ſome Numidians for Offering (by the wayto - 
robb Marcellus Reliques of a Crowne which 
his noble Life and valiant Death fo juſtly mc- - 
ritted. Spartacus. was extreamly ſatisfycd to 
obſerve that 1zadora's reſentments did: not 
filence hir juſtice, and that though ſhee were 
an Enemy to Hanniball, yetthat ihee was not 
{o.co his Fame& vircue, But{ſhce continu d) 
thongh Criſpinus was mortally wounded, yet 
CORTE PEERS 242 95 greae-2637 18 
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had bin to live and enjoy the effects of it. As 
an cvinccment of this Truth he ſent certaine 
Spyes into the Aﬀerican Campe to lcarne 
what-advantage the Enemy propounded to 
hunſelfe by his fucceſle; thele perform'd their 
employment ſo happily, that they bronghe 
the Confall word , that Hanniball having an 
vnextinguiſhable deſire to be reveng'd on 
the Salapians, and having too, by the poſle(- 
fon of Marcellns Seale., which with his bo# 
dy remain'd in the Victors Power, found an 
expedient to cffe@ it; He had ſenc falſe Ler- 
ters with the true Signetr ro Blacius, in thE 
dead Conſulls name, to let him knowe thar 
that Night he would come toSalapia, & com- 
manded all the Garrifonto be in Armes with- 
out the Samnite- Gate, for ſome exployte he 
Intended ro employ them in. Criſpinus no 
fooner recciu'd this Jntelligence than he ſence 
for Perolla ro communicate it to him, and 
knowing thoſe concearnes he had for the 
preſervation of this place, gave-him Come« 
million ro command the Garriſon , till Han» 
niball had loſt the hopes of takeing it. Perol- 
ladeclin'd it becauſeBJacius was Governour, 
eur the Conſall cold him, that it was not to 
DO EEE - --------_ 
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intrench on my Fathers anthority , but wo 
ſtrengthen him in it; for he was confidenr 
Hannibalis atſaulc would be ſo vigorous, that 
Blacius could not but thinke fo powerfull 
an aſliftant a bleſſing rather than an af- 
front, & that he was no true Freind to Rome, 
if fora Temporary ſuſpenſion of his Poyer, 
he hazarded fo important a place. Perolla 
findeing Crifpinus was vaaltcrable ,-.tooke 
horſe, and with that ſpeed which. Love and 
Revenge inſpires came to Salapla, where he 
{oone found the Truth of the Conſulls Intel- 
ligence, and that all the Garriſon were dray- 
ng one of the Samnite-Gate , which wasthe 
 Oppoſice one to that which Hanniball-inten- 
ded toenter at, and though by his anthority 
he might have hinder'd the Souldiers martch; 
yet he boare fo preat a reſpect to Blacius, 
that he declin'd it, and rather eleed to ha- 
'Zard the ruine of Salapia by not ſRopping 
them, then prevent it by intrenching on the 
{cemeing right my Father had, who { he was 
inform'd ) was at his owne houſe, where he 
lighted, and comeing in, found him with 
ſome of his intimate Freinds ( and his vofor- 
tznate Davghter ) diſcourleing what nigh 
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he the ſabje&t of Marcellas deſigne. Bat 6 
Gods! what was my aſtoniſhment ac the ſighe 
of Perolla? truely it was ſo tran(cending, that 
] obſera'd neither Blacius's nor his, but the 
'arters being a litle ſuppreſt, he addreſt him- 
ſelte to my Father, acquainted him with the 
farall News, the Cauſe of his comeing, and 
then prefeated him his Commilſion , which 
whillt Blacias was viewing , Perolla & I were 
docing the like to cach other , for wee dart 
not expreſle our Thoughts butby our Eyes; 
yet that ſilentlangnadge was as ſignificant 8 
legible as Perolla's Commiſſion , which Bla- 
cius had noſooner read, than he whole it was 
told him, Sir the Conſull (hall beare me wite- 
neſſe,, that I declin'd this Authority when 
"was offer'd me, and all Salapia ſhall doe the: 
like now | have recein'd it, andif I expect to 
derive any- advantage from it, *tis only to 
ſhew yon,that I elteeme ita greater juſtice to 
obey than Comand you; thereupon without 
Raying for Blacins anſwer,in all our ſights he 
tore hisCG miſſion In peeces, I canor tell you 
how great an influence this generofiity had 
on all of as;But my Father(who a good while 
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preſent Cauſe for ſuppreſſing it )told Peroll;, 

Your generolity is not only greater than{ 

could expect, but than I could defire from an 

Enemy, and you had. moreobliged me, in 

vicing your authority, than in thus decline» 
0g it; but though you eſteeme it jult that] 

ſhould Command in my owne Goyernment, 

yet ſince the Conlull does not, I am rather 

inclind to conforme my {c}ic ro his opinion 
than yours, Alas (Sir reply d Perolia.) muſt [ 

be {till fo milerable,as to beare a Name which 
I have no tile to? and. which I deteſt ; & will 
you attribute that to your Place-which I pay 

to you? NonoSir all the. World ſhall be $4- 
lapia to me, and the Senate cannot give you 
ſo abſolute a power over meas my-inclipatio 

docs, Youare more. Civill.to me; {aid Blacius) 
than the Conſullis ; & 1 thinke 'tis my Fate 

to be gblig'd where Idefire it nor, and to be 
igjur'd where Iexpect the contrary;but ſince 
you are refoln'd not tocommand in Cheite, 
Lwill immicace your example; ler us therfore 
divide ourſelves , and the Garriſon , & cach 
of u5 cake his halfe of Salapia to.defend.l had. 
rather (Perolla reply'd) be neere your perſon, 
'tÞat you might fee_with how little feare( to' 
OE 0 woafery 
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picſerve your Life) I will expoſe miac owne, 
which I rake the Gods to witneſle is not dear- 
erto Me upon any ſcore ; than out of a be 
kife that 1t may be-ſerviceable to you. To 
convince you ( Said Blacius)that the teareing 
of your Commiſſion has not taken away it's 
power , you {hall ( as an effect of it ) chooſe 
where, & how you will tighc; bur if my ho- 
nor were not now enguadg'd'to defend this 
Place, the Romans ſhould: knowe that the 
ſame inſtant in which they thought me vaſice 
w comraand Salapia, that I efteem'd my ſelfe 
ſo, to live in it. If the Romans {anſ{wer'd Pe- 
rolla )are ſo vnjuſt ro chemſclves, and you, as 
to thignke you vnworthy to governe what you 
ſo generoul]y have conquer'd, I ſhall chinke 
them ſo of my (crvice, and will embrace your 
ntereſtwich fo juſt a paſſion, thatifthe Senate 
lend any to vſurpe upon -your vallours con- 
queſt, | will oppoſe: eyery Roman, as if he 
werea Hanniball, andeither preſerve you in 
your Command , or not live toſee you outot 
t, Come ( ſaid Blacius , wichour ſeemeing to 
heare this laſt Civility ) let us goc,, and make 
Hanniball knowe , that at Salapia he ſhall 
Hbaye.as litle. progreſle in glory, -as in Love. 

- X Blacius 
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Blacius had noſooner (aid chefs words, than 
he went away , & Perolla( who durit vor bu 
accompany him ) was neceſlicated to ſignify 
his diſcontene for not dareing to ſpeake to me 
by adeepe ſigh, which was the Languadgetoq 
I expreit mine in; but afloone as my Father 
was inform'd that all the Garriſon was with» 
out the Samnite-Gate, & that though Perol- 
la had mett them, yet he had ſo dangeroally 
declyaed makeing uſe of his authority, he 
trn'd adouttoa familiar Freind of his, avd. 
rold him loftly ; [ feare Pacuvius Sonne will 
torce me ro be an Enemy to virae, if I prove 
any longer ſo to him. I need not tell you alt 
the preparartives that were made to xeceive 
Hanaiball, who about an hower before day, 
came tothe Brutian-Gate( which was Blaci- 
us and Perolla's Poſt) where the Forlorne- 
Hope of his Army, confilting of ſix hundred 
Runnagate Romans ( the better to diſguiſe 
the buſiaclle) were admitted into the Gate; 
and ſome zo00 Carthaginian horſe after 
them , who were all no ſooner enter'd,. than 
toc Percullis was ler downe, &. my Father 
with Forop a —— out of choſc Houſes, 
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gave the Enemy fo briske and vnexpected a 
-Charge, that above halfe of chem were cutt 
in peeces , before the reſidue conld pat them 
ſclycs1n a poſture codiſpute their owne Lives, 
or revenge their Companions Deaths. I will 
not amule my ſelfe to tell you the perticulers 
of this action , 'tis ſuftcientiyou knowe thar 
Craltinus who Commanded the revolted 
Romans, knew his Crime was vncapable of 
Mercy , and therefore refolv d to render his 
Death famous enongh to excuſe the faults of 
his Life: This made him conjure his Compa= 
nions ſo generonlly to difpate the buſineſle,, 
asto make the Salapiansnever mention their 
deteare bar in as many Teares , as it they 
themſelves had dy'd what they were bornee 
This Traytor acted without his Companions 
what hedeftr'd of thera, by killing with his 
owne hand, five of the molt conliderable Sa- 
lapians, & then by affaulting Blacius, where 
Fortune ſeconding Craltinns deſpaire, he had 
certainly ended my Fathers Life, had not 
Perolla preſerv'd it by puting a period to that 
Traytors ; buc yet Blacius receiv'd ſo deepe 
a wound , that faincing, he was carryed by 
Perotla, & his other Freinds, unto his owns 

houſe 
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Houſe, where , leſt he might chinke the gene-- 
Tous Peroila would take any advantage of vi. 
fiting me, (by his weakeneile) he unmedatly 
withdrew himſelte.co the. Brutian Gate , and 
there found the Combare.rcnu'd by a Carthz 
ginian Comander, who perform'dexployts. 
as farre above belcife,, as deſcription; This 
Enemy Perolla had the Honor ſingly to fight 
with, for moſt of the Garriſon were ſearchin 
thoſe houſes where. any. of Hanniballs Soul- 
dicrs had taken ſanctuary, and others tooke 
npon them the. ſame .employment-, that it 
might be thought the following the executi- 
on { & not their feare ) hinder'd their aſlault- 
ing ſovaliant an Enemy , who. by this tyme 
Had ſo over-harras'd himſelfe , that Peroll; 
who had more inclination to preſervethan 
dcltroy ſo admirable a vallor, rooke occafion 
{by hearcinga diviſion of Horſe come tramp- 
ting up.the Street). to offer. him Quarter;tor 
he thought his Enemy was too- gallant tofer 
11gne his liberty ro a fingle Sword, haveing 
3till his owne in. his hand ro diſpure 3t;neither 
was he deceiv'd in his conjecture,for the other 
was ſo farre from liſtening to a ſurrender , of 
Þciog terrified at char Troope which. va

comeing towards him, that he reply'd ; who= 
ſacver thon art , that to give me a good opini= 
on of thy Civility , aſfurtt me thou haſt an4ll 
one of my courage, know, that | ſhalbe moxe 
pleas'd ro receive Drarh,than latety from my 
Eenemyes; and have more caule to be joy'd 
than troubl'd at this Allittance which 1s necre 
thee, for ] would not have Maharbail curtt 
with ſo loeaPate as to fall by one Lncmy, 
which the arrivall of fo many will l hope pre- 
vent. Oh Gods ! {ſaid Perolla extremly ſure 
prizd) are you then the-gencrous Maharball. 
lam what I told thee (he reply*d) bur leſt my 
beinglo ill accompany'd- might induce thee 
to ſuſpect the contrary, or that by nameing 
my ſelfe thon ſhouldlt. thinke I intende my 
preſervatioa ; [ will by a generons death hin- 
der thee from juſtly afſumeing.that thonghe; - 
but whilſt thoſe I elect. for my. Executioners 
arc comeing, ler me knowe ( I beſeech thee ) 
who thou art that giw'ſt me ſo. advanta- 
gious a Title ?

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ing,your commands; but yet, that you may | 
-learne *twas.my ignorance made my offcnce 
and thar I perſevere not willingly inthe for- 
mer , to continue the latter ; -know Iam 
caild Perolla, chatſame Perolla, whome you 
fo generoutly.reveng'd on the falle Oriites, 
-who would loſe his Life tor yon , as he owes 
Itto you , & who now thinkes your preſerye- 
ing him a misfortuae, fince thereby he has 
Jifc,up his prophane Arme againſt his genc- 
rous Dclivecrer;but that you may (ce ] am vn- 
fortunate & not vngratetull, here Sir({f{aid Pe- 
rolla , preſenting him his Sword ) this cannot

have conney'd your Miſtris from his paſſton, 
or revenge, for both now ſeeme (o equally: 
powerfull, that 'tis dificule to. know which 
 ofthem-is the moſt, Bur it ſeemes the Gods: 
would have Izadora derive hir ſafety only 
from him, from whome ſhee docs hir felicity,: 
& [atteſt thoſe Powers,thatI ammorepleas'd 
with our Defcate than I could have bin at one

No ( generous Maharball )1.afſure you, you 
arefrec., and it you. wilbe Plcas'dto take off 
the : Carthaginian ,..and put-onn -Roman 
Colours, 'till I have diſpos'd of chis Troope, 
you (hall finde | will curne my- promiſes into 
ation ,'and that where have any power, it 
ſhalbe ſtill employ'dto evidence a-gratitude 
which cannot be.greater than what. creates it, 
The Salapianswete by this fo neere, that Ma- 
harballwanted ryme ro! anſwer this Civility, 
and had ſcarce puild. oft his owne Scarfe and 
taken his Freinds;before they were come up; 
Perolla -immediatly- commanded -them to 
follow him: out. of the Brutian-Gacte, to difco- 
ver whether any. of the Enemy were yeta- 
Þout the Walls , which:they were: no ſooner 
out of, than he deſtr'd Maharball in Civilities 
proportionat,to the Favour, ro make: vle of 
thatoccaſion to retourne to the Carthagini- 
an Army. Maharball embrac'r the opportu- 
nity and him tha gave it him, to whome he 
ſaid, Iam ſorry ( generous Perolla) thatl 
rault receive an oÞligation from you which -

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maſt not publiſh, burbe ſure thongh Iam 
ſilent 1 am not vagratefull , 8& thar | ihajl re- 
member what I dare not ſpeake of , nor hope 
torequite, That ifaid Perolla) which is the 
ſabject of yourſorrow,is of my contentment, 
finceitlers you ſee I ambition-no other glo- 
ry in ferveing you, than that of docing 10. 
"Twas in as many expreſſions of this quality 
a5 the ryme would permite, that Maharball 
and Perolla tooke leave of one another , the 
firlt immediatly overtooke the Carthaginian 
Army-which he diſcover d by the help of the 
Day that then began to daune, and the laft 
ſcemeing to have receiy'd fatisfaction in what 
he never doubted, return'd into Salapia by 
the contrary Porte, tothat through which he 
went out of it, :& then not ſtaying ſo much as 
todrelſe ſome {light hurts he receiv'd in the 
 combate & from Maharball, he came to viſic 
Blacius, where having given him an exact ac- 
comprofall chings bur his owne Gallantry a« 
gainſt his Enemyes, and co his Freind, he de« 
herd to receive his Commands if he had any 
t91mpole on him , for he was determin'd im- 
mediatly toreturne tothe Roman Campe, 
{lt alonger ſtay mightraiſe in hima ſuſpicion 
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that hecame for ſome other intent than the - 
honor of his ſervice. This freſh eviacement- 
of affe&tion wrought ſo powerfully on a heart 
which was already ballanccing, that it intire- 
Iy diſſipated that averſion , which *cill then 
my Father had contracted for-him ; andto 
publiſh a change, which he though roo-juſt 
ro be conceal'd, he told Perolla; You hayc 

made your virtve too-well known, to let your 
protellions ncede a demonſtration to proove 
thcir Truth, No generons Perolla , |.doc ace 
knowledg you have. vanquiſhr me. , andby. 
jach noble Armes , that] am aſwell ſatisfied 
with my defearc, as you can be. with your vic-- 
tory ; whole reward ſhalbe Izadora, afloone - 
as you get Pacuvius .conſent- to be hirs ;for- 
whome | have upon-your ſcore baniſht all. 
my hatred, and whoſe freind({hip 1 will meete, 
with open Armes : goe then, and perſwade 
him to conferre it on me, but before-your de- 
parture, let your IZadora know of- that cof-. 
verſion which bir Teares & your virtue have 
Produc'te oh:Gods! who can tell thoſe Rap- 
. tures this declaration caſt .Perolla into f yoll 
may in ſome meaſure gefſe artheir greatneſle, 
when ſocxcellent a Witt, found filence _— 
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beſt way of expreſſing them ; but though his 
Tongue was vnimploy'd, yet He was nor, for 
he flung him(clfe upon his knees by Blacius 
Bedd-ſide , kilt , and waſht his hands with 
Tearcs of Joy , and by a thouſand fach extra- 

vagancyes ; was more eloquent & gratefull, 
than he could: poſſibly have bin in words, 
which I beleive you cannot doubr, when £ 
aſſure you that thereby he ſo mov'd my Fa- 
ther , that he anſwer'd him in weepeings 
of the ſame quality. 1 will not tell you 
thoſe few expreſſions Perolla made after his 
firſt irregalarities-were ended ,” for they were 
ſo dilfoynted, that had not my Father bin per- 
fetly acquainted with his Excellent Judge- 
ment, he might have beleiv'd he had oblig'd 
.a madd, and not agreatefull man. Aclaſt the 
Phiſitians perceiveing how ill an influence 
his concernmeat and: joy might have apon 
his diſtemper'd body, defir'd Perolla to take 
-his leave , which he immediatly did and to 
whome my Pather againe -repeated hisen- 
guadgements, and having embrac d him , 8& 
Kilt his Cheeke (a high marke of freind/hipp 
amongſt the Romans) he-commanded one 
of his Servants to conduct him to my Cham.

nerolicy was fo perfect;that he hasofren Pro- 
teſted thoſe imaginations were as licle on his 
heart as his Tongue, To haſten to a conclu- 
floa, That moraiasg, afcer | had inform'd Pe- 
zolla of all things which had arriv'd me ſince 
our ſeparation, & of thoſe barbarous threat- 
_nings Haaaiball made againſt my Honor 
(which inflam'd him with an vnextingniſha- 
ble Revenge)he left me, & having againe kilt 
m) Fathers hands, he return'd to the Roman 
Campe *1ncxpectationto obtaine from the 
Conſull a Pardon for Pacnyius renolt, & an 
order to enjoy hisEſtate in Salapia & Capua, 
which might give his generous Sonne a ſafe 
opportanity roimplore his conſent. For he 
being then ac Tarcntum , (a Garriſon of the 
Enemyes;' he durſt not traſt himſelte co Han» 
niDalls and his Fathers refentments, bur ar his 
comeing to Criſpinus he found him. on che 
point of yeelding up the Ghoſt, which he 
did ſome few howers after, having firit write 
(0 the Senate an ample and juſt Letcer in his 
praile, which did not a litle contribute to the 
immediate chuſcing of Clodins Nero, Con- 
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fall ; who had marrye'd Pacuyvius's Siſter, the 
other Conlull was Marcus Livius , whome 
the People had formerly banitht., and whole 
ſervice they now implor'd; ( a Fate common 
ro vngrattull States & Princes)whonot learns 
ing Graticude from Virtue: mn{t be raughtir 
from Neceflicy. The firit ching which Nero. 
perform'd was an vnfortunatc juitice to Pe- 
roila's Gallantry, which has bin the ſource of 
our ſecond Mitcries, For he ſo truly , and fo 
highly extoi'd the. whole ſeries of his Ne- 
phewes Actions; and perticularly thar laitof 
preſerving Salapia; {which.came to his knoy- 
ledge by Fame, and nor by the Actor ) that 


he procurd a congratulatory Letter to; him 
from the Senate , ({ which was a favour: 
he declind for Blacius,, thoagh his wounds 
ſpake his fidelity and Courage , which he 
would nor permite his wordsto doe, left the 
World might beleive he eſteem'd his Elo- 
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z2norance of the latters generoſity in thar ac- 
tion, | cannot certainely determine; bur this 
(alas) | coo-well know , that ray Father re- 
ceiv'd ſuch deepe impreſſions of his l]:ght- 
ing, which his owne freinds perfwaded him 
was an effect of Perolla's being more ambitt- 
os of Glory than of his Daughter , & which 
Pacuvinss on the other ſide fomenced and 
concurr'd in, to breake an vnion which their 
hereditary malice made them deteſt , thar 
Blacius who was not ſo perfc&ly recover'd 
of his averſion for Perolla as to be yncapa- 
ble ofa relapſe , immediacly tore from his 
heart a Freind(hip which began but to rake 
roote: for his ſpirit was too-high to preſerve 
a good opinion for one , which both his 
Freinds & his Enemyes acknowledg'd, was 
oreedicr of a licle Fame than of luſtice, his e- 
tteeme,or Alyance. oh Gods !( ſaid Izadora, 


Traiſcing hir voyce ) conld you finde out no- 


thing bur Perollas virtue, to be che cauſe of 
Perollas deſtruction ? a milery ſo much the 
greater, by how much ſince that provoake 
you it was impoſliole for him ever ro doe 0- 
therwiſe. Bur Sir ( ſhce continu'd addreſſing 
fil hir difcoutrſe to Spartacus ) Pardon(I be-

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feech you.) a digreſſion, which the ſenceef 
our l{ucceediny misfortunes extorted from 
me, which began by -Blacivs comandiog me 
to bannilifrom my heart a Flame that wes 
not to beextinguiſhre bur with ny L ite. That 
crucll iojuaction had like to have cticQed 
both, but Ipreferu'd the latter becauſe it yzs 
inſcparab'e {rom the former, and thuughl 
repreſented Perolla's innocency as clere as.it 
was yet Blacins- paſſhon had fo clouded his 
Jadgement ;that likea falſe optick, it repre- 
ſcared all objects to-be of the lame colovrof 
the Glalle which was looke throvgh ; and in- 
deede | deriv'd nothing from my attempts 
bur che raiſeing of his hatred forme inſtecd of 
ſuppreiling his for Perolla ; whole trouble l 
judy'd by my owne, andtherefore was aimolt 
aſmuch perplext to let him know my Fatkers 
Change, asl wasatit :at length I determin'd

Brother Aſdruball , who having left the Go- 
OE... yore 
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yernment of Spaine to his Brother Mago, & 
Afaruball the Sonne of Gefc9, had altcady 
crolt the Perenian Mountaines , all Gaull, & 
the Alpes , and had with a powerfull recrvite 
of Lygarians lai'd ſeidge to Placentia: The 
Conlullson this Inteli;gence. drew lots who 
ſhould oppole this Torrent, & 1t fcll to Lici. 
Us, Who with nccre $0000, Horle and Foote, 
went to meete fo rcdoubred an Enemy, Al. 
draball inform'd of it , raifes his ſedge to 
Morten the Conſulls marich who bavcing 
thereby releiv'd his freinds, was very wary 
Hhow he dealc with his Enemyes ; and though 
che left Rome to take poſleſſton of his Com- 
mand, he told the great Fabius { who advis'd 
him to protra&the Warre ) that he was re- 
-fola'd to fight the very firſt day , being im- 
patient 'till he recover'd his honor by a Vic- 
tory ; or by ſeeing the ruine of his vnjuſt 
Conntry-men , ſatisfy hirz(elfe with the joy 
-of a great (though not of an honeſt) Re- 
venge yet his intention was better than his 
words, forata place of advantage call d Scx- 
'na-Gallica , neere the Riverof Metaurus, he 
Pircht his Campe, and by winning the Paſſe 
Hinder'd Aſdraballs progreſle , who by letters 
CATION i ” © advertise 
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xdycrtis'd his Brother of it{ that then lay on 
the bankes of Aufidus, neete the ſame plaine 
of Cannes in which he had wonne his higheſt 
Glory) & thatin few dayes he would ſtorme 
the Roman Generalls Campe rather than not 
ioyne wich him ; bar theſe being intercepted 
by Nero's Scouts, that Conſull by the advice 
of Perolla to releive: Lacins danger, tooke 
6000 (cleft Foote, and 1000 Horle, and have- 
inglefrthe charge of his Army which Campt 
within Tenn furlon gsof Hanniballs,to Vetu« 
tins Philo ( his Leiutenant-Generall) in f1x 
Daycs by tedious Martches:and with exceed- 
ing ſecrecy he came to his Colleague , & was 
receiy'd into his Campe by Night without 
ealarpeing ir, or any Loude demonſtrations 
ofjoy ; where ina Counſell of Warre, it was 
relolv'd next day to give Aſdraball Battell, 
which Lucius (though provoktunto) had this 
therto declin'd: The next morning therefore; 
a purple Coate was hung up over Lucins pa« 
viltion, & Perolla the better to delude Aſdra- 
ball, defir'd the Generall that a Trumpett 
mighe ſound in Nero's Quarters afwellas in 
Portius the Pretors , to make the Enemy be= 
icive that either Hanniball was defeated ” 
ag: 
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the Conſulls being joyn'd,or that it was done 
in policy to {upply the defects of their Num» 
bers , the firit (1f credited ) would halte van- 
quiſh them before they fought; and the laſt 
(if beleiv'd ) would inuite them 1mmediatly 
to a Battell , which { next to a victory )'was 
moſt in theire defires. This was much ap- 
prov d, and readily practis'd and Afdruball 
who was perfectly acquainced wich the Roe 
man diſcipline, wes extrcame1iy ſurpriz datir, 
bar yer actribacing it co the Jarcer, and per- 
cciveing ' by the 5Siznall rhe Conlulls Refo- 
lations, he joytally drew bis Army in Barta- 
lia, but then perceiveing Lucivs Nunbers 
_ tobe increalt , and thatſome of.his Encmyes 
Horſes look'd as if they had pertorm'd a long 
martch{(.this bujng an accident above his ex- 
pectation) he eficem*d ic rather a policy than 
a diſhonor to defcrre an enguadgement ,'till 
he conid diſcover the 'Truch of that miſtery, 
and inordet to this ſpenr, that day in {light 
Skirmilhes, & by Night retreated with al] his 
Army towards the River-of Metaurus, from 
which the ſucceeding Battell rooke it's Name, 
but he was ſollow'd by Nero & Perolla with 
all thcReman Cavalry & fo vigoroul] foe.

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that hereſolv'd next morning to decide the 
difference by a-pitch d Batcell , leit if he 
oain'd any advantage by reciring, It might be 
laid a victory was forc'rupon, and not obtai- 
ned by him , and if he were defeated, thar at 
leſt he dy like Amilcars Sonne, and Hanni- 
balls Brochen The Day no ſooner dawn'd 
( which was the laſt thatſo many thouſands 
vere to ſec ) rhan thoſe two -great Bodyes 
which .confiſted- of about 150000 effective 
men,weredrawnup in a poſture to determine 
alldiſputes;The Carthaginian having the ad- 
vantage of Number, and the Roman of Re- 
- folation,which was ſufticintly evinc't by their 
Enemyes attending the Battell by neceſliry, 
and noteleCtion. Afdrudall plac'd his Gaulls 
(in whome he lealt rely'd) in the left wing 
upon a Hill of impoſſible acceſſe:In the righr 
vere his Spaniards & Aﬀricans, and himlelfe 
atthe head of them; his Lygurians formed 
the Battell , & his Elephanes he beſtow'd i 
the Front of bis levcrall Diviſions, The right 
wing of the Roman Army was lrad by News 
Who was accompanyed by Perollia cli Com- 
manded thoſe Thouſand Horſe his Vncle had 
brought with him) the left by Linins, & the 
. Aa Bare 
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Batteil by Porcins. You cannot doubt the difs 
pace was bloody, if either you reflect upon 
the courage of the Souldiers,the relolution & 
condudt of the Comanders,, or the Giory & 
advantages which were to axtemidy the con» 
querors, Liujus-found a generous rchiitance 
trom che. A ﬀricans & Spaniards;Porctiusfrom 
the Lygurians ; bur Nero and Perolla tound 
more dithculty to come to fight, than 1bcleive 
they would after it. have found in obtaining | 
a victory; but whillt they were diſpatiog ae 
gainlt a precipice, the ſcalcing of which was 
not much leſledifticulrt thanto (cale the Clou- 
des,the laſt of them perceiveing whatdiſorder 
Linivs & Portius were in, beſought Neroto 
leave thoſe Gaules toa ſecurity which Na- 
ture & not their Courages had plac'd them 
in, & who by the ſtrange hight they were up- 
ON, were as vacapable ef docing as receiveing 
harme, andthar he would goe to releive the 
Conlull & the Prztor, Nero-ſoone found ih6 
jaſine!l of this motion, & immagining by tho 
Precipice the Gaules were upon, that Aſdrus 
ball had plac't them there, rather to amuze 
than oppole him,yeelded to his Nephews re- 


queſt, & leavcing ſome 3000 Foote & Horle, 
tO 
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to keepe rhe Gaules at gaze , follow'd him 
withall the reſt.; bur Perolia with admirable 
celerity having fetcht a compaſle behinde all 
the Roman Army, fell upon the right flanke 
of the Carthaginian. ſo opportuanely , that 
"was when Liuius was brought tothe laſt ex- 
Igency, & ſo vigoronſ)y,that by ithe courted 
vi&tory ſo handſomely, that though ſhee were 
declareing for Carthage,yet he wonne hir ab- 
ſolutely for Rome. The cxecucion after the 
Route was exceſhive bloody, the Romans 
remembring how freely the Aﬀricans had 
open'd their veines, werenot yngratefull in 
their returne. [The Gaules roo found they 
had bia more. ſecurely fortified by nature, 
than by 80000 of their Companions , and 
though the Roman Swords were almoſt 
dull'd with blood before they came to them, 
yet they (capt not abſolutely that Day's Fate; 
bat that which brought a large accflion ro 
the Honour of this ſaccefle, was thenoble 
Aldruball's fall, who perceivcing his Glory 
fledd , reſolv'd his Life ſhould accompa- 
ny.it, and ſeckeing ſome Gallant Enemy to 
end his, he found none which gave greater 
markes of that title thanPerolla; 'twas there-

ic. | know (concinud Izadora) that ſome al-.

glory'd in the ation. This Batteil of Metau- 
rus equall'd that of Cannes, for in it. were left 
$6000 upon the place, 5400 taken.

his adventures,aſmuch as his Glory. T he day. 
after this famous Battell, Nero and Perolla 
martch'd towards their Campe , obſerveing 
the ſame ſilence & diligence in their returnto 
ie,that they had in there leaving of ir; for they 
ſerv'd Hanniball as we were inform'd you gid 
Yarinas - and though he were a Capraine 3s - 
EE bas: 
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celebrated , for his policy as his Conqueſts; 
yet in this expeditio henever diſcoverd an 
lightof Nero's martch nor ſucceſle, .till he 
ſent ewoNumidian Priſoners to acquaint him 
withir ; & leſt chat Teſtimony might not 
be authentique, he flung his Brothers (the 
eallant Aſdruballs ) head over his Trenches: 
which barbariſme Perolla ſo much reſented, 
that not being able to-hinderit, he abandon'd 
his Vacle,to manifeſt he deteſted the Action; 
zndindeed it was the blaker , becauſe Hannie 
ball had alwayes given the bodyes of his dead 
Enemyesa Sepultare, & viage, proportionat 
to theirqualities:, & virtue whilſt they were. 
alive. Yes{ Sir) Perolla was ſo juſtly cranſpors 
ted at this -inhumanity , that though the 
Conſalls in-their-Tryamph for this victory 
beſought him ( who they acknowledg'd, vn- 
der the Gods obtain'd it). to beare a ſhare in + 
bis owne acquiſitions, yet he abſolntely de- 
clin'd it, proteſting that he was more aſham'd 
ar the uſe they had made of their viory, 
than pleas/d attheglory of it; and that he des« - 
clin'd participating in their Tryamph, leſt it 
might be thought , he did che like in their 
Crime, After this generolicy he came to Sa- 
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Japia where he vow'd had not the Conlills 
cruelty ( for Livias appron'd of what Nero 
had done to Aſdruballs head) render'd it an 
1njaſtice to have ſhar'd in their glorious entry 
into Rome; yet he had rather haye declin 
the honour of it, than purchaſt it, at the 
price ofa longer abſence. I mnſt confeſle, 
nevertill that tyme., thought it-was poſſible 
for Perolla's vilits.co become my misfortune, 
but my hard fate-then renderd his lo, and[ 
beleive, my diſcloſeing to him that which | 
could .no longer conceale, was the moreſcn- 
ſible by his being: voprepar'd to receive the 
ſtroake, and by his beleife that his new accel- 
ſton of Glory , would haverender'd his com- 
pany the more agceptable to Blacius. Alas, 
cannot tell you his extravagancyes atſo farall 
& vaexpected an intelligence , but I remem- 
ber they were ſo-exorbitant ,. that I ſuſpen- 
ded a while the reflexion on my ownegreifes, 
that I might che more juſtly .deplore his, Bla 
cius, being ignorant of his. being with. me, 
came to viſit me, when-my generous Freinds 
rcſentments were in their higheſt operation, 
and though my Father. upon ſo vnlooke for 
#2 accident, would haye retir'd yet Perol- 
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ja hinder'd him, by caſting himſclfe on his 
knees and embraceing of Blacins's, His ſor- 
zowes for a while were filent, which was no 
{mall proofe of their vaſtneſle and reallity , 
but when they got a paſlage , they were ſo e- 
loquenr!, that had he bin guilty he had done 
enough to obtaine his pardon, & being in-: 
nocent, he did enongh to evince he was ſo. 
Yer ( alas ) my Father had ſo exquiſitly for- 
| tified his heart againſtall aſſaulrs- of this qua» 
lity , that what fhonld have vanquiſht him, 
turn'd to a teſtimony of his Cruelty.: In 
braif, Perolla obſerveing that Blacius -re-' 
liſht no reaſons for his nnocency, reſolu'd to 
convince him of it by a demonſtration, & in 
the rage & greife of ſo-vnxepeRted a Miſery, 
heroſe up, and with Eyes (in which Death

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'Pomell ro the ground, he had caft his body 
upon the poinr of it, had not I truck the hiltc 
away tyme-cnough to prevent it; and he not 
ſaſpeRting any thing of chat nature, by falling 
all along gave me tyme to take np his Sword 
before he roſe, and to proteſt char if he ab- 
jur'd not all defignes of fo black a-nature,[ 
would immediatly make uſe of that weapon 
for my owne deſtruction , which he had de- 
Tgn'd for his.

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rnd )burt Madam, if you are not of your Fa« 
thers opinion aſwell as of his. blood , 1 (hall 
contemne aſrnuch his threarnings, as he doe's 
my affection & allyance, & ſhall finde in che 
virtue of one of the Family,charmes enough 
to defende me from the cruelties of all the 
reſt, Alas(Ireply'd interrupting him) are we 
come to that againe of. makeing freth afla- 
rancesof conſtancy? & will yon (o highly in» 
jure the merit of my Paſlion , as to reader 
tas much an cftet of my promiſe as my 
inclination ? Ah Petolla , be nor ſo cruell, 
2s to thinke my. Fathers change is contagt- 
ous, nor divelt me of the confolacion | have 
had-in my palt ſafferings, that they were 
vndergone with reſolution and . patience 
enough , to (uppreile all jealouſies in you, 
that 1 was capable of ſinking in the future 
vnder any burchen of that nature. O Ma- 
dam ( he reply'd ) why doe you fo infinitly 
Injare my intencions? for my askeing that 
queſtion was not to reſolve my doubes ., 
but to heare my.joy repeared,neither can you 
condemne my imploreing lo itrong a preſer- 
Vative, when you ſee, what MisforcunesI am 
tſicvggle with, Blacins who perceiv'd what

mediatly to leave him , which, before | 0. 
bey'd Irold Peroila; ſince your Queſtion 
proceeds from that cauſc, | ſnall as willing- 
ly ſatis{yvit, as 1 ſhould have bin croubled to 
to have done fo on any other accompt ; knoy 
then , that if my Paſſion for you be a preſer- 
vative againit your miſeries, you ſhall be for 
ever vncapableof any, for your Deſires can- 
nor give you fo large a poſſeſſion in my heart, 
as my affection does , & this juitice is fo farre 
from being fuſſeprible of change, that the 
Gods whilethey give me Life, & Reaſon,are 
notable to alcerit. My Father at this afſure- 
ance thraſt me out of the Roome , bur heto 
whome it was addreſt obſerveing he could 
not have tyme enough to make me in words 
a retribution of my enguadgement, by lifting 
vp his Eyes, & his hands to thoſe Powers [had 
' mention'd ſufficiently confirm'd me that his 
reſolutions, and flame, were reſembling unto. 
mine. But (alas ) my Love. for Perojla had

thers rigour, for *twas by the (tridtneſſe of his 
watches that I was preſery'd from knowing fo 
ſenſible a Misfortune. Burar laſt he recover'd, 
and with his health aſlum'd a refolation, char 
he would act ſuch gallant things, as all che 
Roman Empire ſhoald make his perticular 


ſatisfaction, or Death, a publique concern- 


ment ; but his defigne was a while ſuſpended, 
for after the Battel] of Meraurus the Plague 
ſo violently raged both in the Roman & Care 
thaginian Armyes,that we hardly knew who 
commanded theformer, and the Generall 
of che latter ſpent that whole Sommer neere 
the Temple of Iuno Lucinia, in ereing a 
magnificent Altar, with-a large Title of all 
his Actions in Punick and Greeke Carra- 
cters. Burt the (ame yeare was not vnactive in 
Spaine,where Publius Cornelius Scipio (who 


jultly acquir'd by his glorious victoryes in 


Africk , the ſurname of Aﬀeican ) beate Al-

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druavall the Sonne of Geſgo-ont ofthe contis. 
neat into the lile ofGades, where he pilladg'd 
all things aſwell ſacred, as prophanc, & then 
retir'd to Carthage. The: conquerot after: 
havingdeliver'd up his Province to thoſe the 
Romans had appointed. his ſucceſſors, re. 
turn'd ro Rome, where he made ſuite.for the 
honourof Tryumph; this was deny'd. him, 
having. never bin graunced tO a Proconlull, 
except to fuch as had receiu'd that dignity of. 
tera Conlallihip, as it were by prorogation, . 
which( continud 1zadora ) in my opinion. 
was ſome injuſtice, and cvinc'd the reward 
was not tothe Merit but the. Title; Bur to ree 
pairethis repulſe, Scipio-and Publius Craſſus. 
were choſen Cooſalls, the laſt being high» 
Preiſt of the-Romans , was confined by 
the quality of his office to- a neere reſidence 
to Rome ; but the firſt., begg'd the Senate 
to permit him to_ carry the Warre to the 
Gates of Carthage ,  which-was the moſt 
probable expedient to drawe Hanniball 
out of Iraly . This motion had more rea- 
ſon in 1t than ſuccefle , for ſome that were 
envious, and others that were fearful] op- 

Pos. d 1t; yer at lalt he obrain'd Scicily tor 
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his Province; with liberty ( if he thonght fe) 
to tranſport the Warre into Aﬀerick. Perolla 
a Freind to the Fame and virtue of this great 
Man , put himſelfe vader his Enſignes , and 
partly by ſtratagem , but more largely by his 
valor, tooke the inexpugnable Towne of 
Locry,, with the two famous Citradells ; as it 
were in. Hagniballs ſight: Scipio. highly ex- 
tolld his Courage and conduct in this per- 
formance, and preſſingly invited him to his 
Aﬀeican journy., which.co the wonder of all 
the Empire hewas admirably provided for, 
| though” he hadreceiv'd neither encourage- 
ment by words, nor Actions from{the Senate, 
Perolla,( whole Love and Revenge confin'd 
him to lcaly ,). declin'd Scipio's requeſt , but 
with inviolable proteſtations, thar if his ſuc= 
celle drew Hanniball ( on whoſe ruine he was 
ynchangeably beat } into Aﬀeick, he would 
nor fajle there to offer the Conſull-his Sword 
and Life. Scipio with this affuranceſctc Saile 
for Aﬀeick, and Perolla returnid to Rome, 
where in open. Senate he recciv'd ample cx- 
preſſions of their Gratitude for the blood he 
had loſt , and the yictores he had wonne for

Gadentine Magiſtrates for holdeing a ſecrete 
correſpondency with the Romans, and then 
-takeing an eternall leaye.of Spaine , by his 
induſtry, & wealth, rais'do valt an Army of 
thoſe rwo Nations, that the Senate began to 
tremble, & (ome to moue that Scipio might 
be recall'd , which in ſuch an. exigency had 
bin perform'd , if his ſacceſles in Aﬀrick had 
not bin more-prevalent. for him , than his 
Freinds in Rome, But though his actions 
were of a peculiar quality & merit; yet have- 
ing already ſo mach vierpt upon your pati-

ly heard of his Glory , batnor of thole perti- 
caler Trophics which compos'd and form'd 
ir, Sir (reply'd Izadora) ſince you ſeeme to 
decline the being infornm'd of his generons 
Adcentures,only onr of a beleife that the tell- 
ing them may prove my trouble, I would by 
experiment conuince you, nothing can beare 
that name ,or have that opperation with me, 
which proves a ſatisfaction to the pallant 
Spartacus, but that I belcive the relatio wilbe 
more exact by Perolla's makcing it than by 
Mine , whoſe willingneſfle to obey you l dare 
anſwer for by my owne, fince.the ſympathy 
betwixt us has bin ſo great & conſtant,that [ 
allwayes knew his heart by Mine.

druball was ſent from Carthage to (olicite his 

Freindſhip for their Empier,yer he at laſt de- 

clared for theRoman, and proteſted to their 


Seperall , that upon his arcivall chere he 
T-...-. would 
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wonld-joyne intereſt-and Armyes with him. 
Scipio on this aflurance being choſen Cor- 
ſull, haſtens-into Aﬀerick, bur as hewas in 
Scicily, ready tor his intended expedition, he 
receives AmbaſladorsfromSyphax which in- 
form'd him, though noc in poſitive cearmes, 
yerobliquely of his change. The Conlull not 
only kept this difalter Torty, feaſt if ir had birt 
diuylg'd , the Senate, & his Souldicrs feares 
mighc have put a period co his voyage before 
ic began , burt-gave our-char Syphaz had ene 
purpolcly to accellerate his landing, and to 
acquaint- him if-he protracted*the ryme, he 
was lo intenc upon the Warre, thathe would 
upon his.owne {core begin it. With this joy- 
full declaration the Roman Army {ef faile 
from Lilibcum; But -while they are croſſing 
the Mediterranian-Sea , it-will nor be amitle 
to tell you the cauſe of this barbarous Kings 
inconſtancy. Theſame Afgraball; ro whome 
latcly he had refus'd- his Freind(! hip, had a

conliderable bur his Crowne , and (hee by 
that fatall marriage declin'd Maſſaniſſa, to 
whome [hee was contradted;.a Prince of fo. 
much, victue and- ſo perfectly .bleſt with the 
guifts of Nature, that | may truly ſay Sopho- 
nisba's preferrment was hir ruine. T his.Ma(s 
faniſla, was the Sonne of Gala.(ſurnan.cd the 
Good) King ofthe Maſſcitly , and though he

Horſe commanded ; theſe were ſent againſt 
Syphax Campe, to whome Maſſaniſſawas an

firſt had orders-to-aflault the Numidians;

Maflaniſlaand Lelins-martch't two 
howers before the: Conſull, 'and: before day 
lo exactly.executed their inftructions, that 
all Syphaxe's Campe was in a generall Flame 
inthe ſight.of Afdruballs ;who attributing ir 
to ſome diſaſter (' for they could nor fancy'the 
Romans would attempr.the remotelt, and fs

-0n joy d, and confounded ghe Senate ;bur the 
reſult of rheirdifpate was,” that not to diſcon- 
cent the Barcinian faction, .leſt chey mighs 
Joſe Hanniball, they reſoly'd not to recall 
him; & aot todiſcontent Aſdruballleſt they 
,mighe Joſe Syphax, they. gave Afdruball a- 
gaine thbeCommand of the Aﬀeican Warre, 
ſent Sophonisba as Embaſladrefle from 

| hir Coontry., to hir husband,-ro implore 
him notto. abandon them, when their condi- 

tion render'd his Frendſhip an ation of Cha» 

rity alwell as intereſt; & beſought the Barcini- 
an Princes, byjoyncing their power & affecti- 
Ons with Afſdruball; to manifeſt,i chat they 
loy'd the Common-wealth more - than they 
b Dd 2 | hated 
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hated their Enemy: bn breife. Syphax -vans- 
uiſhr with the abundant-Prayers'& Teares 
of the faire Sophonisba,, .and the Barcinians 
mov d wich the jntreatyes and danger of Car. 
thage,ſo well improvdthe;Tyme,that inthir 
ty daycszthey rays'd.zooo0Men for Afdruball; 
who refolvcingto repaire of repeate his di- 
grace,martcht directly towards VV rica, which 
Scipio, ( more intent tovindicate. his honoy, 
than increaſe. his. conquelt,): had againe be. 
ſeidg'd, which the ſecond tyme he:was necch+ 
ſtrated to leave, and.in abloody Bartell overs 
came Syphax and his Father-in:lawe;-asab- 
ſolurely by Courage, as he had formerly by 
P olicy; the laſt flying ro Carthage,and the 0+ 
ther ( follow'd ſoone after by his Queene) 
into his owne'Kingdome: The Confull to- 
hasband this:Vidory bertertham.the former, . 
relolv'd himlcife to attempt Carthage, (the 
Rome of -Aﬀerick ,) fent: a ſele&t number-to 
continue. the (cidge of Vrica, and .cnjoynd 
Maſlaniſla with all his Numidians-and'ſoms 
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Eitty, which had ſo long bin adangerousRy- 
yall unto his. Tunis a great Towne in the 
proſpe&t of Carthage, he tooke by aſſanlt; 
but as he was gocing tocrye his fortune upon 
kir Neghboxand Miftris, he was forc't to al- 
xr his.deſigne; by the Carthaginians ſending 
out their Fleete to deſtroy his that lay ill- 
mann'd before. Vrica, By haſty martches 
therefore he came thither, and ſo well anima- 
ted his Sonldicrs, and ſecur d his Gallycs;that 
his Enemyes only retourn?d to Carthage with: 
lix of his:Shipps, where their Tryumph was 
much greater 'than- their Victory, In the 
meane while Maſſaniſla cary'd by the Wings 
of Love, Empire , and Revenge, came with 
his Army into Numidia,wherethe Maſchily , 
who had never bin bat his Sabjes,now pub- 
liquely.declar'd themſelves fo , and joyncing: 
their Armes to their Princes; martche reſolu- 
tely. againſt Syphax, who. with 50000 Foote; 
& 10000 Horſe, was:comeing todiſpute his 
Queene and his Kingdome : Maffaniſla and: 
Lelias joyfully accepted the Bartell, cſpecial- 
ly the firft, who thonghe the way's roEmpire,' 
& fruicion,were barthe ſame, Syphax tought 
his. Men to fight in the Roman order, but nov 
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being able to give them Romin hearts, he 
loft his Army, and his liberty, to thoſe that 
practic'd the former , and poſles'd the latter, 
Maſſaniſſa-juſtly pleas'd with this purchace, 
and being one who knew alwell how to proſe. 
cance aswinna Vidory, defir'd Lelius to fol- 
low to: Cirea the Metropolis of Numidia, 
whether he went before with all the. Horſe, .& 
his great Pcifoner: The Citizens , upon the 
Conqueror's approach (.who perhaps hated 
their King aſmuch as an voſucceſſefull-Cauſe) 
 open'd their Gares, where thefirſt object that 
.falated his Eycs was the faire Sophonisba,not 
a8 atryumphane Miſtris, but an implorcing 
Priſoner : Maſſaniſla, who confider'd hir & 
;not hir condition, alighting from his Horſe, 
& immitateing hir poſtare., defir'd hir robe- 
leive, hir Empire wasas greatwhere he.com- 
ded,, as whereSyphax did, and begg'd hirif 
.{hce doubted ſo perfect a Truth, roevinceie 
by ſome Comands. Shee told himthar hir in- 
conſtancy made hir as litle merit as deſire ob- 
-ligatioas from him,that had ſhee not thought 
it a Cryme to have deftroy'd bir (elfe, by any 
-thing, buc by the ſentence of his offended 
Love, ſhee had, by becomeing hir owne exc- 
.Curioncr, 
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cationer,, paniſht hir inconſtancy & misfor- 
rune (the former ibeing: the latter ) and not 
liv'd to be fo publique a ſpeRacleof Fortunes 
mutabiley;that fance he was pleaſ'd ro pardon 
a Sinne thatwas it's owne puniſhment; ſhee 
belought him-till hir repencance for hir faale, | 
had created in him deſtres of affettion, or the 
gceatnefle of it, defires: of Revenge, that be 
would preſerve hir:-from theRomans power. 
Hir youth & admirable beauty,made ſodeepe 
an imprcffion. in Maſſanifla's heart; thar not- 
only he graunted hir requeſt, bur pardon'd 
hir paſt inconſtancy, and to cake from-the 
Romans all hopes: of (ach a Priſoner , he- 
ſeemeingly, or really at that inftant marry d 
hir. Bue Lelius-upon-his arrivall was info - 
oreata fury,, that he had like to have bin the 
deſtrution-of the Naprialls, by being the 
diftroyer - of the Bride; but Maſſaniſla. 
knew ſo. well how to: hamble: himſelfe be- 
fore that -prow:d Roman, and to repreſene 
that (hee had allwayes bin his Wife , chongh- 
marryed to-:Syphax ; that he was content to 
ſuſpend all things *rill they retarn'd to the 
Conſull, which(after the ſerteling that great 
Kingdome ) they ſoone did z There was noe- 
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common joy. in the Roman Campe at the 
arrivall of fo great: a-Freind a Conqueror, 
and ſo great an Enemy a Priſoner ; the firſt 
having by Scipio receivd in publique ajuſt 
and ample commendation, & acknowledges 
meat for his cranſcendent obligations on this 
Empire; the laſt was ftritly cxamin'd, what 
had indac'd himto embrace the Carthagini- 
an Quarrell, having fo profefledly-enguagyd 
-imſelfe in the Roman; to which he rele: 
lately anſwer'd, twas the charmesof his Wife, 
which Trath he was confident cre long a 
reſembling operation on Maflanjiſa wonlda- 
bundantly cofirme. Whether Syphax ſpoake 
this really or in revenge , I cannor tell, but 

.his aſlertion:had fo powerfull an influence 
on the Conſall:that cakeiong Maſſaniſla aſide, 
he told him ingenuowily,the Ramans had an 
,yadeniabletitle toSophonisba's Life, whome 
he conlider'd as the efficient cauſe of theſe 

\Warrs , and therefore conjur'd. him, not to 
raine the reward of ſo great ſervices, by com- 

.mitting as greata Crime, which his detenti- 
on of his anew Wife, did & yould appearc, in 
his, and the Senatrs judgement. Maſſaniffa 
pluſhe and wept. buc-fnally begg'd ſome 
TyMs 
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tyme tO worke on his inclination to ſaubmire 
unto his duty; this civill requeſt , had the de- 
fir d retarne, and Maſlanitla being retir'd in- 
to his Tent , ſpent an hower in an Agony, 
whole torments nothing but an vafortunate 
Lover is capable ro immagine, bur at length 
after a ſerious reflection, that by denying hir, 
he ſhould deliver both bimſelfe and Sopho- 
nisba intothe Roman hands, & perhaps be- 
kiveing , it ſhee hada reall paſſion for him, 
that hir owne Fate would be the lefle bitter 
by his not being 1nvolu'd in ic, & 1f ſhee had 
not, the lofſe was the more tollerable; he de- 
termind ro preſerve Hir in his memory, that 
he could nor in his embraces , and fending 
foran exquiſite Poyſon., he commanded one 
of his domeſticks to orelent. i ic from him to 
Sophonisba, as the only way he had lettro 
keepe his word, & Hir from the Romans. The 
faire Queene vndauntedly takeing the facall 
cupp,bidd the Mellenger to: tell his Lord; 
that co manifeſt, nothing which came fiomm 
him was rare, {hec wonld receivefrom 
Him the preſent af ire Fate; which haveing 
dranke, {hee further enjoyn'd him ro beog 
Maſſaniila, that if the actions of hir life, had 
Ec _— impair'd 
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impair'd hir in his firſt affeRion;; that therd- 
folucacile of hir death mightreſtore ito it's 
former luſter, and that (hee night live 1n, 
though not with: him : then Calling hir (elk 
upon hir Bedd, an eternall darkneſſe ſoone 
clos'd up the fairelt lights whichever (hin'd 
inAfﬀeick,to which barbarous Country [ had 
not conhia'd my {imilitude , had the faire $0- 
phonisba bin. as conltant in hir Love,asin hir 
Death, This Tragedy and. the ſadd influence 
it. had on Maſſaniſla, no. ſooner reachtthe 
Conlulls knowiedg , than heſent for him , & 
having drawae all his Army in Batralia, ia 
their fight, to repaire the having taken from 
him Syphax wife, he gave him Syphax King- 
dome, ſaluted him by chename King , pte- 
tearted kim witha Crowne of Gold, and by 
| large Elogies on his noble actions, dryd 
up his Teares. This truly was the beſt Cord 
all, and thoſe Clondes of greite by-fo admira- 
ble a Sunn(hine of proſperity, were ſoone dif 
{tpated, and he with the Romans martch'd to 
the (cidpe of Carthage, from whence , they 
having heard of Syphax defeate , inſteedof 
tending armed Troopes to mectethem, they 
fencoucold Hanno with the Princes of his 
TO + Bl Fac;io 
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Fattion, who proſirating theniſelyes on the 
ground , not only kit Scipio's feete , but the 
tcere of thoſe that ſate in Conlall with him, to 
whome they acknowledg'd they had vnjult- 
ly broaken the Peace betwixt Rome & Car- 
thage , which they beſought might continue 
- 25a Monument of their mercy, and ina rc- 
ſcmbling ſeries of baſenefle, begg'd Peace 
on tearmes though as Lowe as thoſe ſpirits 
that implor'd it. Scipio who knew Rome to 
be poore though vidorious, and Carthage 
rich though ſubdu'd, willing to releive the 
necellities of the former, by the aboundance 
of the latter , & perhaps fearfull that diſpaire 
might make them continue the Warre longer 
than his Conſulſhip, & fo his victories mighe 
prove but the foundation of an others Glory, 
or elſe beleiveing ſo proſtrate an Enemy 
vnworthy his Sword ,or cltecmeing it more 
generons to be knowne a Conqueror by the 
confeſſion, than the ruine of his Enemyes, 
graunted them Peace, but npon tearmes as 
long as their ſabmiſlion , and permitted 
them to ſend vato the Roman Senate for 
their ratification. In the meane time, Mago 
hadrais'd ſo conſiderable an Army of Gavlls- 

£7. Bed and 
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and Lygurians, that the Romans apprehen 
ded be would kindle as great a flame jn. jraly, 

as Scipio had in Aﬀrick. They therefore ſent 
againtt him Marcus Cornelius the Pro-Con- 
{ull, and Qutiarithus Varrus one of their 
Pretors, with whome I aſfotiated my (clfe, 

In ſhorr, Mago and the Roman Army , mett 
in the Country. ofthe Inſubrians-, where was 
tanght a Barrell of aſmuch variety & reloly- 
tion as any ſince Rome or. Carthage wete 
founded: twice the Romans, and twice their 
Enemwyes were embraceing victory, but at 
length Quinrilins, and |, having rally'd the 
Reliques of our ſcatter'd Horſe , and Mags: 
of his, we reſolutely. advanc't to determine 
this bloody diſpute; Hanniballs Brotherwho 
ſuſpeRed his men needed ſome high: encou-- 
Tagement, advanc'e about an hundred :paccs 
bctore them, & invited the Pro-Conlall by a 
ſingle Combare, to ſhew they were as prodi- 
gall of their owne blood, asof their Souldiers. 
He not being preſent, & the Pretor {perhaps} 
more concearn'4l in the publique ſafety, than 
in his percicular honor,declincing ir,(wich bis 
permiiſjon,) | gallopt upto Mago, told nim 


the Pro«Conlaull Was On an employment 
which 
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which render'd hims wncapable of heareing 
and conſequently anſwering his Challenge, 
and that thereforeT was come (nameing my 
{:lte) ro ſupply his place, thatſo generous an 
invitation might nor fall to the ground. Ag 
ſoone as Mago heard:the Name-of -Perolla, 
his Eyes were all inflam'd, & he was fo tran(- 
ported with Paſſion, he had ſcarce the pati- 
ence totell'me,, thac had he knowne of my 
being in the Roman Army,he had addreft his 
words to:me fooner than to the Pro-Conſull, 
and that the tyme was now come, I maſt an- 
fyer for & (druballs blood or ſhedd more of it: 
then not giveing me the leaſure of a reply, 
wee began a Combare of lo peculiar a quality, 
thatfit produc'da reſembling _effe, for both 
Armyes were ſo. concearn'd in the diſpate of 
their Combarants,thar forgeting their owne, 
as if it had bin-by mutuall conſent, they be- 
carne ſpeRators. of their Fates, which they 
thoughe. would. be legible iin that of 'theit 
Champions: but why doel[{o lohg protrat 
my relacion-? 'ket_ it. ſuſhce Þ rel 'you, that 
though Mago's virtue reliſht of his-Family 
yer his faccefle was Carthaginian ,: for I have 
ng klk reciv:dawound onmy'Bridle:hand, 
ah gAYe 
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-gave my Enemy ſo largea one in his thigh, 
that he fell from his Rorſe,and had there loft 
his Life, had not 1 thought it more hand. 
ſome to give, than take it. Atthis vitory the 

Romans gave (o lowde a {houte , that moſt of 
the Gaules & Lygurians were hardly able to 
abide it, much lcfle their vitorious Armes; 
but the Bartel! had ſolong ccontiau'd , that 

the approach of Night hinder'd the con- 
querors from makeing any conſiderable ad- 
yaritape by wining it , & the vanquitht dure- 
ing the obſcurity, made fo Jong a martich 
with their wounded Generall , that in tyo 
dayes after they came into Lyguria, where he 
receiv'd the ſadd Commands of Carthage 
withour delay to-retourne thither, and rather 
employ his blood to preſerve his.awne Cots 
try, thanto Conquer his Enemyes. This fa- 
tall Sammons he obey.d mm parte, but his 
wound opend (o large a way for-his ſoule,that 
jt flew out at that paſſage, as he was as farre 
as Sardinia inthis returne. This loſle the Car- 
thaginians xeſeared at a higher rate than that 

Battell which was the cauſe of it; 'T'o cons 
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jor butalſo the whole Roman Senate made 
me,co let you know that thoſe lowe ſubmiſli- 
ons Carthage had made Scipie-{which indeed 
were too humble to be real{)were only to pro-+ 
tract the Tyme 'rill thoſe two famous Sonnes 
of Amilcar were-come out of Italy for theirde» 
liverance;the Fate of the youngeſt, & his Ar 
my, Sir | have already told you, Thatof Han- 
niball Fam now gocing to relatezand it ſhalbe 
n as litle a volume as. can poſſibly c6tradt (o 
much Truth, & baſineſle in. will therefore 
in perſuance of this aſſurance paſſe by all his 
atios {ince that famous Battell of Mctauras, 
& therein be no Enemy to his Glory , which 
| would be more obſcur'd by ſaying hedid litle 
then thachedid nothing, & come to his receiv- 

ing from Carthage theorders for his returnez

continu'd.), Rome nor... Scipio cannot now 
glory, they bave.psHanniball our of lraly, 
N9., tis Hanno & his:Faftion ,, who nor able 
any other way to cttc& the deſtruction of the 
Barcinians ,aftirt by. char of. Carthage. Bur 
this great Captaine whole.providence exten» 
det oyeralleycents ,had in readinelica Fleete 
for ſo fadd a Navigation, in which beem- 
barke his Army , bur all ſuch Icalians as were 
nor willing to follow: his fortune ,.nor able to 
flyc his power and fury, .and: had taken fans 
uary in that ſacred one of Juno Lacinia, he 
forc'd from thence, and by puting them to 
ſeverall ignominians Deaths !,. did. that for 
themy-which they merited of their Country; 
After (o. bloody a Sacrifice to. the Manes of 
thoſe Freinds;:he.had -lefe behind , he tooke

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"The Carthaginian Embaſſadors fent toRome 
roRatify that *Peace* made-with 'Scipio', ap- 
pear'd ſo ignorant in what they were ſcene co 
conclude, and fo vneertaine in: their deſires, 
& anſwers , that the Senate caſfly Difcouerd 
their -hearts,/and-fotrnd whar* their preſent- 
ed to be their ſimplicity, was their ereachery: 
whereupon thargrearaſſembly recurn'd them 
back to Scipio, by Lelius, who had bin ſcat to 
Rome with Syphax. Lelius in a (wife Gally 
accompany'd- with his falſe Embaſladors, 
ſoone came to the-Roman ſtanding Campe, 
where-he learn'tthae the -Carthaginians hav-

his Izadora ? but may-1 not ( generous Sci- 
pio)by you fauour, be ſatisfy'd from-his owne 
Mouth? Yes ( ſaid the Conſull ) Iwill fend

than the Carthaginians. The day therfore 
ao ſooner appear'd, than the large Playnes of 
Nadagara were cover'd with Souldiers, from 
which place the enfucing Battell tooke it's

' itthatof Zama; and-though 1had the ho# 
nor to have bin in-moſt of the-fignall acti- 
ons of my Tyme, yet there. were none' of 
them to be<quall'd with this; whether your 
reflect upon the Generally, - the- Armyes, or 
the Diſpute, which in cffe&t-was ro decide 
the Quarell betwixt Rome-and Carthage! .

W arrcljke 
People. More than a Furlong behinde theſe 
laſt diviſions, came his Reareguard, conſilt. 
ing of thoſe brave Souldiers, which had ſcru'd 
him in his Italian Warres, in whole virtue 
only he was confidentof victory, His Right- 
wing of Horſe, (all Carthaginians) was lead 
by Mircall, and Barmocall ( for the generous - 
Maharball was dead, ) Two famous Cap- 
raines ,Tycheus & Mezetullus commanded 

the Left, which was formed of Namidians. . | 
Hanniball having thus order'd the Fate of 
Carthage , endeavour'd by fewe-but -power- 
full words, coclevate and- increaſe. his Soul- 
dicrs Courapes: To the Mercenaries he pro- 
mis'd Rewards as great as the Quarrell thae : 
Battell was to decide. Tothe:Carthaginians 
perpetuall Navery.and, Chajnes, ifby death 
or viory,they.did notavoyde thoſe Misfor-. 
tunes. But to hisold Army,.hepatthemin 
minde of all that Glory &hey had. wonne,.. 
when their Courages-effeRed greater wons. 


ders, than wauld be necellary « that, day:'Tis.: 
got : 
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not (he contina'd) your Generall atone that 
.now incltes your valors, 'Tis Carthage, Ei- 
berry , Glory , your Wives, Children and 
Freinds, that ſpeake by my mouth, they will 
thinke you valu'd Icily above all theſe, if yon 
had, Courage to conquer that, and wantit 
to preſerve them: No, generous Compan i- 
ons, ſhew the Senate by the defeate of theſe 
Romans , what you had done to all the reſt, 
had your fupplyes bin equall ro your Merit, 
and convince them by ſo noble an Argu- 
ment, of yourvireae, & of their negleR of it, 
Then curning towards our Army ,' he told 
them;Obſerve whether theſeNumbersequall 
thoſe at Cannes, Trebia, Teſinam, or Thra- 
cimene , alas thele-are fo farre from oppole- 
ing you, thattheir rume-will hardly bring a- 
ny acceſſion to-your Gloryes. Remember 
this Scipio's Father was the firſt Captaine we 

beate in Europe, let his Sonne be the firſt 
you beate in Aﬀerick , make your acceſſes 
'funn in a blood , his Souldicrs will contri- 
buce to this deſigne,, for they arc the Sonnes 
of thole Cowards you have fo often-van- 
quiſhe, chat you have cntayld feare vpoti 
their Poſtcriry. No ſeoner had 'Hanmiball | 
— ON .Hh. 2 . .donc 
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done ſpeakeing,than-he commanded his Na- 
midian.;Horſe ro begin the Battell, where 
unto they were invited by a thouſand 
'T rumpects, Clairons, and other Warre-like 
Mufick: The Elephanrs too were comman- 
ded to charge the Romans, but thole irgati- 
onall Creatures ſeem'd to reprovethe Car- 
thaginians with their violacion of Faith) for 
the greateſt part of them turnd head andex- 
treamly. diforder'd their: owne. Letc-Wing,; 
Maſlanifla ſo well improv d fo vnexpectedan 
advantage, that he perfeted-whar they had 
but begun: The reſt of the Elephants (which 
were fairhfall eo their .owac ide.) made-a 
horrid .execation 'on- the Roman Velites; 
whome they chaſed through: the Intervalls 
of the Maniples ;- yetdid-the. Battallions no 
prejudice's, by that excellent. prevention of 
the Conlulls, which. I formerly mention! 
but diycrs of thoſe moveing Caſtles being at 
lengch mach. wonnded', turn'd head , and 
rann furiouſly.naponthcir owne.Right-wingy 
and thereby gave.Lelius the ſame advantage 
which. they had preſented Maſſahiſla , and 
which he aſwell improv'd as. che Namidian 
King. In the mcane.tymg the-Bartalions.ob 
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Foote of either Army advanc'e, with a ſlowe 
and confident martch, till thy came within 
ſhore, but then giveing a ſhoute which made 
the neighbouring Hills to tremble,they rann 
apainit each other with a fury worthy: their 
diſpute ;at firit che barbarons ſtrength of the 
Mercenaries prevail d over the Roman vir- 
tue; but at length che Romane diſcipline , 8& 
xclolution, wrough itsaccaſtom'deffect; for 
the Princepes by ſaftaining the Haſtati, re- 
leiv'd their feare, and dilorder; but as ſoone 
as the Mercenaries retreated , the-new-rais'd 
Africans had not the Conrage to {ccond 
them , which the others attributing afmack 
totheire Treachery ; as Feare, begaa to flye, 
but notbeingablero runn away but throughr 
the lnteryalls of the Aﬀericans, thoſe either: 
to puniſh, or hinder their Cowardize; wonld 
not permitt them that way of fafety ::Onthe 
other fide, the Gaulls , & Lygurians , by 
not being ſeconded , and by then being op- 
posd , thought themſelves betray'd ; and' 
eltcemeingita more plcaſeing Revenge to 
deltroy their falle Freinds , than their valie 
atit Enemyes, made uſc of thoſe Armes as« 
gainſt che Carthaginians , which they had'

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taken up forthem ; which diſorder the Re: 
mans ſoone ended , by involveing both par. 
tics almoſt in a generall nine. ] have (ſaid 
Pcrolla ) the more inſiſted on this parte of 
the Battell , ro vindicatec the-jultice of the 
Gods; For theſe forces were thoſe only which 
had broake their Faith , and Peace ; & they 
only were thoſe againlt whome Fortune (o yi. 
ſibly faughe , that the Romans. were cen- 
vinc't victory wason their {ide, becauſejul.

perceiveing thoſe gallant Troopes, with as 
 licle feare 1a their lopkes, as Hearts; Hanni- 
ball too at thehead of them , and the ground 
* over which he was to martch , ſlippery with 
blood, and incomber'd with.dead Carkeiſes, 
was ina preat apprehenſis, whether martch- 
ing lach an oblitructed way, his Battalions 
Ort we” + Sight 
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mightnotbediforder'd beforc he came where 
he was confident they would molt ſtand in - 
need of cheir difcipltne and virtue ; bar aftce 
a (h5rte debate with himſelfe, ( for he was- 
bleſt with an excellenc prelence of minde ) 
not co loſe the victorious heate his Souldiers 
were in, he cammanded the Haſtati to wade 
ſlowely thorough that Sea of blood, and (as * 
I may lay). as ſoone as they were landed, to 
draw upall in Front, & if Hanniball offer'd 
to allault them before the Princepes,and the 
Tritarij were come up , immediatly to re- - 
treae into that purple flood they had made, . 
where the Carthaginians might ſhare the in- 
conveniences of the ground, and where the 
dead Aﬀericans would aſſume rhe Qyarell of 
the Gods, and hinder the Liveing : But thele - 
directions thongh they abundantly mani« 
| {{ted the Conſulls Souldiery , yer there was + 
noe aſe of them , for Hanniball cither dif-- 
daincing all advantages from thoſe- dead, 
that when liveing had affoarded him none, 
the better to ſet off the virtne of his old Ar-- 
my, or the diſtance being: too-great to ad- 
vance and charge the Haſtati, before their 
Companions came, made that great Man + 
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_ decline it, and fo Scipio had tyme to draye 
his Princepes and Triarij on rhe Right and 
lefc Flanke of his Raſttati, which was no ſoon- 
ex effected than he immediatly. advanc't to 
charge an Army,who never {awe any defeates 
hurt thole they had given the.Romans, and 
where he was ſoentertain'd, that it made the 
precedent fight againit .che Mercenaryes, & 
Afﬀrecicans,appeare not worthy that name;for 
the Romans encouraged .with, their num- 
bers & ſucceſle, & their Enemyes enflam'd. 
with the loſſe of their Companions, the haz- 
ard of their Empire, & perhaps with the Glo- 
ry of haveing the generall ſafety left to their 
Swords, ſo mutually fil'd. all. places with 
blood & horror , that I may truly ſay, the 
World was well diſputed , & Viory was fo 
equally and generouſly courted , that ſhce 
kaew not which ſide to ele ; whereby you 
may in ſome ſorte- conje@ure what hazard 
the Roman Empire was reduc'd unto, by the 
ro0-violent purſaice of Maſſaniſſa & Lelius; 
which I may truly (ay , I ficſt diſcover'd, and 
firſt made them ſenſible of; for whilſt wee 
were following thoſe whoſe lowe reſiſtance 
made chem vaworthy our Armes, we _

had reduc'd hirto ;had render'd the leaſt of 
hir cares. As ſoone as they were come iffto 
Flamminins's Chamber, the poore Gentle. 
man ſceing Blacius with Izadora, began to 
exclaime avainlt the Fates cruclty , and nor 
hics, that had given him no obſtacle bur 
want of health, tocnjoy afelicity as tranſcen- 
dent, ashir Beauty, This difcontſe the ge- 

perous Lover held, for he:was ignorant that 
Blacius knew the cauſe of his danger , his 
Pagenotdarcing to acquaint him with it, left 
what was his misfortune , might have bin c+ 
ſteem'd his-faule; bur he was ſoone put out 
of that Faith by Blacins ſhewing him his 
owne Letter, oh Gods!who cantell you thoſe 
ſadd words Flamminins vtterd at that diſco- 
very? hey were (ach, that 1 aſmuch admir'd, 
as comended |zadoras Coſtancy not to have 
bin ſhaken by them. But hir Father who had 
folemnly {worne that nothing but Flammi- 
nius's recovery, ſhould convince him of his 
Daughters change , withdrew himſelfe to a 
Windowe , left the dying Lover might attri- 
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bate Izadora's kindneſle, to his preſence, 8c 
not hir conuerſton. Flamminius perccieving 
*was with defigne, inſteed of employing (o 
kinde an opportunity , to implore hir Mere 
cy , in receiveing , and cherriihing fo pare, 
and bright a fame , made uſe of it only to 1n« 
uoake hir pardon, that che aſſurance he had 
ſeat of his obedience, bad prov'd (o vaforca- 
nate a duty, and chen proceſted ( with Eyes. 
& handselevated co heaven ) that if hirja(- 
tice would not invite hir to beleive , he 
intended not co make nſe of Blacins's autho- 
rity , hir reaſon ſhould be convinc't of it, by 
the- demonſtration of his Death ; and leaſt 
thic might be conſider'd as hir act, he would 
by a letter & before wittneffes, ſeale with his 
laſt breath , *twas not hir diſdaine that pro- 
duc'd ſoladd an effet, but the joy of hir al- 
teration , meeting with a body too-much- 
weaken'd , to receive ſotranſcendent ableſl- 
ing. This new, and perhapps vnexpected 
Gallantry, more traubl'd Izadora, than had - 
he made aſe of that Power Blacius was fo wil- 
iingto furniſh him with; for ſhee found ic 
farre more difficult to oppoſe Virtue , than 
Perſecution ; & indeede hir perplexity , was 
"8 = - 1 ſhe 
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Tach , thatfor a while ſhee anſwer'd him in 
nothing burweepeings; which the Generous 
Flamminius oblerueing , and perhapps fan- 
cying the cauſe of hir diſorders, begg'd hir to 
beleive he was more ſenſible: at hir Teares, 
than thee could be for their ſubject; that all 
heſaid , or hoped for, was butto obtainea 
Pardon for-what-his paſſion, and misfortune 
mad caſt upon-hir; that ſhee would not fo 
much contribute to his Torment, as&0:ma- 
nifclt ſhee was ſenſible of it; nor co his Reco- 
very, as ſhewing him a Beauty , which was 
capable of prearer miracles, "This diſcourſe 
confounded [zadora, on the one fide to dif- 
troy lo perfett a virtue, and on the other to 
preſerve ſo dangerous a Ryvall.for Perolla, 
-was a ſtrange perplexity; beſides ao give him 
-hopes, was to caſt hirſclfe into as great a dan- 
ger, as ſhee exempted him from ; and to 
make him deſpaire, was(by Blacius's yowes) 
againſt your Life) to involue you ina reſem- 
bling misfortune; bur at length conſidering 
that he had virtue enough, to givghira con- 
fidence that by ic,he might in cyme ſupproſle 
hisPaſſion; or if that which was fo ſtrong in

neither by hir commands nor by hir lookes 
-oppolcing: them..'So that though 1 ſhould 
-Credir-Perollain all things as an Oracle, yet 
1mult looke upon what he nowalleadges, 2s 
bi HI proceeding 
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-proceedin g ſooner from his :Deſpaire, than 
Teath , and beleive {ince Artin Loye is ra- 
ther a Vircue, than a Cryme, that he conſi- 
dering of it in that quality, do's make uſe of 
ic codiſtroy what Izadora's Mercy , & Duty, 
havecleted to conferre on Flamminius, to 
the prejudice ( perhaps)of hir Inclination , 
and of hir Reaſon. lf (1 reply'd)I am troubl'd 
at your not beleiveing me, ic isonly by knows 
ing what ;prejudice it may involue Izadora 
in;to whome you have hitherto bin ſo civill, 
that] am upon that Score vncapable of re- 
ſenting any thing from you , asan injury to 
me, which does not abſolutely prove one to 
hir;and if chere be anyArtiin ſpeaking Truth, 
what I have alleadg'd is abundantly reple- 
niſhe with it, for by Izadora.(an oath I hold 
in too-mnch veneration to violate) what L 
have told you is areall Truth , and,is only in 
deſfigne to preſerve you from. a Sinne, the ve- 
ry thoughe whercof-doth make me tremble, 
You muſt pardon me Perolla( ſaid Flammi- 
nius interrupting me ) if I cannor raiſe my 
Faith ſo farre above my reaſon. Alas (1 re- 
ply'd} I muſt of acceſfity be oblig'd only to 
your Faith , for your doubts are of ſo ſadd a 
Ng © an 
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nature, that if reaſon and demonſtrationon: 
ly muſt cemove them, the very performance 
which does it, will render you vacapable of 
makeing any adyantage by cheir ſuppreſſion, 
and che knowledge of your miſtake, No Pe-' 
rolla/{aid Flamminivs)I havenot bin fo rude: 
an Admirer of |zadora , as not before now to/ 
have convinc't hir, that] preterre my. obedi-- 
ence, before my Death, and when co mani- 
felt that reality, 1 had almoſt made uſe of a 
demonitration, I would not againe returne-. 
to life., (leit hir enjayaing me it might have: 
roceeded from hir.dury:; or-hiripreſent pit-- 
ty.) till ſhee had faithfully .enguadg'd hir' 
ſelfe, tro permirt my Death, when thee would 
no longer my Paſlion ; ſo that haveing given 
hir.che power , whea thee has-the will to be 
free from my Flame , I] cannot conſider yon 
now , but as your owne, and not Izadora's 
Agent.

You make me (ſaid Blamminius) happy 
whether I doe, or doc not. credit you, for if 
the latter by gay choyce , there-is nothing 
fince I poake with you that troubles me , 
and conſequently lam in joyes of hopes, 'till 
thoſe of fruition converts theminto greater: 
end if the former, I muſt be convinc'tthat 
Izadora loves Flamminias better than hir 
{clfe ; but yet{he continu'd } were I aſſar'd ſo

Ponyard, which was a weapon all Gentlc- 
men conſtantly wore in thoſe tymes | you- 
will force. me to diſpute Izadora by my 
Armes aſwell as by my ſervices, I make no- 
queſtion bur to prove as ſucceſletall-in the 
Firlt, as I havebinin thelaſt, Wee had no 
more words after-thoſe, bur rana furiouſly. 
at.cach other, My. Truſt was more forcunate 
than Flamminiuscs, for though his enter'd 
my right {ide , yet mecting witha Ribb, and- 
glaunceing on it, it:gave me bur a large fleſh - 
wound, whereas Mine paſt thorough , and 
thorough his Body, a-licle above his Heart; .

tw ſacrifice for his ſervice. Blacins-was ſocx-: 
treamly ſurpriz'd at the-lofle of his Sword, 
and at the-manner of his recovetingir; that: 
had tymero leave himiin-his aftoniſhmenrs; 
Burlow'd it to the valour of the Gentleman. 
with whome!1had char diſcourſe at my firſt; 
comeing into the Roome where the Ball- 
was daunceing, who-learneing by the pybe 
lLqae -noyle that I was-Perolla, and pardon: 

ing My attempt on -Flamminiusy/ as: tos. 
my reſenrments , did preſerve my Life ,: by: 
cutting off another Gentlemans hand that: 
was comeing behind me ro have taken. it 

away whillt I was reſtoreing Blacius his 
Ames. With this generous additional Afſi(- 
tance , 1 recover'd the Streece-Gate, where I: 
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ſccure Sanuaty, thongh-moſt of usreceiv'd 
ſo many wounds, that cheir being not dan- 
gerous, made us acknowledge a high provi. 
dence;:Whilſt wee were thus diſputeing our 
difference, 1zadora though.lhee were but a 
hearer of it , was ( as {hee has aſlur'd me) in 
farre greater feares, than any that were ac- 
corsig it; but being told that Flamminins 
was kill'd,ſhee-ranne with Callione wherc he 
lay, and where ſhce wept fo-many Tearcs, 
that he almoſt miltooke hi r Pity , for hir 
Eove; bur Blacius being ( after-our retreate) 
come thither allo, causd Flamminius tobe 
carryd into the next Chamber, and aſloone 
as the Chyrurgions had ſearcht , and bound 
up his wound; the impatient Father ask'd 
him whether his Daughter chad any ſhare ia 
' this Tragedy. Ah Sir (ſaid Flamminius)bc 
notſo crucll to Truth, & to me as to ſuſpet 
hir guilry of fach a Cryme, for had [hee in- 
tentions of that nature , ſhee needed not em- 
ploy any to kill me, ſince ſhee knowes, ſhee 
has notonly the power to at it hir ſelfe, but 
by the honor 'of dying by hir c@mands, ſhee 
has . where-with-all abundantly to recom- 
pence my Death, No Sir, he that has reducd 
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me tothis condition, is: ſome ſtranger, and 
Freind to Pcrolla, who belciveing him too» 
much injur'd by the lofſe of Izadora, hasſo 
ciuilly-endeavonrd. to revenge his abſent 
Freind , that I can no more-complaine of his 
Reſcnements, than I ſhould at the loſle of (o 
much blood , had ic bin in Izadora'sfervice ; 
for after he had by Courage(& not ſurprizc} 
diſarm'd me, and that lhad given him noe 
light hure, when the latter provoakt him to 
Reuenge , & the former gave him power to 
exccute it, he reſtor'd me my Ponyard, & for 
that guift,only beſought me to excuſe thoſe 
reſearments bis Freinds intereſt had created, 
and ſo left me, Take heed Flamminins 
(aid Blacius ) leſt you make me -queſtion 
what you ſaid of Izadora's innocency , by 
kemcing to be ignorant of Perolla's guilt, 
when that he wounded you, is ſo knowne 2 
Trath, that there are as many witneſles of it, 
as People in this houſe. It may be( ſaid Flam- 
minius ) chat it was Perolla , but you cacſhor 
therefore conclude chat I mult know 'twas 
be ,for if ir were , his diſguiſe might have de- 
cciv'd one that had bin better acquainted 
yith him than I have the honor to be;befides 

Arpans- _—— 
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Sir, twould have bia' too much in me, had 
I thought it had bin:my Ryvall, to have 
given lo large a Caracter of his pertorman- 
ces betore my Miſtris, Well{reply'd Blacius) 
the ccriainty that it is- Perojia cannot be. 
greater, than char he (hall never have Izado- 
ra, who 1 will thinke innocent becauſe you 
doc, and who upon your recovery, ſhall be 
the reward of your Paſſion, &. your wounds; 
Blacius immediatly after went away , & Iza- 
dora to latisfy hir Father, and hir goodneſle, 
continad with Flamminius, whoſe gallan- 
try ſhe admir'd, afmuch as ſhee efteem'd hir 
ſelfe vafortunate in being viicapable of rc- 
warding it.

of any ather felicity , 1zadora had cſteem'd a 
rcall Nunnery, and 1 the takeing of Blammie 
nius Habita bleſſing; Bar what he had per« 
form'd , render'd fruitleſle what he had 
ſpoken ; & his Actions were mareecloquent, 
than his Words. When this ;great Man. had 
ſpent about an hower with ns, he tooke his 
cternall leave, with a looke as ſerene as his 
thought, and with words, .as Heavenly as 
his profeſſion ; wee both accompany him 
as farre as wee durſt, and then' caſting our 
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ſelves athisFeete,, we implor'd him byhis- 
Prayers to prcſcrve us in that Condition, as. 
his virtne had plac'd nsin , which havcing 
faichfully promis'd co cndeavour, he recarn'd 
to that holy Society , of which:he was the 
greateſt Glory , and the nobleſt Portion. Af- 
cer our Feares were ſomething leſſen'd for fo 
ſadd a ſeparation., becauſe I had but-that day 
allow'd me by Flammiaius Auar to cater- 
taine [zadora in.( which too , was a favour a» 
bouc example)] imploy'd the ſmall ryme that. | 
was lcft.to implore hir permiſſion { now that 
ihce was in.an inviolable Sanctuary, and my 
vilies thicher prohibued;) to returne to Sci» | 
Pio, and:Maſlzniſſa, by whoſe fayours-(upon- | 
the knowledge. of.my Condition.) I madeno | 
donbt bur tg- procure the Senate to-enjoyne 
Blacius co-permite. our Nuprialls , which 
Courſe was ſufficintly. juſtifiable , ſince wee? 
ſought to make-uſe of: Power bat. to oppoſe 
[Tyranny ;and'co obcaine chat from Autho» | 
rity , which was deny'd toReaſon ; that fince 
the levere lawes of the Socicty. (hee wasin, . | 
permicted menat to-ſce or:ſpeake with hir, 
durciag hir reſidence there, my abſence in 
Aﬀfcick or Italy. was. the lame:, and by my- 
continuance 
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continaance about Salapia; I'might induce 
Blacius to ſulpe& (hee was-a conditionall, 
not an - abſolate Veſtall, and increaſe his- 
hatred, by increaſcing his jealouſye. "Theſe 
_ rcalons (and my enguadgement ofa ſudden 
retarne)obtain'd hir conſent for my Iourny 
which I began-che next morning, haveing, 
firſt ſeneta Freind to-begg .Pacayius permil- 
fion to pay him the daty of a Sonne, who re- 
turn'd me word, that he knew of none which 
bore that Name, but thar if ever Perolla ap- 
pear'd before him., ho ſhould eſteeme it the 
highelt injary he had ever done him. The 

reife of this Meflage , was not mach inferi- 
or to theſatisfation of haveing free'd lzado- 
ra from (o great a hazard; and the haveing. 
ſettld hir 1n as-great aſccurity, ' But l mutt 
acknowledge ( Sir continu'd Perolla ſpeake» 
ing to my Prince) in this voyage my Heart 
and my Tongue were ſtrangers, for though 
what I have ſpecified were the pretence of it; .. 
yer the deſigne was to proſecate Hanniball ,. 
whoſewrongs to Izadora and me, though 
they were as-hard to-be Reveng'd as Par- 
don'd ,. yet] could-not bur vndertake the 
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lacrer', and Icſtecm'd the ſeidge of Carthage 
would farniſh mewith an occaſion. But as 
was gocing to Capua to take Shipp for Af. 
frick, 1.mert Scipio regurn'd from thence, he 
landed at Lillibeum 1a Scicily, from whence 
all the-way.to-Reme he was metr, with merit. 
ed, and tryumphant Songs and Trophyes, 
That great Man haveing pardon'd my vnci- 
vill departure vpon the knowledge of. the 
Cauſe, told me the perticuler Conditions 
Carthage had ſubmirred voto , without a 
Scidge ( which arc too lang to be ſpecificd ) 
and which were in ſubſtance, they had ac- 
knowledg'd:themſelves vanquithe, inſucha 
way ,.thatthe very proofes they had given of 
that confeſhon; ty'd them perpetually to 
continneſo.. He inform'd me allo as ateſti- 
mony of their belciveing themſelves as juſtly, 
as abſolutly conquer'd , that a Senator askee 
ing them by what Gods they would ſweare 
to keepe the Peace, He was anſwer'd by Al 
druball; Even by the very ſame Gods, wce 
have found fo ſevere to thoſe that violate it. 
Afrer Ihad a while congratulated a ſuccefle 
Which none could doubr, that were not.igno» 
rant of Scipio's Quarell and Virtue , andat- 
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xr I had begyg'd his aſſiſtance in-converting 
Blacius, I tooke leave of him, & learning 
that Hanniball was about Carthage, at Sci- 
pios departure thence, lrow'd downe the 
Ryver Vulcurnas that Night, nexe moraing, 
fert ſayle for Aﬀrick , and in three Dayes ar- 
ria'd where I thonght my Enemy was ; bue 
I found that bur-ſix dayes before, he had 
embarkr himſelfe for Aſia, and had elected 
the Coare of King. Antiochus for: his Re- 
treate: Thieher I directed my Iourny refolue- 
inp to proſecute him with as licle intermiſli= 
on, as he had ſzadoras virtne ; but the Gods 
wereſo much Enemyes to my defigne that 
what oy tedious fickneſle, what by the crofle- 
neſle of the Windes, 1arrin'd not there, 'rill 
there was: nothing lefe-of the Carthaginian, 
but his Fame ; he himſclie being gone to 
Prufia's King of Bithinia , after -he had loſt 
the Battell of Magneſia at Sea by the Cow- 
ardice of Apolonins his Colleague; who fly- 
ingaway , leftall the rightwing of the Enc- 
myes Flecte entire , to fall upon che Cartha- 
ginians Squadronthat was much ſhatterd:in 
obtaineing a victory. over the Rhodians 
which-compos'd the ett: but this misfar- 
tune 
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tunc was 4carm'd a Cryme by Antiochnsg 
Courtiers , who apprehended Hanniballs 
knowledge in Warre, would ſoone if once 
manifcſted ro their King, diſcover their ig- 
Dorance in it, |. cannot omite telling you 
paſſage which perhaps you may etteeme 
worthy thedigreſſion, when Antiochas was 
art Epheſus, & Hanniball with him, the Ro- 
mans , amongſt many other Embaſſadors 
they (cnt co that great King, elected Scipia 
for one, whodiſcourlcing tamiliarly with the 
Carthaginian , deſird to know of him, whe 
he eſteem'd the nobleſt Generall of all.c 
thers? Hanniball anſwer'd , Firft he thought 
Alexander King of Macedon the cheifch, 
nextto himPyrrhus King of E pire, & Thitd- 
ly Hanniball, Scipio (ſmileing) ask't him 
what wouldſt thou ſay Hanniball, if thou 
hadſt vanquiſhe me) Truely (ſaid he) thenl 
would have bin the cheifeſt my (c|fe. This 
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reply was the handſomeſt complement I 
have heard, for without counting Scipio a+ | 
mongſt the greateſt , he inclafively acknow- 
ledg'd him ſo, To conclude onr Story, will 
not tell you all Hanniballs ations vnder 
Pruſias in his warrcs againſt Eumenes King

of Pergamus , *tis enough you konw wherſo« 
eyer | follow'd bim ,-I found him (by his 
milicary virtue)a Generall, & at lalt(throngh 
a Thouſand troables and dangers )I came co 
Libiſſa ; the rowne of his reſidence, where 
the next morning[l intended to endeavour 
the finiſhing of that Combate in Aſia, which 
was buc begun inAﬀrick, & that which gave 
me the hopes of effeQing it with lefle paine, 
was,that by a new contracted jealouſy of Pru- 
fas'es, he liv'd then bur as a-private perſons 
The day no ſooner appear'd, than I went to 
Hanniballs houſe, but alas 1 found all this 
Domeſticks weepeing over his dead body, & 
inquircing from one of the principall'ſt of 
them , the occaſion of that diſaſter, he told 
me, That Ticus Quintus Flamminins, 2 
Roman Embaſlador co Praſias , haveing 
ſcene Hanniball in his Court, was ſoincenſt 
at that obje&, by the remembrance of thofe 
miſcries hiswvalour had invola'd the Roman 
Empire in, that he never left ſoliciting the 
barbarous King , to revenge their ſufferings 
on the Actor of chem, till he had obrain'd ant 
order to have. him dcliver'd into his hands; 
which the Generous :Hanniball inform'd of, 
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ro prevent falling inta;:a Romans Power,had 
that night temper'd an exact Poylon , and: 
heareing Prafias Gnards Rccing bis lodge» 
30gs, cry'd out, Come ter us.cnde our owne 
Mileric, and che. Roman Fearcs, andthen 
drankeof thefarall Cupp , which has affoar: 
ded him. that calc, which none that know 
him, and virtae, can participate of, till they. 
are in his condition ; but{ lard the fadd Sers 
vant) Ibeſcech you F{ Sir } obſerve in this ex- 
ample , how mach-the preſent Romans, doe 
degenerar from their-Aunceſtors; Thoſe pre- 
ſerv'd their. conquering Enemye from Poy- 
ſon, and Theſe induce a King , contrary to. 
the Lawesof hoſpitality, and faith, ro beiray 
His, Gueſt, Hanniballs ſervanc could ( peake 
no more for weeping, and thought was-or- 
ry any but Perola ſhould revenge: Izadora, 
yet I was ſatisfy'd that the Gods(by makeing | 
him become his. owne. Executioner):evinc t,

to attend his body to the Tombe, which had 
no other Inſcription, bur, Hers Lyes: 
HANNIBALL, aad indecd was nor 
capable of a greater, This ſolemanity per- 
form'd I began to recurne into Icaly , from: 
whence my Revenge had too-long detain'd 
me, but the misfortunes lendar'd, and the 
obltructionsI metwith were ſuch , that | ar= 
riu'd not in this City '*till the very day the 
Inhabitants of it ſent to treate with the ge- 
nerous Spartacus, which to doe by feare, and 
not by neceſlity, I cſfteem'd (o lowe a thing, 
that makeiag my ſelfe-knowne, I made their 
datyſo tothem , which was to oppole their. 
Captivity in a way , that if afterward it 
prou'd their deſtiny, yet at leaſt it would be e« 
ſteem'dtheir misfortane, & not:their Cryme. 
The firſt day our ſacceſſe was' proportio» 
nate to our deſires; & the next, where Caniti= 
us ſtormed, I had the fortune to oppole, and 
worſt him ; bat whilſt a freſh Allarme drew 
me, though not the Guard, from that Poſt, 
by your vareſiſtable Sword , you made a Paſ- 
lage for your Army, ascaſy for them, as glo- 
rious for your ſclfe : But I thanke the Gods 
(Perolla continu'd } that | was call'd away ,

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for perhaps my ſacriledgious Arme migho 
have bin.employ.d againit a virtue, whichto 
have fought againſt, or reliſted , would have 
more troubl'd me,than to be yanquilhe by ir, 
and which co know,is fo great a ftclicity,thar

[Phe newes of your poſleſiing that Quarter 
of the Towne,no ſooner came to me in this, 
than not knowing to what inſolency the 
Souldiers heate, authoriz'd by a ſucceſlefull | 
aflault, might raiſe them to, abandoning all: 
ather Cares but thoſe for. 1zadora, 1 rannto- | 
the Religious houſe. ſhee was in , and carryd 
hir from thence-to Pacuyius'es,there to pres | 
ſerve hir honor., or not live to ſec it violated; | 
where all thoſe Freinds 1 had about me, were; 
loſt in ſo generous a defence, and where, 
fwhen my refiftance was no {onger uſefull )l 
derin d that from my Enemyes virtae, which 
the Gods deny'd my endcavours., and my:

"Twas thus (fatd Symanderto Callim- 
machus) that Perolla finiſhe his Story, on 
which ,1if I have too-long inſiſted , 'twas to: 
5abliſh what were a Sinn to conceale, Itre- 
Waines NOW 70. acquaint you , whar p_ 
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had our Lovers ſafferings, in which my 
Prince (> juſtly ſympathiz'd , that he had 
doabtleſle made uſe of his power to ſettle 
them in their joyes, had he not firſt eſtecm'd' 
ie requiſite co: heare what "their - Fathers 
conld object; which he haveing invited ther 
00, Pacuvinsaddreſt his difcourſe unto hint 
In theſe Tearmes-- 

If I thought yourluſtice were not as great 
as your conqueſts, I might apprehend , after: 
Izadora's Story,thatyou would not havethe 
patience to heare my defence, but looke up-: 
on That as an evincement- of my being as 
highly guiley of cruelty., as am confident 
bychac tymel havecnded (peakeing,you will 
thinke me free from itt, For I will make it'6- 
vident that all thoſe ations which ſhee als" 
leadges proceed from his inclinations to hir, 
and to virtac , are only teftimonyes of his: 
hatred co his-Bather. His high Generolity , 
and adefire of freeing his Councry was, to 
kill Hanniball , my greateſt Freind, which: 
was farre worſe than to- have murther'd me , 
my Death had ended all-Miſeries with it, 
bur co ſurvive ſuch a Freind, was to endure 4 
Torment, which none but he that reſented. 
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it, can belcive; orit 1 thoaght Deatha greas 
eer contentment than Lite, by that ation he 
reduc'd me to the {add extreamity, of being 
my owne Execucioner ; but which was worſe 
than all this, he deſign'd-ro murther that 
great Conqueror in myowne houſe,wherehe 
would have no Guards but my fidelity,which 
to have violated, had bin a breach of Truſt, & 
Hoſpitality, two of the molt ſacred Tyes, & 
all this vader a pretence of [erveing the Ro- 
mans, who had they not ſcorn'd to owe their 
ſafety roa Sinn chat had render'd them un- 
worthy of it, might certainly .have found 
ſpirits ofa temper apt enoagh to Sacrifice 
themſelves, to have preſerv'd the Publique; 
but che high eſteeme they, yer pay Fabritjus 
memory, for not permiting one of Pyrrhus, 
owne Subjects, upon { as ic were) the Eucof 
their Ruine, to Poyſon him,doe's ſufficiently 
demonſtrate, they had rather hazard their 
Empire than their Reputation; and certain- 
Iy if they thonght it gallantry in Fabririns, 
not to purchaſe their ſ{aferyes, by only per- 
miting an ill at in an Epyrote, which he had 
noe intereſt in, bat what his knowledge ofit 
gave him, how much would they then con» 
_______ aa. 
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demne.a Roman, when their State was not 
neere in ſo great a hazard,fo that that which 
he would have appeare an obligation to his 
Country , would have bin really a Sinn 
againſt ic, and his Family : Bat beſides, who- 
knowes if after having dene the fac, he 
would not have fledd ( for I can hardly 
beleive, he that woulda a treacherous 
deligne , wonld expoſe his Life to jaſtify 
he intended itfor a generous one) and fo 
have lefr me a Sacrifice to the fury of 
Hanniballs Souldiers, The next proofe of 
his Aﬀection to me,was to preſerve my grea- 
teſt enemyes Life, when I might by fo fa- 
yonrable an adyenture have purchaſt-that 
Death, which 1 wonld a thoaſand tymes have 
bought'by my owne+, had not higher conſi- 
derations, plac't limitrs to my jaſt Revenge. 
He pretends indeede, that he comes to ſee 
me, but the event juſtifyes "cis to preſerve 
Blacins, he is loaden. with wounds for the

& loſt his libercy, but more layfull of the laſt

ſhee determines to abandor hir Father, and' 
the World,racher than a negligent Lover;& 
was {atisfyed with no way of being relciv'd 
from hir Diſtrefle, vnleſſe ſhee-increaſes hit

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ther; nay, fo much abhorres any thing from 
hir-Pathers recomendation, that Flammini- 
us coming to hir tipon that ſcore, ſhee will 
rather hazard hir Lovers blood, than ſpare 
His, To coaclude, that hir impiety might be 
vncapadle of any acceſſion, and to reſemble 


| hir Servant as perfectly in Sinn., as in Aﬀes« 


ction , ſhee ( like him ) by ſtealeing away, 
violates all divine, and human Lawcs; and 
hir not being Marry'd, which ſhee alleadges 
ro-qualify hir Cryme., is an-aggravation of 
it, for flying from hir.Father,to hir Husband, 
had bin only an-offence in giveing Perolla 
that Title, but flying from hc Bather, to hit 
Lover, ſhee mult be more oblig'd ro Mens 
Charityes, than to hir actions , if they have 
not thereby as bad a Carracter of hir Chaſ- 
tity , as I of hir duty, T hee.

ſuddenly perceiu'd the occafionof it was the 
comeing in of Granicus, :Euriles , & ſome 
other Officers of his Army , that preſented 
him wich two Salapians , whoſe very ſight 
almoſt depriv'd. Pacuvins, and Blacius , 
both af theirs, and of their Lives ; Sparta« 
cus obſeru'd it, and ſo didonr generons Lo- 
vers, but being ignorant of the Canſe, they 
expected with much patience to learne it, 
which they ſoone did, by one of the Salapi- 
ans addreſſing himſelfe to Spartacus, in theſe 
words. Sir , wee are cometo begg luſtice of 
you, for you, Theſe two Gentlemen ( point- 
ing at Pacuyius and Blacius ) whole guilt is 
aſmaCch in their Faces, as in their Hearts, ob- 
ſerving inthe Aſlaalt,that my Companion, 
and I, employ'd our Lives ſomewhat prodi- 
pO I mn ne Cory s beer 
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from thence, that wee would hazard them; 
zo be revenged on the Conqueror of it; & in. 
this Faith came leverally tous, & by aſſure 
ances of exceſſive rewards, hir'd us by onr 
treachery to deſtroy what wee could not by 
our Swords, This office wee accepted; were 
ſcemeingly wicked, but co be really the con« 
trary ;and vnJdertooke to kill you , that wee 
mighc preſerve you; for we apprehended our 
declineing their overtare, might have in- 
duc't chem to invite ſome others to embrace 
It, where che greatneſſe of the Reward , 
mighe have cover'd the grearneſle of the 
Cryme ;belides (Sir ) for us to have vnder- 
tooke [ach a Deſigne , had bia a Sinn againſt 
eraticude, aſwell as honor ; for wee are two of 
thoſe that receivd onr Liberties, when wee

ner doneſpeakeing, than Blacius firſt , and 
afcerwards Pacuyius, acknowledg'd by their

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words, what their tremblings and diſorders 
had confeit ; and though they ſeverally al- 
leadg'd,thar the ignorance they then were in 
of my Princes virtue, & their knowledge 
that in him only confilted the life , & ſoule 
of his Army , had induc'd them to that re- 
venge, yet all the Afſiltants bur the gene- 
rons Lovers ) were ſo cnragd at them, for 
their Tyranny to their Children , and theit 
intended Treachery to ſo milde a Conques 
ror , that there was no-thiug heard in that 
great Allembly bart Crycs, That Spartacus 
ſhould revenge himſclfe , that he ſhould exe | 
tirpate ſuch Monſters out of the World, &

Granicas coo, and the other Officers that |

never have repin'd at my attlictions, could1 
have propounded a poſſjvility of coding 
them,bur at the ſame Inſtane that they made 
me wretched , they. made me vacapable of 
deiog ocherwiſe , and gave me noe _hopesin 
my.

ro performe, is our election , not our necel- 
ficy.; from thence, if.cheir feares will nor give 
us newoccaltions. of Glogy., ler us. martch di- 
rectly tothe Alpes, which'baveing croſt , 
every Man may returne 1nto.hisowne Conn- 
ty , andb aake ay, doubr ; bur paſiing thug 
throvwgh che:hearr of hraly, 4ifhwll loade you 
with aſmuch Wealth, as Glory.

Iza- 
dorastory;i1am refolu'd co repaire thar fanlt 
by cutting off all things that are nor abſolu- 
tcly eſſentiall 'in.:my Princes, This motion 
found it's wiſhriefie, for his Army wereas'

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and often told me, that fince che Gods would 
not affoard him a:Crowne of Myrtles , he 
would never wearc one of Lawrell. In-breife, 
the Senate haveing advice that wee rooke the 
dire way towards:Rome ,. ſent Gellius and 
Lentulus( both:their Conſulls}co mecte us; 
as tothe moſt dangerous Warre they could 
employ themin; and the whole Pcople of 
Rome , by a-Thoaſand Sacrifices, and pubs 
lique Humiliations, acknowledy'd a feare ,

ed to his Tent, where he ſoone found it 
was that Gallippus who had made Pompey 
ſojuſta Carracter-of him, that it had:h1ke ro'. 
have/ procar'd! this liberty. My Prince” re- 
membring it us'd- him with exceeding Ci-- 
ay OE EINE "Doog 
i | paſt, 
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vaſt, Gallippus thus ſpake to him. Sir, Iam 
employ'd by Menas to acquaiat you , that as 
he was weighing. Anchor -for this Iland wee 
perceiv'd a Sayle co-the Wind-ward of us, 
and havcing immediatly fear a lwife Beigan- 
tine to bring..us an accompt of hir , they 
both came tothe Flecte , where -Domitias, 
one of. Pompey's greateſt Favorites, preſcn» 
ted my Admuarall withia Letter from the Ge- 
nerall, (-all written wich his owne hand ). 
which was toconjurc him, asever he valu'd, 
his Freind(hip, that laying all ocher deſignes 
#parc,,. he would immediatly come tto him 
with his Nauy co Dyrrhachium, where thea 
he was, avd where he-would expect him, be« 
ing ncwly..retura'd from the Aſian Warre, 
and from the.defcate. of Michridates. This 
Letter (continu'd Gallippus ) was accompa- 
ny'd with ſuch earnelt, & reiterated defires, 
from the valiant Domitius,charat laſt Menas, 
who fangy'd the buſinefle could not be buc 
of exceeding, conſequence , fiace Pompey, 
thought fire co make him the Mellenger , & 
not-being above cighteenc howres Sayle , & 
the winde ſudgen yecringabour to theSourh- 
well FRI 08 oppolice for our taylemag 
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this way as faire for Greece, yeclded to his 
requeſt ,/and in two Nights, & aday , have» 
ing croſt the Adriattick Gulph which ſepa« 
rates chat Country , from Italy, caſt Anchor 
at Dyrrachium, where my Admirall and[ 
waited upon the great Pompey , 'who firſt 
ſhew'das lettersfrom the Senate{occaſion'd 
by the apprehenſtons Crafſus had-of your 
Army ) which recalld him out of Aha, to 
finiſh 'the Bond-mens warre; ( for that was 
( laid Symander ) the appellation the Ro- 
mans gave it) Then Pompey further told 
him , that being inform'd by a Shipp which 
accidentaly came from Mefſhna , that Spar- 
tacus had contracted with him to tranſport 
him into Sicily, he hadfent for him purpolſe- 
ly to hinder it, & codefire him-as he valu'd 
the title of beingeſteem'd aFreind toRome, 
not to tranſport thoſe Slayes from the Ro- 
mans Revenge & his Glory, but aslraly had 
bin the Scene of their Rebellion, fo tolet it 
be of their Raine, Pompey joyn'd with thoſe 
words ſo many other preſſing motives, and 
perſwaſions, that Menas defir'd that Nights 
reſpite to forme his Reſolution, which: was 
readily yeclded' amto, 1 confefle' Sir ( laid 
et Ne 009” Wipes) 
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Gallippus) that the feare I had of my Admi- 
ralls yeelding ( for who-ſoever conſiders 
whether he ſhall doe ill, hasalready d6a ir ) 
made me take the- confidence ( after we were 
retyr'd) to tell him ; That he onghero pre- 
terre the being a Freind to virtne, above the 
being one to the People of Rome ;that the 
way he tooke ,-made him vaworthy of the 
eade; and that to deſerve that Title without 
poſleſſcing it, was nobler than to poſlcſle ir, 
without deſerveing it, I know(Menas hiſtily 
reply'd) all thou ſay*It is true, bur canſt thou 
wonder Gallippus that a Genius which has 
triumph't over Europe, Aﬀrick, and Aſia, 
ſhould now vanquiſh Menas ? No.,no, all 
things yeelding to that Great Man, makes ic 
no ſhame for me to immitate them, In a 
word, fecing I could not make him conti= 
nue your Freind, 1 made him yowe he would 
not be your Enemy. The next morning 
Pompey haveing repeated-his Charmes, ob- 
taind from my Admirall an aſſurancenot to 
ſerne you, on condition, not to be employ'd 
againſt you, There wetc ſome of the Ro- 
man Collonells which mov'd, that Menas 
ſhould take youa-board, and chen carry you 
oy —_— : . to 
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ro Dyrachinm, but that, both He & Pom+ 
pey dereſted, the lalt alleageing he would nor 
cheatehimſelfe of a victory. This being thus. 
determin'd;my Admirall chought fict to em- 
ploy me to acquaint. you with what had paſt, 
ro begg your exculſe,ro returne your preſents, 
and co proteſt, that nothing but the greet 
Pompey could have made him- violate his 
enguadgement, Gallippus thus finilhe his. 
diſcourſe, at which my. Prince was extream- 
Iy croubl'd, as indeede he was art all things 
that retarded his retirement , bat leaſt his 
melancholly might be miſinterpreted, he 
made haſte to returne him this Anſwer, If 
your Admirall had bin principle'd like you, 
he wonld never have yndertaken to ſerue me, 
or having enguadg'd himſelte , wonld have 
perform'd it , bur tell him from me, 1am - 
very mach my owne Flatterer , if what he 
has doae to make the Romans his Freinds, 
will not produce a contrary effect: for by ne- 
cellicating me to ſtay in Italy , he will too - 
neceſſirate me to conquer it, and that have- 
1ng hitherto had noedelignes but of revenge; 
he will now inſpire me with thoſe of Ambi- 
tion, & force mz againlt my will to be victo- 
r10U0s: - 
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rious : Bar(my Prince continu'd) becauſe 
you have fo generouſly oppos'd your Cap- 
raines breach of promiſe , I give your virtue 
that Reward ] ſhould have given his Servi- 
ces; and thereupon preſented him all thoſe 
Guifts chat Menas hadreturn'd , which Gal- 
lippas made ſome ſcruple ro accept , bur 
at laſt rooke: And then in acknowledgement 
of my Princes generoficy,offcr'd him to Saile 
into Sicily , and there to hire as many Shipps 
for his Serviceas would tranſport his Army 
thither, which Spartacus abſolutely declin'd, 
alleadgeing that he would not have his Gra» 
titade hazard his Raine, & that ſince Pom- 
pey was comeing into Italy , he had now lefe 
the deligne of abandoning it 4, being 'twas 
only taken np becauſe he conld {ce no Ene- 
myes there, but choſe which were his Priſoers. 
Gallippus admir'd ar his Gallantry, & have= 
ing made hima million of engnadgemenrs 
to Sacrifice, his Life and Fortune, when the 
honor of his Service ſhould affoard him an 
occaſion , tooke his leave, and return'd row- 
ards his Gally:But the report of his Meſſage 
to my Prince being diffus'd over the Campe, 
flld ſome of che Comon-Souldicrs with 
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ſuch a blinde rage, that not being ableto 
diſcharge their Fary ona Menas for the viola- 
tion of his promile, and for lcaueingof them 
(as they fallcly ſaid) a prey co Pompey's vis 

corions Troopes , they determin'd to pu- 

nith the Innocent for the Guilty , aad make 

Gallippus pay for his Captains Crime, who 

noc ſulpeCting any treachery of chat Nacure, 
was ſerting foote in his.Skiffe, attended only 
by his two Slaves, when a Crowde.of thoſe 
inlolent. Men fell upon him ; at firſt he en» 
deavour'd to appeaſe them with.an informa» 
tion of cher error, but perceiveing they were 
deafe ro all Reaſon , he.recird into the 5eato 
his middle that none might come. behinde 
him, & there with his Sword reſolucd to {ell 
his Life. One.of his Slaves in immitatition 
of him , gott an Oare , and being joynd 
to his-Capcaine, twice preſerv'd his Liſe, and 
gavelo large a proofe of a ſinguler Courage, 
that my Prince {upon heareing of this bar- 
bariſme., being rann thicher) admir'd it, and 
judg'd that his condition was not.anſwerable 
ro hisTlothes,but though Spartacus preſence 
and threatnings qualify'd, yer it did not cX- 
claggilh che Damule, which he no fonner 
TO Oo, ghee: 
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obſeru'd, than with his Sword, haveing kill'd 
Three of the molt violent; . he ended the dife 
order by cauſeing five others to be executed 
upon the place, All chings thns appeas'd and 
Gallippns come out of-his Fortification , my 
dcare Maſter begg'd a thowſand Pardons of 
him,thathis Souldiers-had (o far violated the 
law of Nations, & that if he eſteem'd the pu- 
nilhment alrcady .infliited nocfufhcient for 
theirOrimeghe permitred him tobe his.owne 
ladge, Gallippas aſſur'd him that he had ras 
ther bin too-(:vere than too-parciall, and 
haveing by many Complementsrepay'd:hig 
Civilicy, my Priacedetic'dio-lee that Slave,, 
whoſe Fidelity,and valour,deſeru'd lo plenti- 
full a charracter, Gallippus initantly call'd 
bim , & ſpice of his Habit and lome-blood 
which endeavour'd co disfigure him, Sparta» 
cus, obſerw'd that his Shape, & Mecne, were 
anſyerable to his Courage , and after a litle 
rcflection on the intquallity of Fate in bex 
ſowing him ſuch ernaments; 1t his extracti- 
on were like his Habit , or-if the contrary, in 
giveing ſuch bleſſings ſo diſproportionate a. 
Fortune, he very intcatively, obleru'd the 
Slare,gnd found that the Stays. waa nor [eſſe 
RR. 1XKE. - 
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Hxt in Jookeing upon him. This made him 
remember he had once ſcene ſome features 

not vareſemblingthis, and as he. was calling 
to mind where it had bin, he heard him ferch 
adeepe ſigh, and ſay to- himſelte ! Oh Gods! 
what is it that Hee f.am 1 deluded; or havel 
already found what] ſeeke? Theſe few words 
(which were lowde-cnough for Spartacus to 
heare:)par him into firavgediforders, ſome- 
ty meshe calt his Eyes'upon him-that ſpoake 
them , ſomtymes upon the . ground , now 

trembling and lookeing pale, and then in- 
ftantly bluſhing: The peore Slave did nor 
only obſerve thoſe alterations, but tmmitated 
them, which wholly cenverted my Princes

2. Booke, PARTHENISSA, 296 
were ſo cloquent, that I thought it no Sinae 
to immitate chem, & haveing mingl'd ours 
together for our common lotle, | began to 
doe that for hir, which I needed aſmuch niy 
ſc]fe; in breit Iſo fortify'd hir hopes, by af 
ſureing hir you could not be: dangeroully 
wounded, {ince you had ſtrength enough to 
flyc from Arſaces choller, and that Surena 
beingina probability of recovering, 'twas 
notyalikely to make him recall araih vowe, 
where the performance would be a greater 
Sinae than the breach of it, that in the end 
I moderated hir atflictions , and then-ac- 
quainting hir how I was employ'd by the 
vnconſolable Parthenifla , ſhee permitced 
me to follow my enquiry , which though 
cxereame dilligent, was abſolutely fruitleſle, 
for though I ask't of Zephalinda, and ſhee 
of all hir Brothers Servants, & Conkdents, 
yet we could no more diſcover the occaſion 
of your difference , 'than ſappreſle *the 
troubles it created.

they were takeing off their Plaiſters , the 
poorcO rodes ſtood all pale, and trembling, 
and in a farre worſe perplexity, than if their 
{encence were to have bin pronoanc'd npon 
himſelfe ; at laſt Sureaa's wounds being per- 
tely view'd, the Chyrurgions found they 
were exceedingly inflam'd , and ſo many 
{ympromes- of their being, inwardly gan» 
grin'd, that they all with Teares 1n their 
Eyes acquainted Arlzces, that it lay. notin 
the power ofany thing buta Miracle tore- 
cover himz. at this fatall declaration , the

ror on his Conſcience, "The faire Zephalin- 
da immediatly obey.d his injunction , and 
came to waite on Parthenifla ; when-thee, 8 
I, were admireing at the occaſion of your [1- 
Icnce. The ſaddneſſe which fo viſibly ap- 

ear'd in Zephalinda's Face , wasat firit at- 
tributed by us both entirely tothat vnim- 
mitable Freindſhip that generous Princeſſe 
pay'd yon, bur wee ſoone fonnd , that Na- 
ture hada large ſhare in it. When ſhee had 
inform'd Partheniſſa with theoccafionof hir 
viſit, your faire Miftris was extreamly ſtar-

loac to goe &xeceive them; The lapzricripe

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notonly 1 ſhould now know your condition, 
bac the cauſe of your Duel!; Bur alas afloone 
as I open'd my Packete, 1found a lerter for 
the King , and another for Zephalinda , but 
none for hir which did moſt deſire, & molt 
mcerite one; I confeile my diſorder at it was 
noc farre ſhort of hirs, bnt ſhee attributing 
your (ilcnce to any ſubject rather than, the 
trve one, and beleiveing my letter might 
diſcover the cauſe , conjur'd me to perule its 
But oh Gods ! what aſtoniſhment was mine, 
when |-found what ic contain'd ? it made me 
a long tyme continue ſilent, and trembling, 
and Zephalinda had no ſooner ended hirs, 
but itingender'd theſame & fect ; Parthenilſe 
ſa who could:not fancy { ſince you were live« 
ing as appeard by your letters ) what ſtrange 
accident could produce ſuch an operation , 
broake hirownelilence,to learne the occalie 
on of ours, Alasmadam(Lreplyd)you wilbe 
more happyin theignorance,tbantheknows 
tedge of ir, bf (faid (hee ) I knew not Artab=- 
banes to be liveing, your words wonld make: 
me {uſpedt'he were deads No; no , Madami 
Zephalinda anſwer'd, the-certainty he is a-!

ſo. Is ir poſſible ( ſaid Parthenifla ) that he 
cann commit a Cryme , which may render 
him worthy of Death in your judgement ? 
Yes Madam{ſhee reply'd) & when you have 
read this letter (preſenting hirs to Parthe- 
niſſa)l beleive you will be of my jadgement; 
whilſt he was the Deſtroyer of Surena , I ex- 
cis'dthe action upon the beleite 1had that 
he was invited toicby;jultice,.but now 1 have 
diſcoyer'd he can {uſpeet your Conſtancy, & 
converta Paſſion of Loyc, vnjultly into one 
of hatred, he ſhall find can from-his'Freind, 
become his [ndge, and when his actions arc 
111, nor feare to tearme them fo. W-hilft Ze- 
Phalinda was thus ſpeakeing ,'the! vafortu- 
nace Partheniſla read hir letter, and no ſoon- 
cr found what was in it, than ferching a lan« 
oniſhing ſigh from thebottome of hir Aeatrr, 
thee only (aid; alas, 'Artabbancs! how ill doe 
you reward the pureſt Flame; and then fell 
downe art our Feete, without giveing any 
fignes of Life. Zephalinda who thought the 
fipht of hit letter, would have rather 1nſpir'd 
hir with reſenttnent , than greifc, a thouſand 
tymes condemn'd hir owne ralinefle, & by

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21 abundant weepeing, diſcover'd hir repet 
cance forit ; burartlait what with hir helpe

Zianthes favour with fach 
humbleneſle and aflidaity; that at laſt I ob- 
tain'd it, and from hir learnt that Artabbanes 
was the happy man which blaſted all my 
joyes, and poſleſt whatl but ambition'd; [ 
maſt confeſle, when I refleted on that ſeeme- 
ing paſſion he. had for Zephalinda, 1 won- 
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derd for awhile at that Truth, but upon 
that publique breach betwixe them, | began 
ro beleive the Miltery, & ſoone aftcr, to ap» 
pichend by Moneſcs reſentment, to lee it 
roo-viltbly; This made me haſten Arſaces 
declaration. in. my favour , in expectation 
that Artabbanes would not oppole his King, 
but ] quickly found by Zianthes intelligence, 
that all the operation it produc'd, was only. 
a neceſlicating you to-mannage your As«. 
mours with greater privacy, anda bringing.

diſcovery had ſo powerfull a. production , 
thatin its cffects., 1 had like tro have found 
the cure of all my troubles, and an-exemp- 
tion from needing that forgivenefle, which [:

This was pzrform'd as | delir'd , & the (ame 
Eucning in waich Arſaces gave Artabbanes 
his orders, | malic Zephaliada ( who I duct 
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not informe of my reſolntions, for I fonnd 
hir more iaclind'to your: Intereſts, than 
mine) to invite-you to-a Ball, where , whiltt 
you were divertingyourſelfe, | writt a letter 
to you as if thac Command Arlaces had 
given Artabbanes,was by your advice to me; 
that we might dureing hisablence enjoy a ſa- 
tisfation which his vigilaney , and preſence 
deny:d-us, and fill'd the reſt of the letter with 
ſome expreſſions which might make him 
conjecture you had long honor'd me with a 
private Paſſion. This Letter] ſent Zianthe, 
& co0juar'd hirtoletit ſofall into Artabbanes 
hands, as ifithad bin by accident,for I knew 
he would waite your retarne at your owne 
Lodgeings, to: kiſle your hands before his 
departure. All this was ſo admirably ated 
by Zranche, that it produc'c the wilh't effe; 
(as that very Night thee advertis'd me) &

my Lawes, by makcing them. as, penall to 
the ficſt Prince of my Blood , as to the mea» 
nelt of my Subjects; that though Surena be 
recover'd, it was no leſſening of Artabbanes 
offence; that | owe the preſervacion of my 
Favourite, not to his-refpect,but to the good- 
neſle of the Gods, tro whome [| ſhould make 
an vaworthy retribution, if my firſt action 
was, a Violation. of my oathes; And concla- 
ded , that wholoeyver.mention'd your returne 
291inc he would conlider ir asan affront to 
his Authoricy, & reſent it at that rate, With 
this barbarous anſwer I went to. the three 
Princeſles, where I found two of-my E xpreſ- 
{&sreturn'd, who aſſur'd us that they had bin 
at.Babijlon, Selutia, Hecatomphile ,, Arbel- 
les, & all the other cheife Cittyes of Orodes 
Empire, and made (ach diligent ſearch for 
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youthat they durſt enguadge their Lives, 
had you bin in any of them, their paines had 
not bin fraitleſle ; the others allo at their 
comeing back, made us the like aſſurances, 
{9 that all their teſtimonies concurring , ir 
All d Lindadory, Partheniſla, and Zepha- 
:inda with ſuch exceſlive ſorrowes , that per» 
cerveing nothing but your returne, conld 
put a period to them, I vadertooke to pive 
them an accomptofyon, or never againe to 
aive them any of my ſelfe, This motion 
extreamly ſurpriz'd them , who perhapps 
thought, that an improbable way of finde- 
ing one Freind, wonld turne toa certaine one: 
of loſeing another ; but Iſo repreſented, thar 
my Freindſhip to you , and my cagerneſle of 
filenceing all their Teares, would inſpire me. 
with a higher diligence than any other, that 
] obtain'd my requeſt; and indeed I found. 
Captivity a lefler trouble, than the ſeeing c- 
yery day ſo dceepe a Mclancholly as chat. 
which poſleſt your Sifter, yoar Miſtris, and- 
'onr Freind, Immediatly therefore | fitted: 
my ſelfe tor my journy , & thoagh the King 
did me the honorto ſcnde me a Commilli- 
an for that Army , which was delign'd for, 

d ders 
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you, yet ILyholly declin'd it, and rather e- 
leted to become a Wanderer to reftoie you 
to your felicity, than to tread the way which 
lcadsto plory , when not in order to it; with- 
in two dayes | had fitred my (elfe, and have- 
ing taken a pretence (to obtaine the Kings 
permiſſion)for a private affaire, which would 
neceſlicate my ablencetor ſome tyme,]cooke 
leave of of thole, for-whole lakes, and yours, 
I vndertooke {ov vacertaine a.yoyapge; I will 
-Not tell you how | rais'd their Faiths by 
nameing greater probabilities of ſucceſle., 
than 1 fancy'd; nor all che paſſionate exprel- 
tons ac our ſeparation , but I mult ce]l you 
thatin hope | might be:ſo fortunate as to 
ſucceed in my inquiry, I procur'd a letter 
from Parcheniſſa to you , which haveing ſe- 
.cretly made up in a Ribbin, that Nightl lefc 
Ninive , and bethinkeing my lelfe that from 
that Peaſant, which you ſent with your Pac- 
ketr ro me, I might ger ſome light of the way 
you tooke, I went directly to that Village, 
where I found my hopes deceivd,bur rideing 
a daycs journy further , by inceſſant inqui- 
Ties aftcr you, Ilearnt, that nor very long 
Hefore, a Gentleman, only arcended only by 
.OAC 
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one Servant , had hir'd a Gnide to paſſe over- 
thoſe ſandy Delerts, which are betweene thac 
place, and Antioch, and by the-deſcription- 
they made of the perſon , and his ſaddneſle , 
1 immagin'd it was you; I therefore inſtantly 
hird the ſame Guide, who brought me to the. 
ame Inn you lay-at in Antioch ; where the- 
Maſter of it affur'd me, that Gentleman had 
embarquned himſelfe in a ſmall veſlell that 
was bound for Cyprus;this gave mea beleife,. 
that ſince an infelicity in Love was the cauſe 
of your Baniſhment, yoo intended to con- 
finc your lelfe in that Iland., where the. 
Qucene of that Paſſion, had choſen hir carth- 
ly reſidence. With this hopefall fancy,I hir'd 
a Shipp, and in two dayes landed ar-Paphos, 
& from thence exactly viſited every corner 
of that Kingdome, yet all che advantagel 
derivdfroma hundred dayes (pent info curi« 
ous a ſearch; was, to remaine confident you - 
were not init; but becaule Il was inform'd, 
that ſevcrall diſconted perſons, retir'd them= 
ſelves into certaine ſmall Illands of the Ar- 
chipelago , I reſolu'd to trye whether you did 
not increaſe their Number, but we had nor. 
bia vnderSaile aboue tyeclye howres , when 
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a Cilician Pyrate gaye us chaſe, & though 
wich my Sword I diſputed my liberty , yet at 
laſt being oppreſt by -aumber , I loſt both, 
and receiv'dlo many wounds, that had not 
our Enemyes Capraine, by a good opinion 
concein'd of my Courage , bin exceeding 
carefuil of my cure, I had miſt the happi- 
neſlc of reſtoreing you to yours; about halfe 
a yeare I centina'd with this Cilician, where 
I had nothingof a Slave, but the Name, & 
whole affection 1 gain'd fo entirely , that he 
often proteſted , 'twas that only which hin 
derd my liberty; bur out-of apprehenſion 
that I might not have the ſame inclinations 
for him, which he had for me , he would c- 
very day endeayour to weane himlſclfe from 
my Company, & aſſoone as he could digelt 
our ſeparation, he wonld chen give me my 
liberty , to obraine a pardone for haveing ſo 
long delay'd it; his former Charity , and 
thoſe freſh demonſtrations of his Freindſhip, 
were fo juſtly predominant over me, that 
when the valliane Gallippus, & Menas, with 
three Gallyes morefecll upon ours , I joyn'd 
my ſelte to the generous Cllician , & though 
afcer a virtuous reſiſtance he loſt.his Lite, 
yet 
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yctin that action I lavd itthree rymes, and 
loaden with wounds, fell by his Side; Gallip= 
pus and Menas haveing inquir'd after their 
victory who | was, were inform'd by ſome 
which ſurviv'd our defeate, that | was a Slave, 
and only in gratitude to him, whoſe conrage 
tooke, and whoſe charicy' preſerv'd me, [1 
perform'd-what they ſawe. Il know not whe= 
cher my reſolution , or gratitude, gave them 
an opinion., that it was' not vnlikely, the 
fame viage might produce the ſame rcelent= 


-ments, but whatſoever was the cauſe, Gal- . 


lippus tooke up my Body, carry'd it into his 
Cabbin, and there ſo prelt the Chyrurgions 
to ſhew their Art, thatas a proofe of it, by 
powerfull cordialls, they brought me tomy 
ſclfe againe, and haveing found my faint- 
neſle proceeded rather trom the loſſe of 
blood , than any mortall wound, they then 
oave Gallippus an aſfurance of recovering 
me, and afterwards perform'dit, 1 cannor 
bat tell you, that had not higher refletions 
than any which related co my ſelfe, filenc't 
my difpaire, I had made my owne Sword 
teſtify , that I prefer'd Death , before Slave- 
Ty; butthe conſideration of my enguadge- 
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ments to your faire Siſter, Partheniſſa, and 
Zepnhalinda, and the eternall: torment the 
not knowing.your. error wonld be to you, 
made me. looke as. a. providence apon my 
double Captivity , and as it were my.double 
re{urreion; belides., 1 conld not fancy the 
Gods , who are the Relcivers of lnnocens 
Cy, did ſo miraculouſly preſerve me, bur 
to render. me ar laſt their intramear init; 
and (ince.the. Sea .was.the place where llolt 
any further. intelligence of. yoa., the being 
with Pyrates, who examine. all ([hipps.they 
ſee, gave meno ſmall. hopes, that thoſe ac- 
cidents, which in appearance were misfor- 
Tunes , might prove the beit way of pating a 
period to youts, and Mine; toconclude., 
the Gods made not my.conjectures falle, for 
tis by my Captivity thac they have brought 
my troubſes ta an .cnde ;. bus before I have 
done foro mydiſconrle,l mult ler you know, 
that in ſome fights, | did Gallippus ſuch me- 
morable ſervices { for 'twas with him 1 all- 
wayes went ) that he cndeavour'd to. obtaine 
my freedome from Meaas, which the barba» 
Tous Pyrate allwayes declin'd;but the valianc 
Gallips co maks my hopes caſe my (utter,

ings, proteſted that the next ſervice I ren- 
der'd him, which might make his Admirall 
not juſtly ro condemne his ſetting me tree « 
he would rather hazard to loſe the expectatt- 
on of his future preferrment, than not doc it; 
'twas a long while beforc I could lighc on-fo 
favourable an opportunity,which ac laſt was 
given me this day in your {tghe ; Bur my be 
ing a Slave, having bin the meanes of in- | 
ceralcing your Glory,I ſhall no more deplore 
it,than | doe my other milcries, ſince they are 
ſo fortunatly finifhe, and fince by them [I 
have given ſome proofes of a Freind(hipp., 
whole greatneſle cannot be reſembling toa- 
ny thing ſo aptly, as to his perfectionste 
whome itis pay'd, 

'Twas thus the generous Sillaces ended 
his Relation, -& *twas in pa(ſionat embrace- 
tngs,and not in words that Spartacus was 
eloquent in his gratitude; but his Freind-per= 
.cciveing that his Silence cxpreſt his impati- 
ceace for Parehenifla's Letter, immediatly by 
yaſoweing a little Ribbon, which in all-his 
misfortunes he had artificially preſerv'd , 
preſented my deare Maſter with, thoſe faire 
.Caraters, which , haveing-kiſt a thouſand 
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tymes, he found that they. cOMERA 'd cheſe:

thoſe ſighs which 1nterrapted them , per- 
forme theiroffice; but haveing ar lengeh al- 
Jay'd thatſtorme , he thus concinu'd ; Great 
Gods! what Cryme have | commicred , that 
you make a declaration of Partheniſla's Paſ- 
{ton for me, my puniſhment? and yet you. 
arc therein bucjait, for ſince the ſuſpeing 
of it was my vinne, it is fitt it ſhoald be roo. 
my Torment. My Relation would be 
endlefle did-I tell you Al thoſe rationall ex- 
travagancyes he vtter'd, | will therefore paſle ' 
them over,with all thoſe menaces he made a- 
gainſt Surena's Lite, and only informe you, - 
that never any Mans condemnation bronghe 
him a more reall greife,than did Artabbanes + 
pardon to him, & chat his deſpaire for have=-

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Þia, ſawe the faire Izadora , & had for hir fo 
violeat a Paſſion,thatit gave. him the impu- 
dence to begg hir of my generousMaſter,as a 
Reward of his Services; But Spartacus not 
only refus'd it, bat gave him ſo,juſt a Repre- 
heoſon for it , that.inſteed of, produceing re- 
pentance,it inſpir'd him with Revenge;to cf- 
te& which (aswe afterwards learn't)he heid a 
Private Correſpondency withGellius, & Le- 
rtulas, at that tamons Battell in which they 
were defeated, 8 'twas by bis Treachery, & 
the quitting of his Poſt, that all thoſe valiant 
Garmans were then cut off; and for which, 
he attributing of it ro their raſhneſle, and 


my Prince not to his Jatidelity, he.had his 
pardan ; which generoſity wasſo farre from 
prodaceing his converſion, that it gave bim 
encouragement to abuſe a virtne, which, if 
he had had any himſelfe, he ſhould rather 
have admir'd. 'This Traytor therefor.take- 
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fure, whilſt that by ic he conld purchaſe his 


deſires; that they had noreaſon any longer 
ro followa Captaine, whodeclin'd ſo mach 
as acquainting them with his Name; and 
Councry; that to the beſt of his obſervati- 
on, they muſt not expect a period of their

liecle glory, which their Swords and lives too. 
COLT Naty he ie acl nouuy 
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ly tocxpoſe them to all the Force of lealy., 
but to attend Pompeys tryumphant Army, 
who are ſo accultom'd to vidory, that they 
delire no greater certainty of it,than ro.come 
to a Batteil ; in which. the. beſt Name our 
victory can beare,: willbe thatof a happy 
raſhneſſe;neither can they have any hopes of 
his favour, had they no other experiment of 
the Cocrary ,than that of Salapia,where leaſt 
Perolla ſhonld be too-weake to (hedd their 
blood, he ſends. him thoſe Priſoners to de- 
ſtroy their. yalours. , which had bin. made 
fo, by their valours;; & that late one of Gal- 
lippus Slave., who though: he gave no other 
proofe of his Courage, than the defence of 
himſelfe,; and the killing of ſome of them, yet 
immediatly., asif the ſhedding their compa« 
nions blood, had bin the beſt Title roa re- 
compence , his liberty is purchast , and 
by Treaſures farre greater than any which 
has bin, their reward for two yeares Miſery 
and Succelle; and not; content with this in- 
jary , but becauſe they vented their juſt re- 
fentments npon a violater of his Faith, from 
their Generall he becomes their Execurio- 
acer , and leſt they might judge that violence

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procceded from the-heate of blood , he cau- 
{cs afterwards five of them to be publiquely 
hang'd, and offers their Enemy to become 
their ludge, who findeing Spartacus to be 
more cruel! , than he himſelfe conld be 
(though a Pyrate )declin'd the motion upon 
that (core only. Ie was with many ſuch infu- 
tons chat the Traycor Canitius, and his In- 
ſtruments, endeayour'd my Princes ruine,'& 
chough he were the only Anthor of this wick- 
ednelle, yet he appear'd the cheife derefter 
of it; Neither was he content to be falſe with- 
in our Campe , but carry'd his perfidiou(- 
nefle to thatof the Romans , and by a private 
contract with Craſſus(which my Princes in- 
diſpoſition permitted him to mannage with 
ſecarity ). not only became his Freind, bur 
his Intelligencer ; & advis'd him durcing his 
Generalls fickneſle ro advance , and by a 
ſtrong Trench to ſhare up the Neck of that 
Peninſule we then-quarter'd in where if Spar- 
tacus ended hisLite by his prefent diſcaſe,the 
Command of the Army by (acceſlion being 
his, he wonld betray ittinto his hands ; or if 
he recover d,; he would raife fo dangerous 
2 Matiny in the Army {for the which , cheir 
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being thas- beſe:dg'd would give a ſufficient 
riſe )that info great a diſorder, he might make . 
his advantage, He further proteſted he 
would thea have perform'd that, for which 
he was futucely.inguadg'd , bur that as yer 
thole ſeeds of diſorder , had not taken roote 
deepe-cnough-to produce the fruite he ex- - 
pected , but yet as an carnelt of. the reallity. 
of his profce(ſions he would not oppole Cral- 
ſas's makeing that Treach which was to be- 
ſcidge us; who upon this perfidiouſneſle rais'd 
his hopes, & his Campe, which he-remou'd 
to theNeck of our Peninſule where contrary 
to the advice, & above the hope of all t1s- 
Officers, he in a ſhore whilecaſt upa Trench 
from Sea to. Sea, of three hunder'd Furlongs 
in length, fifreenc Foote broad , as many 
high, andon the topp of it rais'd a Wall of 
an admirable ſtrength: whilſt this was per- 
formeing ,our-Army often repin'd at Cani- 
tius not oppoſcing it , who to make his ſite- 
ing ſtill, appeare rather his reſpe-t, than his 
Freachery, proteſted he would adventnre 
nothing till Spartacas was recover'd , lelt 
fighting vader his Fortune , the ſacceſle 
might be attributed to his owne Courage ; 
oe ag. 2 
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beſides, he ofcen laaghrat/ſo endleffe a toyle 
( as he tearm'd Craflus 'Trench)-& ſaid 'twas 
a worke fitter for Labourers , than Soul- 
diers; bat yetif the Romans effected it, they 
would butbecome the makers of their owne 
Graves,for they muſt be thereby fo overbar- 
rasd , thatit would be impoffible for them 
to uſe a Pile or a Sword: | maſt confefle } was 
of his opinion., and-had I not bin'o , I c- 
ſtcem'd it lefle hazardous to be beficidg'd by 
Craſlus, than to fight a Battell vnder Cani- 
tias. Neither was it fingly Canitius Trea- 
chery , which gave the Roman Generall 
this confidence, but Pompey's vnexpect- 
ed returne had a ſhare in it, for though Cra- 
flas had cenjur'd the Senate to ſend for 
him out of Aſia, yet he had done itto palliate 
any diſgrace which might have befallen him, 
to manifeſt che greatneſle of the danger , & 
the better to ſect off the glory ofa viory, 
than ourofa beleife that Pompey could lo 
ſoone and (o ſucceflefully difinguadge him- 
{clfe from the Michridatick Warre;but when 
to his greife, & admiration he recciu'd ad- 
vice from Rome, that not only Pompey was 
at Dyrrhachiam, and expected but a faire

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windeto tran{port, him into. Italy., butthat 
all che Senate conlider'd him as the Man de(+ 
tin'd-for that worke, and had made him Ge- 
acrallof that Warce , takeing the-very rife 
from Graſlus his owae letters , {pight., and 
ambition made -him vadectake. what bis 
ludoement, nor his Courage,could have ins 
viced him to. In the meanc while my gene» 
rons Prince. lay;{truging with greater dit- 
ficalties than-all. the Roman Empire-could 
have raisd; him, 1 meane his deſpaire for 
haveing ſuſpected the pcriectclt lanoccncy; | 
which crucil thoughts, made him Jooke wirh 
{ome ſort of.joy,upon that Sicknelle, we cone 
fider'd wich horror; bucinthe end the Gods 
( who had no-yct wearyed themlcives in per» 
ſecuting him) abated , and afterwards tooke 
away the danger of i his Feaver;, but then his 
Mclanacholly avomented FN his diſeaſe. der 
creait, and had to powerfull an influence 0- 
ver him, chat it appear d as dangergus an 
Enemy, as-that which was (o Jately ſuporeſt; 
ro be breife., Sillaces rooke {o opportuncly 
his good inceryalls, and ſo £ffcftually em- 
ploy'd them, that Spartacus began to:liſten 
unto Reaſon ,and gac Evening figdeing bira 
much. ; 
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much:inclin'd-toirelifh his -perſwaſtons, he 
told him, Are you then Artabbanes reſolu'd 
cternally to render fruitleſſe that miraculous 
diſcovery the Gods have made in your fa> 
vour ? will you by your wilfullnefle, neceflt- 
tare, Partheniſla to belcive, that whar was 
your misfortune, was your deſigne? will you 
render what you would make the teſtimony 
of your Repencance,, a greater offence than 
our fault? and will you: make your Love, 
more dil{obligeing than your hatred ? for 
whilſt you thonght your preſence was Par 
themilas trouble , you baniſhe your (elfe 
from hir, and now ſhee tells you *rwill prove 
hir only coaſolation,you deny it hir: No,no, 
( Artabanes) if you thinke you have not re- 
ally hir pardon a new diſobedience is not the 
way to obtaine it; & if you beleive you have, 
why doe you deny your: ſelfe the benefitt of 
it? ' Twas with many perſwaſions of this Na- 
tare, that Artabbanes deſpaire was aſſaulted;

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Innocence ſhould pronounce my ſentence; 
ncither can ſhee doubt how ſenſible I am of 
my Cryme;fince | make hir both the Party, 
and the Judge , and offer my.Lifc unto Arſa- 
ces fury,only to preſentit to hir Inſtice. You 
will fnde((aid Sillaces) with extacyes of joy , 
& athonſandembraces , how litle cauſe you 
have to be apprehenſive of cither, for as Par- 
theniſla's poodneſſe has:pardon'd your of- 
fence, ſo if Orodes juſtice doe's not immitate 
Hir example , let it be my care co prelerve 
your being in Parthea from:his knowledge. 
My generous Maſter being bronght to this 
good temper, we chought it high cyme to in- 
forme him that the Romans had 1n a man-. 
ner belcidg'd us, and that the vaſtneſle of 
our Army had ſo exhauſted the Iland of all 
Proviſions, that our neceſlitics, ifnot our 
Conrages muſt invite us to force our paſſage. 
Spartacus heard this advertiſement ( which 
"till then we had declin'd giveing him, by 
zcaſon of his ſickneſlc, & melancholly) with 
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celebrated with-ſo lowde a ſhoure , that the 
Roni apprehended their beſcidg'd were 
comeing tobe their Aﬀaulcers; neither doe 
] beleive their feares had bin any thing lefs 
ſen'd; had they knowne che rrae cauſe otchar 
Aſlarme, for | dare juſtly affirme, they more 
apprehended: my Princes recovery, than a- 
Barteſl :. Bue Artabbanes havycing taken- 
10000 Men for his Guard, weat to veiw that 
miracalous Trench, which -he more admir'd 
than fear'd;; buc lealt his Officers might miſ- 
incerpret his ſilence, he told them; Thar 
Cratlus (doubtleſſe) had more Pioners than 
Souldiers inhis Army : that fince he never 
declin'd a Battell, he rather thought the Ro- 
mas ſecar'd themſelves,than beleidg'd him;.. 
that 'twas impoſlible any people could take 
that paines bur for their owne preſervation 
yet leſt the world might beleive che contra- 
ry, he would in fewe dayes evince the trath 
by a demonſtration-, 8& was-more- pleas'd to 
kaow where he might fight with Craflus, 
than tronbl'd at thoſedifficulties-he muſt ſur- 
moant to doc it, And indeede not long af 
ter, when he had perfetly recover'd his 
fa 0h 222 nn all hic Army Celpwrnl 
of 
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of diinguadgeing - themſelves from fo-tui- 
nous alabrynth; in a bideous ſtormy Night, 
when the Earth was cover'd with ſnowe , he 
gave orders to all his Forces to be ready to. 
Martch , & whilit he was putting on his Ar- 
mouyr , he told Sillaces ; Come Generous 
Freind, let ns make Craſlus defeate the way 
to allaulc Rome, and haveing taken it, let us 
retire into Parthia where 1 will manifeſt, thar 
I preferre nor che .greatelt Empire of the 
World, before lying proftrate art Partheni(- 
ſa's Feere,, nay, thar 1 relinquiſhtir, for ſo 
glorious, & advantagionsan exchange, Yes 
Sillaces I will in few dayes ſo cover my ſclfe 
with Palives & Lawrells, that my crimmi- 
- nall jealoufie ſhall not be ſeene 8 doe ſuch 
virtuons actions, that hjrjaſtice ſhall pardon 
my offence ; or my bloed ſhall expiate it. 
Theſe words were ſcarce ſpoaken, when he 
puc himſclfe ar the head of the Army, & 
without the leaſt itopp, ledd on thoſe Troo- 
pes, who vnder ſuch a Generall could not be 
bat victorious; in cttcct Sillaces & he, were 
the farit in perſon which pull'd downe the 
Roman Eagles planted more forrunat Enlt- 
gnes 1a cheic places, & wichoar giveing their 
0 ſeal

{acceſle any leaverocoole, wich their Swords 
perform d fo great an Execution , -and ſo 
ſtrew'd the' wayes with Roman Carkeiles, 
char the effects of their-yalour almoſt hin- 
der'd the progrefle of ir;& had they not had 
a gobler deſtyne, they might have bezſcidg'd 
the liveing ns with the Dead, & made 
as famous a Trench by their vidory,as Craf- 
fas had done by his Labour; bur the-vac- 
qualtd Freindsfo much: vndervala 'da Core 
queſt where nothing was conſiderable in it 
bur che Number of the Dead, & fo-abhorr'd 
all chings which retarded chief returne into | 
Parthia, that leaving Craflus to: deplore , 6 
admire his defeare, they tooke the direft way 
to Rome, which was to be the Crowne, and 
limmizrof their Conqueſts; butalas tharfa- 
call poyſon which che Fraytor Canitins had 

iven our Souldiers, began now to ſhew how 
ſtrangely it had diffus d itfelfe; andthongh 
Granicas( a conſiderable Officer of our Ar- 
my ) were not of-his conſpiracy, yet itnma- 
gining that Craſſus loſe had made him yn» 
capable.co revenge.it,” & findeing the Souls 
diersprepard for any Muteny, he (6 well 
husbanded their diforder , that the ſecond 
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Night, as-we were in oar- Martch towards: 
Rome , he reyolted with 13000 Men from. 
our Army , and campt with them neere the 
Lake of Lncania, with intencion to: ſett up 
for himſclte. Spartacus- was :cxrreamly en» 
Tag d at this, and none appear'd more vio- 
lent to puniſh-it chan: the falſe Canirins, who - 
1awardly rejoyc't atlo vaexpected an adVan: 
rage , and immediatly- advertis'd Craſlus of 
It, le{t he might loſe that favourable opars 
tunity; butchough my.Prince was ({cafible 
of lo greata diſmembring of his:Forces , yet 
the beleife he had, thatinthem all the: Tray-- 
tors of the Army were outof jt, he confol'd 
himſeife, knowing that they were lefle dan- 
gecrousin a diltindt body,than-vndcer his. Co» 
Jours , and to fatisfythole: that -preſt him co 
be reveng'd, he told then "That he knew no 
way more probable for their puniſhment 
than their haveing put.chemſclves ont of his - 
Protetion, and that he doubted not, butin 
their very offence they would receive the re> 
ward of it. Therefore beleiveing himlelfe for 
| all thacloſſe ſtrong enough to carry, Rome | 
by ſtorme, he determia'd the next:morning 
89 continyc.his martch, almoſt aſmuch.trou- 
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-bi'd that Granicus had hinder'dit a day, as 
athis Revolt; Bur the firſt Squadrons were 
hardly drawne one of the Campe , when ad- 
yertiſemenc was broughe; Thar Craflus, 
(who now fanght forrevenge 8 the. preſerva- 
tio of Rome)was fallen upon Graicus with (o 
much fury that *twas impoflible but in ithe 
mult finde his raine. This Allarme fo mon'd 
the gallanc Spartacus generolity,thatthongh 
Canitias,, (and Craſſus, who by that ryme 
was corrupted too )begg'd my Prince to per= 
mittthe Romans to become his Executio- 
ners, yet conſidering the danger ,& not the 
Cauſe of it, and remembring Granicus Cou- 
Tage,and not hisRevolt,he lead his Emſtgnes 
back to the releife of thoſe, who had fo often 
bin viRorions ynder them; and though his 
only appearcing made Craſſus retarne to his 
Campein a haſty marech, yecit-produc't na 
other confiderablecffet; For Granicus , &_ 
all his Sou[diers were kill'd before Spartacus 
arrivall, not one receiveing a wound in his 
back, or dycing our of his Rancke, preſerve= 
ing thatorder with their Bodyes, which they 
could not with their Lives , their Dearhs 
manifeſting whoſe Souldiers they were , and 
Y La their 
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th cir defcate what, Generall they had .abaris. 
don'd;;-and indeed -fny-Frince waslo taken 
with their re{olution,that he{pene two dayes 
In giveingzhem 2 milizaty fangrall, burying 
their Crimes in their; Graves. This {add 40- 
lmnity perform*d We-continu'd our delipne; 
But as if my Princes virtue had. not oppolie 
tion enough from publique and private E- 
nemyes;. the Heavens themſelves, .conpird 
againſt him , and by. continuall raincs fo 
lwell d che Ryvcrs, chat the Romans having 
broakea downs all the: Bridges , it was ime 
pollivic for him to proceede,' leave you to 
thinke what his eefcatments were at fo fruws 
ard adgltiny,for itnotonlyretarded theCone 
queſt of Rome, and, ( which was,more intol- 
Jecable) his-raturne ro Parthia., butallo,gave 
Crailas Recruits leaſure 20joyne, with-him, 
and the danaer of the. Empire.made them fo 
conliderable that before the waters were re- 
turn'd into their uſuall channells; he came, 

and with-much confidence picchthis Tears 
within ſome.16 Faclongs of ours, where: the 
vicinity of our Campes farniſht frequent oc- 
calions of hghting, which was ourconttant 


Eivertiſerent, incxpectation oi more favour 
xable 
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rablc weather; but ohe day Spartacus haves 
Ing advice that Scroffa and QQyintus, two 
of Craſſus braveſt Captaines, were gone with 
all the Roman Cavalye for Forrage, he ſenz 
the generous Sillaces with all bis tointercepe 
their recurne , where after a bloody diſpute, 
our forces by the valoar of their Leader had 
the betcer , who with his owne hand haveing 
given Scrofta very dangerous markes of his 
Courage, return'd into the Campe loaden 
with victory & wounds. My Prince recetv'd 
biur in. Tryuwphs, but-was more attlifted 
for che latter, than pleag'd at the former, c= 
ſcemeing the loſſe of fo much pretions 
blooud too-prodigall a payment,nort only for 
haveing . vanquiſhe thoſe Romans , but 
though .ithad done the like, unto their Em- 
pire. But the Chirurgions ſoone mittigated 
his feares, by an aſſureance-that Sillaces was 
in.no danger, and: that the greatelt tronble 
be was ike ſuffer , was:the keepeing of his 
Bedd for ſome Tenn or Twelye dayes; Five 
of which were not cxpir'd, e're the Bloods 
were ſo allwadg'd:, 'that; Spartacus might 
have:continu'd his. martch towards Rome, 
bad nor. his Freigds. weaknefſe hinder'd it. 
IN: RE. 
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Craflus imputed this delay to his feare, and 
having a while before received advice from 
Canitios, that nowall things-werein ſuch a 
perfect readineſle, that if the Romans could 
bring Spartacus to a Barcell, he would bring 
them toa victory, he determin'd as a provo- 
cation to my Prince( which-was a needeleſle 
labour} to caſt up two great Trenches , the 
one to hinder oar paſſage rowards Rome the 
.other ro hinder our Campe trom watering, 
To interrupt this deſigne, Spartacus made 
many vigorous attempts, and thereby ne- 
celſitated the Romans by fighting, roob= 
eaine leave to worke; but the Eight dayafter 
Sillaces victory, the-morning was ſpent in 
ſolharpe a diſpate betwixt us, and the Ro- 
mans, and Secands on :cither de .came ſo 
thick, & namerons, that my Prince perceive- 
ing he might enguadge Craſlus, gallopt 
back into the Campe, and .commanded all 
his Army immediatly co prepare themſelves 
for a Battell, which whiles they were docing 
he came in to Sillaces , where he acquainted 
him that before Night, he would bein a con- 
diti6 immediatly to returne into Parthia, or 
never toſcc it againe ; that nothing appear'd 
a 
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zhigher misfortnne than to be depriv'd of 
his Company , and helpe , inſoglorious an 
occaſi2n, bat fiace he-had ſo lately engroſs'd 
a memorable victory to himſelfe , he was 
hopefall he would nor repine , if he alſo 
Jay'd hold en ſo favourable and ſo often am- 
bition'd an-occaſion to immitate his cxam- 
ple, villaces was extreamly ſurpriz'd at this 
declaration , and haveing ſufficiently carſt/ 
thoſe former markes of honor , which now 
hinder'd him from increaſcing his Stock, he. 
begod Arcabbanes he might waite on him, 
though in a litrer, that ſince he could not be 
alharer 18, he might at leaſt be a ſpeRators 
and admirer of his-Glory ; and thereupon 
forceing himſelfe to riſe , he found how ill a 
correſpondency his Minde, and ſtreagth had 
rogether : This ſadd experiment, and my 
Princes prayers , made him yeeld to his 
weakneſle, & his Freiad ; who haveing (c- 
le&ed 7000 choyce menzmore forthe Guard 
of Sillaces than his Campe , he gave me 
the Command of them ; & though | begg'd | 
with vehementimportanitics,to be neere his 
perſon in fo famous an occaſion, yet the con- 
fideration of fome flight hurts 1 had receiv'd 
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i Scroffa's defeate,* and the: neceſiity. of :a- 
faithfull attendanc on Sillaces made him de-. 
ny me. The two generous Freinds haveing 
rooke leave of one another, with words. 
which nothing bat (0- perfe&t a-Freind[hipp 
was Capableco:preduce ;'& my Prince have- 
ing done methe honor to-embrace me, he 
rimediartly lead his' Froopes ( which. con- 
ſiſted ( notcountine thoſe left with me ) of 
55000 effective Men-to that feild in-which 
he was confident they would purchale fo 
much Glory ; where he alteady found the 
Roman Army in Batcalia',,and'with aſmuch 
reſolntion in their-countinance,. & poſture, 
as if they had bin yidorious as often, as de- 
feared; His Army too being-pur inorder, 
by an Oration, he animated his Souldiers, 
& then pave order to the-Trumpetrs, Claris 
ons, and all the warlike Muſick to doe the 
Hke by ſounding the Charge; and-that his 
Souldiers might (ee his reſolution ,, in all 
their-fight he kill'd chat Horſe which he 
conitantly made ale of in a Battell, ſaying, 
that if he were Conqueror, he: ſhould: wanc 
none and if defeated he would make uſe of 
none, My Priaces Army-was divided into 

wo 
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ewogrcat Battallions, the greateſt was lead 
by Canicins, and Caltus ,which conſiſted of 
30000 Horſe and Foote , the other which 
made up25000 more , had my Prince in the 
-head of them , who that morning wasaſſur'd 
by thoſe two traytors, that they would a&t 
miracles, which indeede they perform'd, in 
betraying the greaceſt virtue that ever (hin'd 
npon Earth, The ground over which my 
generous Maſters Battallion was to-moye, 
proved ſoyneven , that the other wene firſt 
to the charge, & thoſe whichicad it, march'd 
with mach order, and ſcemcing reſolution, 
*rill. they came within ſhort of their Ene- 
myes, but then Canitius and Craſſus ( with 
cachof them) aboure forty of their cheifeſt 
Officers) taraing the poines of thic Tanelins 
to the graound, abandon'd their Souldiers, 
andrann fullſpecd to the Romans, whoo- 
peniog their diviſions receiv'd them 'with 
ſhoures of 'Tryumph. This treachery you 
may wcll immagin, brought a world of con- 
fuſion in choſe van-officerd Troopes , & in 
che(heightoof it , che ewo Traytors accomp- 
ny'd with their Adherents, & Tome Romans; 
zerarn'd and 'Canitius in Crafſus name of>

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fer'd all-thoſe -their Lives, 'who 'would-clay. 
dowae their Armes ;. To 'which a gallant 
Thracian (that my Prinec:had honor d with - 
a confiderable Command:) imnmcdiacly.re- 
ply'd, Traycor, 'cis a highee ſatisfactiva to 
paniſh thy Tceachery, than to live by it,and 
is upon that ſcore, that | decline the latter, 
to att the-former ; thereupon breakeing like 
Lighning through ahandred Sword, he palt 
his throagh Canitias-body,.and by (orclo» 
Juce a performance,deptiv'd himot his Life; . 
but Earjles:(for.his virtneimerits ro have: his. 
name recorded)had notthe:confolation long. 
ro Out live his, and Spartacus revenge, yet 
before his Death, he gave Caſtus({'who was 
moſt carneR after it; ) ſa-many wounds, that 
he made him Canitius Companion aſwell in 
Death , as lafidelity , and (ſent him to-kcarne 
In the other world, 'the- puniſhmeor which 
atteads the being treacherous 1nthrs.. But 
though che beginner of chis gencrous Ao, 
found his owne ende:in it;ycr irhad (o itraage 
an influence over all thofe which were'i1g- 
norant.of QCanitias deſtgnes, ca in imrot_ 
tation of Euriles, haveing chang their d (- 
®cr 1nco Relolutiongchey oppos'd all choſe 
Wl ue! 
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-Fhich'were notof their opinions, fothatthe 
Numbers being almoſt equally: divided; 
there began a molt bloody difpare , and the 
Romans had- that 'ſatisfaction to: fee thoſe 
Swords which were dclign'd for theirruine,, 
employ'd to- ruine thoſe which had char de-" 
ſigne; Bar whilſt the honeſt, and the Tray-< 
tots, were thus engnadp'd one againſt ano- 
ther, (Craſſas being intorm'd -that Canicius 
& Caſtas were Dead to whome only hethad 
paſthis-word)-came, and cnded both cheir 
differences , by cndcing all their Livcs; 
which was no ſmall fatisfa&tion ro my Prins 
ces martyr'd Freinds, toſce thoſe which their 
Companions faught for, to become the pu- 
-niſhers of their Treachery. Bur ( continu'd 
Symander) you wonder perhapps why Spar= 
racus all this while-wasidle? bur your admi- 
ration may-ceaſe when I informe you, that 
'the Fates , either not co-ſee ſo-vnparalel'd a 
Treachery , of to contribate towards it, had 
onaſuddenratd fothicka Miſt for abovea 
-qaarterof an hawer, that my Prince, by che 
yncouthneſle of the iground'; advanceing 
{lowly with his Battalion , could not pol» 
fibly ſee what hadihappen'd , & perhaps had

longer continud in bis ignorance, had nota 
Trooper which {cap'ethe:Enemy , come fall 
ſpcede , and aloude advertis'd him of thole c+ 
vents which I have told you, but not of theiy 
cauſ:,andimmcdiatly. after , as if chart Miſt 
had bin. paurpolely ſcng to-contribute ro his 
Taine', and then. to ſhew him the greatneſle. 
of it, it fuddenly broake up, &. diſcover'd 
the crucll execution the Romans had made, 
& their Army in all.it's glory, martching 
2 precipitate pace to charge us, 'Gods! what 
courage{but Arcabbanes)bad nox bun ltariled 
vndet (nch misfortunes? buc his waslo fare 
from bcing thereby impair'd, that itincreaſlt, 
& turning to thole that follow'd him, be cn« 
courag'd them., both by his words, & then 
by his examplc., for .advanceing fame hun- 
derd paces beforcallthereft, he call'd, Grad: 
fus our, refolveing 4s the Romans had by 
accident depriv'd his Army of a Wing, ſo he 
would by his yalour. depraive-cheirs' of it's 
head. Arthis Summons two of. Craſſus yali- 
aateſt Centarions lacceſlively came. our of 
thcir rankes to.my Priace , & by a Farall 
couaterfeCting , - were render'd forever vn- 
capable af deladeing him. agyoe .; Craſſ 45 
7 RES 4; pcrcerveing. 
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percciveing by choſe Examples, what his 
ownc Fate had bin, had his valourrcſembl'd 
theirs, declin'd what he was gocing to vnder- 
take-, and codilguiſe his feare , commanded. 
his Army.to Cact 1a peices all che Reliques 
of choſe Slaves, ( for thoſe were his-words. ) 
Bat why dec I. dwell fo long on o ladda ſubs 
jet ? ler it ſuthce I tell you., Thar Spartacus 
was become ſo horrible by the being cover'd 
with his Enemyes blood; that his preſence 
was almuch apprehended, as his >word; that 
in him was verified the Fable of Anteus, re- 
covering ſtrength from his veryFfalls;thathe 
never wonne ſo mach Glory in all his vito- 
ries, 28 in that defcate; & that he perform'd 
ſach- prodigious. exploytes, thac | abſo)atly. 
belcive, had he bin bleſt bac with Twenty of: 
his humour, and reſolution, their valours 
had lupply'd the loſles of Canitius Treaches 
ry; bnt at length thoſe Diviſions he had left, 
bciog infiaicly over-number'd,dulheart'ned,. 
and peirct- in fſeverall places, were totally: 
ronted , & molt of them car-jn;peices; Spare:

made him 1ay, who cver thou art, if thou

Romans, and when thou (ought'{t Death, 8 
not victory, the Gods gave thee the laſt and 
deny d thee the firſt;but now thon bearſt the 

lorious title of Partheniſla's, the Gods hav= | 
ing deny d thee the latter, deny notthy (elle 
the former, ſhew by ſo'generons tan expetis, 
ment , that he which for not obraining the 
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victory conld- att his owne' Death ,did not 
lole the one, our of an apprehenſion of the 
other; Thereupon he had certainly extin- 
guiſhc the fairelt Life that ever was; had not 
the gencrous Artavaſdes{for'twas he whome 
Spartacus had faught with, & whoſe ſtrange 
being in the Roman Army ſhall be rold you 
in-it's duc order ) obſerveing my Princes 
deſpaire proceeded from his defeate,firit hin 
der'd the farall effects of it, and then to rake»: 
away the cauſe , allur'd him that he was be- 
tray'd , and not vanquilhe. Spartacus at this- 
allurance ( for 'till then he was ignorant of: 
It )look'tupon his Freind with a Face which. 
{poake his: doubrs , and then begg'd him to 
dealecleerely, and informe bim,. whether: 
what he had ſaid was not only out of a de-- 
figne to hinder his violence: towards him- 
ſelfe? Bat Artavaſdes haveing by many pro-- 
reſtations, and perticulers, aſlur'd him of. 
Canitius, and Caſtus- perfidiouſneile, made 

Artabbanes ( who ſawe that twas/ not Crafl- 
ſas, but Treachery. that had beaten him) to- 
relinquiſh thoſe ſadd defignes he had upon 
his owne Life, and to preſerve it for a per- 

tection, who only merirced fo tranſcendent 
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-ableſſing. This refolve was no ſeoner taken 
up, but the apprehenſion of Sillaces ſlafery” 
began toafflict my Prince with ſach exceſle, 
that Artavaldes for a while ſuſpected , a re- 
lapſe into his-former deſpaire produced it; 
but being inform'd of the occaſion, he im- 
mediatly made Artabbanes to fling away his : 
owne Armes, to take thole of a Servant of + 
his, (which by accident was rideing by )and 
then aſſureing him the power he had with 
Craflus was ſo great, that if Sillaces were not 
already loſt, he darſt yndercake his, and my 
preſervation (-for they were ſo generous as 
to give mea parte in their care} they both 
galloptaway towards the Campe,where they 
found, that Nighe ( and notvitory) had 
put an cnde to the Romans aſlaule , whereby 
ir was apparent, if ſo vnconfiderable a perſon 
as Symander, could defend (o large a line 
with fo few hands, what then Arcabbanes 
woald have done with ſo valt an Army , had 
ie bin free: from Treachery, Artavaſdes 
therefore joy d at Craflus repulſe, & having 
lodg'd Artabbanes in hisowne Tent,;caugd 
an jnviolable ſecrecy to be adminiſtet'd ts 
his Servants,& his generous freinds wourdds 
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to be.dreſt, which were many , and thoſe: 
much inflam'd by. that violent agitation, 
that his care to preſerve Sillaces had occall- 
on'd, he went to Craſlus ( who with clo- 
quence Elogies gave: his valoura jutt Cara- 
ter |and acquainted him,,thata Servant or 
rather a Freind of his ( tor his vaimmitable. 
hiclicy merited chat Name) was taken Priſo- 
ner in the Enemyes .Campe ,.dangerout]y: 
wounded,and hadienc him word that he had: 
obtain'd his owne liberty, 1f Cratlus would 
engaadge himſcife to their Comnianiter in 
Chcite, to releale the farit :Priloner of bis: 
quality which he ſhoald take; rat Whether 
of no this was granted, he delit*d thar a Chis 
rargion night befeac him, ( all chole of the 
Enemyes were fo buj1e abou tlcir owne.

Brutians , where af- 
terwards they renew d the Warre , and fur- 
niſhe Pompey with an occaſion to tell the 
Senate, thar it was Craſſus had defeated the 
Slayes in Battell, bur 'twas he had pull'd up 
the Warre by the very roote, But our Soul- 
dicrs were no ſooner gone, than Philanax, 
_ and [, prepar'd Sillaces Litter, and haveing 
Put him into it, wee carry.d him out of the 
Campe,& freely palling the Roman Guards, 
brought him to Artavaldes Tent , where 
theſe Three greac Men manifeſted their 
joyes , and Freind(hip, in expreſſions, which 
it not related in their owne words, were too- 
greata wrong vnto them; & the better to'pa- 
lliate the buſtnefle, I writt a letter to Craſſus 
( as Commander in cheife -of his Enemyes) 
and deliver'd it with-my owne hands, as a 
Meſlenger ſent expreſlely with it from the 
Campe, wherein 1 let him know, thatupon 
His promiſe of the like Civility , 1 had ſenc 
the Priſoner he defir'd, and afterwards to 
favour the flight of that remainder .of my 
Princes Army , lafſor'd him, thoſe in the 
Campe were in a rcaddineſle for fome ex-: 
ployte, that 'twas not impollible bur they . 
as" 
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would make a deſperate Sally, to ſell their 
Lives handſomely, and that] told him this 
the more freely , becauſe | was reſolv'd to as 


bandon his Enemyes-for ever, being aſſur'd * 


of my Life, 8 liberty by the Priſoner I had. 
brought off, Crafſſus-for this-Intellignce & 
at Artavaſdes requeſt(who accompany'd me 
to him) confirm d: what the Priſoner pro= 
mis'd, and immediacly pur all his Campein 
Armes , in apprehenſlion of a Sally , which 
abundancly contributed ro-my poore Come 
panions eſcape ; For all the Romans being 
only intent onthe Eaſt ſide of our Campe, 
which was the only place for an attempr,' 
rmitted thoſe on the Weſt ( which was the 
way thatlead to the River ) ro make a more 
facile flight. "Twas in this forte (continu'd: 
Symander) that all things-happen'd in that 
famous Battell of the Trenches, | know ſome 
Romans gave out thar' Spartacus was cut in 
peices,others (and-more truly) athrm'd,cthar 
after the Battell his boddy was never found, 
and ſome too { knowing.none could contra- 
dict chem , for there was no Quarter given} 
&, to receive areward cut off a head, which:

on learne., That had not his wounds hins 
der'd him a whilc, & rtheu deteate afterwards 
he would never have icturn'd to Parthia 
withour haveing rcdcem d that lofle, which 
was his misfortune not his fault, The next 
moraing as. Craſſus was preparcing to re- 
peate his aſſault, newes was brovpht him, 
that his Enemyes had abandon'd the Came 
pe,at which his diſcontent was greater in ap- 
carance , than in cffet, for we had not 
ſo ill. defended our {elves the precedent day, 
as to make any thing which avoy ded aſecod 
ſtorme, appeare a misfortune, TT hree dayes 
Craſſus ipenr, to repaire the diſorders of his 
Army, & to bury the dead, leaſt if left with« 
our Sepulcurce , the numbers being great, 
they nphcinfect che Ayre;-in which tyme 
my Prince acquainted the generous Arta- 
on | aldes 
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Vaides with his Fortunes, who admir'd af- 
much to finde Artabbanes the famous Spar- 
racus, as he was joy d to have bin the inltru- 
ment of ſaveing him. When Craſſus had en- 
ded his charitable, & necc{lary O fice, he re- 
tura'd to Rome by caly martches, which gave 
Sillaces, & my Prince, the meanes of accom- 
panying Artavaldes thither , and where they 


had enter'd in Iryumph,it their ſucccite had.

When Symander was 1n this parte of his - 
Relation,one of the Preitts of Venus came in 


great halt to. advertiſe him, and Callimma- 
chus, that Artabbanes was return'd, .& had 


brought with him a Sranger that yeelded : 
nothing to him. in the bleſſings of Nature, . 
that they were both much wounded, but yer 


they ſeem'd, in the joy of having fonnd out 


each other, to-have forgotten the danger. 


they were in, Callimmachus therefore, per= 


ceiving Sy manders impatiency, to ſatisfy it, . 
and his owne immediacly went to learne the: 

cauſe of this freſh accident, and provide nes. 
ccllaries for perſons which render'd his Chas:
